ALREADY FOR THE SHOW. 


Inauguration Committee Has Arranged All 
Details of Ceremonies. 
Washington, March 1.— Inaugural 
program is going on apace. The crowds 
have begun to show themselves notice- 
ably on the streets; the depot platforms 
and hotel lobbies are becoming more 
and more congested with each incoming 
train. Decorations begin to flaunt along 
the avenue, that is, of course, Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, which no Washingtonian 
ever thinks of calling by its full name. 
The grand arena of the inaugural dis. 
play will be the short section of the ave- 
nue between Fifteenth and Seventeenth 
Streets, flanked on the south by the 
White House and on the north by La- 
fayette square. Here both sides of the 
street are a solid front of covered stands. 
This year the stands are of uniform de- 
sign and decoration, that from 
which the president will review the pa- 
rade. This, with its white front, Corin- 
thian columns and severely classical 
outlines, is not uniike a miniature of the 
White House in its rear. The other 
stands, those for the nmuititude, are cov- 
ered in iniftation of stone work, roofed 
over, against the poussibikty of bad 
Weather, which is not a réygote con- 
tingency in this gala month oP March. 
With their wreaths, garlands and brist- 
fing flagstaffs, which will soon flutter

The bill carried the unprecedented 
total of $51,990,000, of which $17,000,006 
was for river and harbor contracts. It j

In this connection he ridiculed 
the treaty relative to the Alaskan boun- 
dary, recently sent to the senate. 

“If this administration lasted much 
longer” he asserted, “it would be send- 
ing.in a treaty between Great Britain 
and the United States for the arbitra- 
tion of the multiplication table.” 

Mr. Morgan (Ala.), a member of the 
Parie court of arbitration, discussed the 
“awkward predicament of the United 
States” on the seal question. Refer- 
ring to the Paris tribunal, he said that 
as usual, when the court was made up 
of European arbitrators, the decision 
Was against us; it always would be so 
under like circumstances. There was 
more real danger of trouble over this 
sea! question since the arbitration than 
there ever was from al] the conflicts 
before arbitration was adopted. The 
present trouble, he said, was due to the 
deliberate refusal of Great Britain to 
carry out, in good faith, the spirit of 
the Paris award 

“IT do hope,” said Mr. Morgan, “that the 
incoming administration will have the 
fortitude to insist that Great Britain 
will comply with the Paris award.” 

The committee amendment, continu- 
ing the joint scientific inqury in Bering 
sea, was agreed to.

The general police 
arrangements in Washington have also 
been perfected. Four hundred special 
officers have been sworn in for inaugura- 
tlon week, and Chief of Police Moore has 
been in correspondence, as is usual at 
such seasons, with the chiefs of police 
{n all the large towns of the country 
Details of detectives from the big cities 
will be sent to Washingtan to keep 
watch on whatever members of thelr 
own criminal population drift this way, 
while both the Baltimore and Ohlo and 
Fennsylvania railroads have massed a 
number of their own detectives, under 
their respective chiefs, along the road, 
20 miles outside the city, in each direc- 
tion, in hope of corralling any crooks of 
prominence before they reach the city.

Boston Cutters Strike. 

The union granite -cutters of Boston 
went out on astrike today because of a 
failure to reach an agreement to go into| 
effect March 1. Tue movement has been 
endorsed by the Building Trades’ council 
The Herald summarizes the situation 
thus: 

In 1892, after a protracted strike, the | 
gravite cutters of Boston and their) 
employers, through the intercession of the 
state board of arbitration, entered into an | 
agreement concerning the hours of labor 
and wages. Ever since that time the} 
agreement has been recognized and 
accepted by the union and the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association of Boston. 

One of the provisions of the agreement | 
stipulated that when either party desired a 
change, months’ notice should be 
given. In accordance with this stipulation, 
the members of the Boston branch notified | 
the 18 members of the Manu. | 
facturers’ Association, last December, that 
a new agreement for 1897 was desired, and

that some changes in the terms of the 1892 
agreement would be asked for. 

Several conferences have been held 
during the past three months. The union 
was represented by Conlin McDougal, 


Charles Curley and William Gray, and the | 
manufacturers by Messrs. Henry Murray, 
Walter Lyons annd Charles Ricker. 

The representatives of the union stated | 
that the stipulation in the old agreement 
making 31 cents hour the pay for 
competent men was so constiued as to 
make these figures the maximum wages, 
and it was desired that 31 should | 
constitute the minimum rate of pay. 

One of the articles in the agreement of 
1892 specified that there should be no dis- 
crimination against union and non-union 
men, It requested that this clause 
should be abolished, and the agreement 
made that none but union men

While workiog under the agreement of | 
Is02 the granite cutters have been 


restrained from taking part in the strikes 
ordered by the Building Trades’ Council. 

To bave struck in sympathy with cther 
trades that might have struck would have 

been a violation of the agreement. Mem- 

bers of the Building Trades’ Council and 

Granite Cutters’ Union did not believe 

that such restraint was fair or wise. The 

manufacturers were, therefore, asked to 

agree that in the event of a suspension of 

work on any building in course of cor- 

struction, repairs or alteration, by order of 

the Building Trades’ Council, it should not 

be considered a violation of the agreement 

if the granite cutters stopped work under | 
such circumstances. 

There is a probability that the difficu’ y 
may involve the entire building trades of | 
Boston before the strike bas been in pro- 
gress Jong. Inasmuch as the Granite! 
Cutters’ Union is insisting upon retaining | 
the liberty to assist the Building Trades’ 
Council, it is expected that the unions | 
attached to the council will refuse to handle | 
granite cut by non-union men. If this is | 
done there may be complete suspension of | 
operations on all structures in the ej ty | 
where granite is used in construction. 

The representatives of the Granite Man- 
ufacturers’ Association refused to accede 
t» the terms demanded by the union. Re- 
presentatives of the union state that the 
granite manufacturers in all cities where 
there are branches of the National Granite 
Cutters’ Union have agreed to the terms | 
now asked by the Boston branch. For this | 
reason the 150 men employed in the cutting 
o* granite in Boston have voted to strike.

HOLBROOK THREAT ENED. 


Sunday Morning Blaze i in Town House 
and Public Library. 


The Holbrook Town Ha! building, occu- 
pied as a Town Honse, public reading room 
and library, and by J. E. Daniel, grocer; 
J. C. Nickerson, painter, and the Co opera- 
tive bank was badly gutted by fire Sunday 
morning. 

The fire which is supposed to 
started among a lot of rnbbish under the 
stairway leading from the boiler room, was 
discovered by a lot of tramps who had spent 
the night in the building. Sometime pre- 
vious to the fire Officer Buzzell had un- 
locked the doors and then gone home to 
breakfast. The tramps smelt the smoke 
and gave the alarm. 

When the department arrived the fire 
had worked its way up into the reading 
‘room which contained something like 7400 
volumes. 

The department worked maufully but 
when it was seen that the adjoining build- 
ings were in danger word

ENACTED BY CONGRESS 


| Total of Appropriation Bills Over 


One Billion Dollars, 


Only Necessary Expenditures 
Were Passed. 


Senate Has Only Three Days to Complet 
Important Legislation. 


Washington, March 1.—But three days 
more remain for the Fifty-fourth con- 
gress to wind up its business and make 
way for its successor. The close of the 
session promises no sensational incident, 
for only routine business is possible. As 
usual, the house awaits the end witha 
clean slate. It has finished its work on 
the big appropriation bills, with which 
the senate is now struggling. In the 
upper house the remaining days will be 
full of work. Indeed, it is still uncer- 
tain whether the senate will be able to 
‘dispose of the bills by noonon Thursday 
next. There are four of the big appro- 
priation measures to be voted on. of 
these, the naval bil land that making ap- 
propriations for the District of Colum- 
bia may cause prolonged debate. The 
other two, fortifications and general de- 
ficiency bills, will go through without 
trouble. Meanwhile the house will sit 
merely to receive and act upon confer- 
ence reports, with probably night ses- 
sions Tuesday and Wednesday. It will 
take skillful generalship, but the senate 
leaders believe they will have the slate 
clear on Thursday. 

Speaker Reed and the Republican 
leaders of the house entered upon the 
final session of congress with the 
avowed determination that no legisla- 
tion which compelled great expenditures 
of public money should be enacted dur- 
ing the session. They felt compelled te 
adopt this policy because of the condi- 
tion of the treasury, and they have gen- 
erally adhered to it, although the regu- 
lar appropriation bills for the support of 
the government have brought the total 
appropriations of this congress far be- 
yond the billion mark, breaking the rec- 
cord of former congresses. Many of the 
appropriations, notably those for river 
and harbor improvements, and for pub- 
lic buildings, were necessary to con- 
tinue works authorized by other con- 
gresses. No public buildings have been 
started by this session, and no new bat- 
tleships or vessels of any description, al- 
though the creation of a “new navy,” be- 


been abandoned. The intention of the 
house leaders at the beginning of the 
session was to confine the work, so far 
as possible, to the appropriation bills, 


up to their policy. These bills, more- 
over, have been cumbered with fewer 
new projects and less general legisla- 
tion than usual. 

The last week of the session begins 
with several of the appropriation bills 
not yet passed by the senate. Much of 
the time of that body has been consumed 
in the discussion of the Cuban ques- 
tion, which the house has dealt with only 
incidentally. Necessarily, the policy of 
the house to avoid new legislation which 
involved expeditures has been enforced 
upon the senate. The Nicaragua canal 
bill, which was discussed at great length 
in the senate, but not voted on, was not 
taken up in the house, nor has the free 
home bill, which the senate passed, had 
a hearing at the other end of the Capitol. 
The Pacific railroad funding bill met a 
decisive defeat in the house, so the sen- 
ate found it useless to discuss that prop- 
osition. One feature of the session's rec- 
crd worthy of note is the great num- 
ber of private pension bills passed, many 
of them placing widows of officers on the 
pension rolls at ratings ranging from $30 
to $75 a month. Private claims and war 
claims, on the other hand, have been 
few. Several of the pénasion bills were 
vetoed by President Cleveland, but con- 
gress enacted some of these despite the 
veto by the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority. important bills are in 
the president’s hands awaiting his ac- 
tion, foremost among them the immigra- 

ion bill, which establishes an educa- 
tional test for immigrants and bars out 
laborers who maintain their homes in 
other countries. The antl-scaiping bill 
may be submitted to the executive for 
his action within two or three days, and 
since Senator Chandler has given notice 
that he will move that the senate ac- 
cept the house amendments to the bill 
authorizing the president to call an in- 
ternational monetary conference, it is 
likely that President Cleveland will be 
given an opportunity to sign his name 
to that. The bill for the reorganization 
of the Atlantic and Pacific company is 
also on the president’s desk. 

One act written upon the statute books 
this session is noteworthy as being the 
work practically of one man. That is 
the act to reduce the cases in which the 
penalty of death may be inflicted, a 
movement to which General Curtis ot 
New York has devoted the best efforts 
of his congressional career. The aboli- 
tion of the death penalty has beena long- 
cherished enthusiasm with General Cur- 
tis. Now, after years of agitation Qf the 
subject, he has succeded in erasing from 
the statute books all United States laws 
imposing the death penalty for other 
crimes than murder, rape, treason or 
piracy, and endowed juries with the 
power to stipulate whether or not capital 
punishment shall be inflicted for these 
crimes. 

An agitation by dramatists, compos- 
érs and theatrical managers has result- 
ed in securing a law at this session fix- 
ing heavy penalties for public perform- 
ances of copyrighted dramatic or musi- 
cal compositions and empowering all 
United States circuit coruts to enforce 
the orders of any such court regarding 
these performances. 

The interstate commerce laws have 
been extended to prevent traffic in ob- 
scene literature or articles designed for 
immoral uses. The shipping laws have 
been amended to enable yachts belong- 
ing to American or foreign clubs to en- 
ter or clear from the customs houses 
without tonnage taxes, also to require} 
naphtha or electric boats of more than | 
15 tons burden to be subjected to all re-| 
quirements for inspection and for pilots 
and engineers. A new law compels the 
name and draft of every registered ves. 
sel to be marked on the stern and bow | 
New regulations have been made for the 
compensation of inspectors of steam ves- | 
sels for their travelling expenses. All 
Persons who make signal exertions in 
rescuing a wrecked ship or a drowning

The friends of the 
Tennessee centennial exposition of 1897 
have succeded in securing an appro- 
priation of $140,000 for a government 
building and exhibit, while the Nebraska 
delegation is working to secure a like 
recognition for the Omaha exposition, 

One of the most important pieces of 
public land legislation permits the pat- 
enting of lands containing petroleum or 
Gther mineral olls, under the mineral 
land laws. Another extends to Jan. 1, 
1899, the time in ey hich purchases may be 
made of the railroad lands forfeited to 
the government under the act of 1890, 
and another confirms cash entries which 
have been declared invalid because the 
lands entered were never offered for sale. 
Cther acts confirm titles of settlers in 
Greer county, Okla.; Mississippi settlers 
on swamp lands in the grant of fhe Mo- 
bile and Ohio railroad and settlers on 
some 80,000 acres in Louisiana. 

Among the acts of the session relating 


to the courts were these: Fixing the 
fees in the circuit court of appeals, 
withdrawing from the supreme court 


jurisdiction of criminal cases not capital 
and giving it to the circuit court of ap- 
peals, directing the filing of mortgages 
on Indian territory property in the ju- 
dicial district in which the property is 
located when the mortgagor Is non-resi- 
dent, constituting a new division of the 
eastern judicial district of Texas, at- 
taching Audrain county to the eastern 
judiciai district of Missouri. , 

An act was passed to validate the acts 
of deputy marshals In the Indian terri- 
tory sworn between March 1, 1895, and 
April 15, 1896, when the law was defec- 
tive; an act providing heavy penalties 
for selling intoxicants to Indians; an act 
authorizing the secretary of the interior 
to use the abandoned Fort Bidwell in 
California for an Indian training school, 
and one to enable the town of Flagstaff, 
Ari., to issue $65,000 6 per cent bonas to 
construct a water system. 

Military acts were passed authorizing

Massachusetts Benefit. 


The surprise of the day to most of the 
policy holders in the Massachusetts Beneft 
Life Association is the turn-over in the 
officers. George A. Litchfield, formerly of 
Wollaston, for many years the president, is 
succeeded by Jobo H. Kolker, who has 
been the manager of the foreign branch of 
the company. Hon. Carroll D. Wright 
becomes first vice president, and Charles 
H. Becall second vice president. Asso- 
ciated with the above on the board of 
directors are Louis Windmuller of New 
York, Hon. Charles S, Hamlin, Everett S. 
Litchfield, Samuel T. Elliott, Henry M. 
Billings and George E, Curtis. 

Ex-President Litchfield has been inter- 
viewed by the Journal and says: 

“T do not know that I can say much 
of anything in regard to the matter, except 
that some of the officers bave had in con- 
templation for some little time the question 
of resigning, as they considered that the 
attacks upon them had been unjust and 
uncalled for. 

‘*Tt isa matter of record that the 
ciation was never in as good a condition as 
at the close of 1895 and up to March, 1896, 
when the attacks began. The association 
did the largest business in 1895 it had ever 
done, and had reached a point in its history 
when the new business from regular 
agencies was largely in excess of all 
depletions from lapses and deaths, 

“The association made a net gain in 
1895 of some $6,000,000 worth of insur- 
ance and about 12,000 policies. The only 


asso 


serious problem that confronted it was 
how to deal justly and equitably with the 
policy holders who entered the association 
prior to 1890. 

“In order to provide for the 
mortality experienced because of the in- 
creasing age of these early policy holders, 
there having been no provision permitted 
by the law under which these policies were 
issued, of any accumulation of funds we 
bad to follow the law, which simply per- 
mitted the officers to call for money to pro 
vide for current death losses withont ac 
cumulating funds to provide for the in- 
creasing mortality cost. 

“Undoubtedly, much of the agitation 
has been from misapprehension and 
ignorance of the legal limitations by which 


larger 


the company was restricted in its earlier 
years. 

“T have no desire at present to enter 
upon a more critical examination of the 
causes that have produced the agitation as 
it prevailed for about a year, but may fee! 
constrained to do sc at some future time. 

“Suffice to say that the Board 
Managers felt that a radical change in the 
management might perhaps be beneficial 
to the association, and they have been will- 
ing to set aside all personal considerations 
with a view to conserving the interests of 
the policy holders, who have much more 
at stake than any Board of Managers can 
possibly have.”’

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KILLED BY PRESIDENT. 


Amendments to Immigration Law 
Not Approved by Cleveland, 


He Points to Growth Under 
Liberal Admissions. 


Time Has Not Come For Restriction on 
Account of Overpopulation. 


Washington March 3.—The president 
has sent the following message to con- 
gress vetoing the Lodge immigration 
bill: 

To the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return without approval 
house bill No. 7864, entitled “An act to 
amend the immigration laws of the 
United States.” 

By the first section of this bill, it is 
proposed to amend Section 1 of the act 
of March 8, 1891, relating to immigration, 
by adding to the classes of aliens there- 
by excluded from admission to the 
United States the following: All per- 
sons physically capable and over 16 
years of age who cannot read and write 
the English language or some other lan- 
guage; but, a person not so able to read 
and write, who is over 50 years of age, 
and is the parent or grandparent of a 
qualified immigrant over 21 years of age, 
and capable of supporting such parent 
or grandparent, may accompany such 
immigrant, or such parent or grand par- 
ent may be sent for and come to join the 
farnily of a child or grandchild over 21 
years of age similarly qualified and ca- 
pable, and a wife or minor child not so 
able to read and write may accompany 
or be sent for and come and join the 
husband or parent similarly qualified 
and capable.” 

A radical departure from our na- 
tional policy relating to immigration is 
here presented. Heretofore we have 
welcomed all who came to us from other 
lands, except those whose moral or phy- 
sical condition threatened danger to our 
national welfare and safety. Relying 
upon the jealous watchfulness of our 
people to prevent injury to our political 
and social fabric, we have encouraged 
those coming from foreign countries to 
cast their lot with us and join in the 
development of Bur vast domain, secur- 
tng in return a share in the blessings of 
American citizenship. A century's stu- 
pendous growth, largely due to the as- 
eimilation and thrift of millions of 
sturdy and patriotic adopted citizens, at- 
tests the success of this generous and 
free-handed policy, which, while guard- 
ing the people's interests, exacts from 
our immigrants only physical and moral 
soundness and a willingness and ability 
to work. 

A contemplation of the grand results 
of this policy cannot fail to arouse a 
sentiment in its defense; for, however it 
might have been regarded as an original 
y}roposition and viewed as an experi- 
meni, its accompilshments are such that 
if it is to be applied at this late day its 
disadvantages fshould be plainly ap- 
parent, and the substitute adopted 
should be just and adequate, free from 
uacertainties and guarded against diffi- 
cult or oppressive administration. 

It is not claimed, I believe, that the 
time has come for the further restrietion 
of immigration on the ground that an ex- 
cess of population overcrowds our land. 
It is said, however, that the quality of 
recent immigration is undesirable. The 
time is quite within recent memory 
when the same thing was said of immi- 
grants who, with their descendants, are 
now numbered among our best citizens. 
It is said that too many immigrants 
settle in our cities, thus dangerously in- 
creasing their idle and vicious popula- 
tion. This is certainly a disadvantage. 
It cannot ba shown, however, that it 
affects all our cities nor that it is per- 
manent; nor does it appear that this 
condition, where it exists, demands as 
its remedy the reversal of our present 
immigration policy. 

The claim is also made that the in- 
flux of foreign laborers deprives of the 
opportunity to work those who are bet- 
ter entitled tnan they to the privilege of 
earning their livelihood by daily toil. 
An unfortunate condition is gertainly 
presented when any who are willing to 
labor are unemployed. But, so far as 
this condition now exists among our peo- 
ple, it must be conceded to be a result of 
phenomenal business depression and the 
stagnation of all enterprises in which 
labor is a factor. With the advent of 
settled and wholesome financial and 
economic governmental policies and a 
consequent encouragement to the ac- 
tivity of capital, the misfortunes of un- 
employed labor should be, to a great ex- 
tent, at least, remedied. If it continues, 
{ts natural consequences must be to 
check the further immigration to our 
cities of foreign laborers and to deplete 
the ranks of those already there. Inthe 
meantime, those most willing and best 
entitled ought to be able to secure the 
advantages of such work as there is to 
do. 

It is proposed by the bill under con- 
sideration to meet the alleged difficul- 
ties of the situation by establishing an 
educational test, by which the right of 
a foreigner to make his home with us 
shall be determined. Its general scheme 
is to prohibit from admission to our 
country all immigrants “physically ca- 
pable and over 16 years of age who can- 
not read and write the English Jan- 
guage or some other language,” and it 
is provided that this test shall be ap- 
plied by requiring immigrants seeking 
admission to read and afterwards to 
write not less than 20 nor more than 25 
words of the constitution of the United 
States, in some language, and that any 
immigrant failing in this shal) not be 
admitted, but shall be returned to the 
country from whence he came, at the 
expense of the steamship or railroad 
company which brought him. The best 
réason that coujd be given for this rad{- 
cal restriction of immigration ig the 
necessity of protecting our population 
against degeneration and saving our 
national peace and quiet from imported 
turblence and disorder. 

I cannot believe that we would be pro- 
tected agaivst these evils by Mmitin 
immigration to those who can read ona 
Write in any language 25 words of our 
constitution. In my opinion, it is in- 
finitely more safe to admit 100,000 immi« 
grants who, though unable to read anda 
write, seek among us only a home and 
Opportunity to work, than to admit one 
of those unruly agitators and enemies of 
Covernmentz! control who cannot only 
read and write, but delights in arousing 
by inflammatory speech the filiterate and

peacefully inclined to discontent and 
tumult. Violence and disorder do not 
originate with illiterate laborers. 

They are the victims of the educated 
agitator. The ability to read and write, 
as required in this bill, in and of itself, 
affords, in my opinion, a misleading test 
of contented industry and supplies un- 
satisfactory evidence of desirable citi- 
zenship or a proper apprehension of the 
benefits of our institutions. If any par- 
ticular element of our illiterate immigra- 
tion is to be feared for other causes than 
illiteracy, these causes should be dealt 
with directly, instead of making illiter- 
acy the pretext for exclusion, to the det- 
riment of other {lliterate immigrants, 
against whom the real cause of com- 
piaint cannot be alleged. The provisions 
intended to rid that part of the proposed 
legislation already referred to from 
obvious hardship appear to me to be in- 
definite and inadequate. 

A parent, grandparent, wife or minor 
child of a qualified immigrant, though 
unable to read and write, may accom- 
pany the immigrant or be sent for to 
join his family, provided the immigrant 
is capable of supporting such relatives. 
These exceptions to the general rule 
of exclusion contained in the bill were 
made to prevent the separtion of fami- 
lies; and yet neither brothers nor sisters 
are provided for. 

In order that relatives who are provid- 
ed for may be reunited, those still in 
foreign lands must be sent for to join 
the immigrant here. What formality 
is necessary to constitute this prere- 
quisite, and how are the facts of re- 
lationship and that the relative is sent 
for to be established? Are the illiterate 
relatives of immigrants who have come 
here under prior laws entitled to the 
advantage of these exceptions? A hus- 
band who can read and write and who 
determines to abandon his illiterate 
wife abroad will find here, under this 
law, an absolutely safe retreat. The il- 
literate relatives mentioned must not 
only be sent for, but such immigrant 
raust be capable of supporting them 
when they arrive. @Whis requirement 
proceeds upon the assumption that the 
foreign relatives coming here, in every 
case, by reason of poverty, are liable to 
become a public charge unless the im- 
migrant is capable of their support. The 
contrary is very often true. And yet, 
Is unable to read and write, though quite 
able and willing to support themselves 
and their relatives here besides, they 
could not be admitted, under the provi- 
sions of this bill, if the immigrant was 
impoverished, that the aid of his fortu- 
nate, but illiterate, relative might be 
the means of saving him from pauper- 
ism. The fourth section of this bill pro- 
vides “that it shall be unlawful for any 
male alien who has not, in good faith, 
made his declaration before the proper 
court of his intention to become a citizen 
of the United States to be employed on 
any public work of the United States or 
to come regularly or habitually into the 


| United States by land or water for the 


purpose of engaging in any mechanical 
trade or manual labor for wages or 
salary, returning from time to time to 
a foreign country.” 

The fifth section provides “that it shall 
be unlawful! for any person, partnership, 
company or corporation knowingly to 
employ any alien coming into the United 
Siates in violation of the next preced- 
ing section of this act.” 

The prohibition against the employ- 
ment of aliens upon any public works 
of the United States is in line with other 
legislation of a like character. It is 
quite a different thing, however to de- 
clare it a crime for an alien to come reg- 
ularly and habitually into the Upited 
States for the purpose of obtainingtwork 
from private parties if such alien returns 
from time to time toa foreign country 
and to constitute any employment of 
such alien a criminal offense. 

When we consider these provisigns of 
the bill, in connection with our long 
northern frontier and the boundaries of 
several of our states and territories, of- 
ten but an imaginary line separating 
them from the British dominions, and 
recall the friendly intercourse between 
the people who are neighbors on either 
Bide, the provisions of this bill affecting 
them must be regarded as illiberal, nar- 
row and un-American. 

The residents of these states and ter- 
ritories have separate and especial in- 
terests, which, in many cases, make an 
interchange of labor between their peo- 
ple and their alien neighbors most im- 
portant, frequently with the advantage 
largely in favor of our citizens, This 
Suggest the inexpediency of federal in- 
terference with these conditions when 
not necessary to the correction of a sub- 
Stantial evil affecting the general wel- 
fare. Such unfriendly legislation as is 
proposed could hardly fail to provoke 
retailiatory measures, to the injury of 
many of our citizens who now find em- 
ployment on adjoining foreign soil. 

The uncertainty of construction to 
which the language of these provisions 
is subject, is a serious objection in a 
statute which describes a crime. An 
important element in the offense sought 
to be created by these sections is the 
coming “regularly or habitually into the 
United States.” 

These words are impossible of definite 
and certain construction. The same 
may be said of the equally important 
words, “returning from time to time to 
a foreign country.” 

A careful examination of this bill has 
convinced me the "eg ,

ANOTHER CUBAN VICTORY. | 


Five Hundred Spanish Guerillas Put to Rout 
Near Havana. 

New York, March 3.—A special to The 
World from Havana by way of Jack- 
sonville, Fla., says: 

General Rodriguez has signalized his 
entry into Havana province, as the head 
of the Cuban army here, by two en- 
counters with the Spaniards that will 
make them fear him. 

A force of 350 insurgents, Supposed to 
be under his personal command, en- 
countered more than 500 Spanish gue-.| 
rillas, commanded by Colonel Jesus 
Moroso, at the heights of De Los Carson | 
of Carsinez, 25 miles south of Havana. | 
The Spanish had raided a camp of | 
pacificos there some days before, and 
hearing that it had been re-established, 
marched again to kill those who were 
left. The insurgents allowed the gue- 
rillas to reach nearly to the top of the | 
hill, where the path was steep and | 
narrow, then fired, rolled down hugh | 
boulders and sprung two mines which 
had been laid in the path 100 yards apart. |

The guerillas were panic-stricken by 
the frightful slaughter, and to complete 
their route a small field piece sent into 
their ranks grape and canister in the} 
shape of small pieces of iron gathered | 
from the ruined machinery of sugar | 
mills nereby.

The Quincy Historical society has dec 
orated the cottage occupied for many years 
by John and Abigail Adams in honor of 
the centennial of President John Adams,

little old front door, over a medalion of 
John Adams whieh was copied from 
Stuart’s famous painting. 

The medalion is the work of the young 
artist Samuel Warner of Scanton, Pa., 
now with Silas B. Daffield, Jr, It is 
painted in oi] on paper of time-worn color, 
and it is a successful effort to reproduce ye 
ancient woodcut work of olden times, 

At the right of the door is a poster 
similar to what would have been used in 
Mr. Adams’ day, which was executed by 
William S. Umpleby of Fiemington, N. J., 
and Silas B. Daffield, Jr., of Quincy. The 
paper is as nearas possible to that used 
at that time, while the letters used in the 
posters were copied ‘from the first news- 
paper printed in Mas{achusetts. 

This poster reads as follows: ‘‘ John 
Adams was inaugu-ated Prefident of 
thefe our United States, one hundred years 
ago today. To this cottage he brought bis 
wife. It was their,home till after the 
revolution. Beneath its fhelter Abigail 
Adams wrote thofe letters to her 
hufband. Built A. 1716, reftored 
A. D. 1896." 

Mr. W. G. Spear, curator of the Histori-

Hotel Foundation Weakened, 
Great Loss of Property—Names 
of the Victims, 


Boston, March 5.—A terrible explosion 
of illuminating gas between the subway 
roof and the temporary wooden road- 
way, at the intersection of Boylston and 
Tremont streets, occurred a few min- 
utes before noon yesterday, causing the 
death of six persons, injured three 
others so badly that their lives are de- 
spaired of, and more or less seriously 
injured some 60 others.

Thirty-five others received minor in- 
juries, which were dressed at the Emer- 
gency hospital and the police station, 
and all returned to their homes. 

Unexpectedly the confined gas wWas 
ignited ani then came a fearful report 
and upheaval. There were two or three 
cars just passing, and they were wrecked 
and their passengers killed and injured. 
There were many pedestrians on the 
Tremont street sidewalk, and few, if any, 
of them escaped injury. Driver Down- 
ing, with his herdic, was caught in the 
flying debris, and he was instantly 
killed. The street planking was hurled 
in all directions, glass was broken on 
al! sides, and the towering buildings, 
notably the new hotel La Touraine, 
were shaken to their foundations. All 
these buildings will need a thorough in- 
spection before the damage done to them 
can be estimated. It was only for an 
instant that the dreadful disaster lasted, 
and then came the rescuing of the 
wounded, the caring for the dead and 
the extinguishing of the fire by the brave 
firemen, who responded quickly to two 
alarms. 

With the vibration of the explosion 
came immediately a dense gloud of 
smoke, which, in the brisk March wind, 
was blown through Tremont and Boyl- 
ston streets. Terror seized upon those 
on the street nearby and in nearly all 
the surrounding buildings. The air was 
full of smal! fragments of glass, dust, 
pieces of brick and timbers. The glass, 
shattered from hundreds of window 
frames, strewed the sidewalks and 
roadways as after a brisk fall of hail- 
stones. People turned and ran for dear 
life, others dodged into doorways, and 
a few, as the smoke and dust cleared 
away, rushed toward the scene of the 
disaster. A ghastly scene was that in 
the center of the road, at the junction 
of the two streets. The pillar of smoke 
was being lighted up by the flames which 
had taken hold of the wrecked cars, rails 
were torn up and twisted into all sorts 
of shapes, broken timbers and fallen elec- 
tric wires tangled up everything, while 
here and there was the body of a vic- 
tim, the ghastliness of the scene being 
made by the disemboweled remains of 
the car horses. People who tried te res- 
cue the unfortunates in the funeral pyre 
will never forget the sight, nor the ex- 
citement which reigned for a few min- 
utes. 

On the sidewalk, at the northeast cor- 
ner of Tremont and Boylston streets, lay 
the mangled form of a man, hastily cov- 
ered with a blanket and awaiting the 
arrival of an ambulance. In the excite- 
ment, it was hardly noticed, and more 
than one hurrying man tripped over it

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At last the body was taken away, how- 
ever, and the task of removing those 
who had been carried into stores and 
doorways proceeded rapidly. 

While the rescuers were trying to 
reach the wrecked cars, thé fire appar- 
atus and ambulances were coming from 
all directions, together with officers from 
Station 4, only a few rods away. It 
seemed ticklish work to rush boldly into 
the wreck, owing to the danger from 
electricity. But the people got over their 
fright and rushed back to the fire, only 
to be pushed back by oflicers, to allow 
the firemen to work effectively. Ambu- 
lance blankets and stretchers were in 
use instantly, and a groan went up as 
the first form was picked up from the 
wreck in a blanket. A few minutes la- 
ter four firemen came from the wrecked 
ear with another form, which had just 
been reached. All the crowd could see 
was a pale of turn and blackened feet, 
which were visible at one end of the 
blanket. It was evident this victim was 
@ woman, and that she was dead, and 
® moan of pity went up from a hundred 
hearts. 

The rush of people to the scene after 
the explosion \ as treniendous,and it was 
by circulating a false 1eport of other 
threatened explosions that the crowd 
left the immediate vicinity. The police 
were then enabled to rope off Tremont 
and Boylston streets In both directions, 
and the firemen and laborers pursued 
their work unhindered. 

The remaining trolley which 
momentarily threatened to fall on the 
workmen, were removed by the West 
End employes, and traffic, which, at this 
point is the he» viest in the city, was di- 
Verted through other streets. By 3 
o'clock the debris had all been hauled 
out over the hole and active work to- 
Ward restoring the streets to their nor- 
mal condition had begun. 

The fire in the subway burned persist- 
ently and fiercely. The water poured 
upon it seemed to have little effect, al- 
though the knowledge that more bodies 
were somewhere beneath the demolished 
Mt. Auburn car spurred the firemen to 
heroic efforts. 

Rev. W im A. Start met his death 
just as he was about to board the ill- 
fated Mt. Auburn electric. The force 
of the explosion blew him to the side- 
walk, where he picked up ina 
fearfully shattered condition, dying ina 
few moments. Rey. Mr. Start was bur- 
sar of Tufts college and was born in 
Camden, Me., March 1, 1837. He gradu- 
ated from Tuf in 1862, and in 
1865 received the degree of A.M. Hewas 
secretary of the Massachusetts Univer- 
salist convention from 1877 to 1894, and 
in 1895 was made bursar of Tufts col- 
lege. 

Guilford D. Bigelow, the conductor ot 
the Back Bay car, one of the killed, was 
about 64 years of age, and had been in 
the employ of the company since April 5, 
1886. Mr. Bigeiow was a widower. He 
leaves two daughters. 

Just over the point of the explosion 
was a herdic driven by Benjamin Down- 
ing and occupied by William L. Vinal. 
Both were killed instantly. The herdic 
was blown into the air, and came down 
a mass of rubbish, falling into the debris 
of the Mt. Auburn car. 

William L. Vinal was private secretary 
to Thomas W. Lawson of Lawson, Weld- 
enfield & Co., and had been associated 
with Mr. Lawson in a confidential ca- 
pacity for 8 number of years. 

Benjamin Downing, the driver who 
met death with Mr. inal, was a well- 
known cabman on State street, and a 
friend of the man he was driving, before 
whose office he had his cab stand. He 
wus single and 45 years old. 

Within a few feet of the herdic wasa 
coupe, driven by Delano H. Sibley and 
occupied by Miss Amelia M. Bates and 
cz vister Sarah Bates. Both ladies 
were bound down town from their homes 
on Arlington street. The coupe was 
demolished, and Sibley met the same 
fate as Downing, while Miss Amelia 
Bates was most horribly mangled. Her 
sister, however, escaped severe injuries 
in a most miraculous manner, but her 
friends think the shock will kill her. 
Sibley was married.

The property loss will, it is thought, 
reech $100,000. It is impossible to esti- 
mute With accuracy the business loss- 
es that result from the disaster. Not 
only were all the windows broken in the 
neighborhood, but from one jeweler’s 
window precious stones, sald to be worth 
$12,000, were scattered about the street 
and store. The foundations of the Hotel 
Pelham are said to be shaken badly, 
while every window display in the neigh- 
borhood was injured more or less. In 
the window of Knapp, dealerin precious 
stones, in the Hotel Pelham, there were 
several loose diamonds, valued at several 
hundred dollars each, lying on a piece of 
puper. Of the 16 stones in the paper, 
only four have been found, while the 
sidewalk was scattered with opals, ru- 
bies and other precious stones, several ot 
which are supposed to have been picked 
up before the police guarded the street 
in front of the window. In the art store 
of the Masonic temple, on the corner, Er- 
rico Bros.’ stock was injured badly, the 
loss being estimated at $6000. Only two 
windows were left in this building, while

The Morning Post says that, in view 
of the embittered relations produced be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States by President Cleveland's impu- 
dent message, it is satisfying to note 
President McKinley's words of weight 
and wisdom with reference to the arbi- 
tration treaty. 

The paper thinks it also “gratifying 
to find that he does not encourage the 
policy of interfernce abroad and keeps 
an open mind on currency and econmic 
questions.” 

The Daily Telegraph regards the mes- 
Suge as ‘‘a most relentless and unfiinch- 
ing declaration for protection,” and 
adds, sarcastically: “Fortunately, our 
conviction of the unassailable soundness 
of free trade principles enables us to re- 
gard a comparison with equanimity.” | 

The Daily News considers the address 
“:nost satisfying and reassuring, and es-| 
pecially so in its reference to arbitration | 
and non-interference abroad.” The pa-| 
per thinks the president’s attitude to-| 
wards bimetajlism “safe, soothing and 
altogether unéxceptionable.” It adds: 
“The tariff paragraph is an endeavor at 
compromise bttween conflicting princt- 
pies. We know what came of McKin- 
leyism before; and it is unlikely that 
there will be zny renewal of the legisla- 
tion on the old lines.”’

TURKS READY FOR WAR 


| While Grecian Army Is Far Below 
Modern Requirements. 


Greece’s Reply to Ultimatum 
Will Be ‘“‘No.” 


Crowds Gxther Before Palace at Athens and 
Shout For War. 


Dispatches from different points In 
Europe indicate that war is lable to 
break out any moment between Greece 
and Turkey. 3oth nations are mob- 
ilizing troopsin Thessaly. King George 
has indicated that he will refuse to com- 
ply with the orders of the powers to 
evacuate Crete. Ilis people are clamor- 
ous for war. Turks are murdering 
Christians in old Servia. 


London, March 5.—The rapid mobiliza- 
tlon of the Turkish troops on the Greek 
frontier confirms the belief which pre- 
jvails among military men here that 
Turkey is more ready for war than 
Greece. Experts express the opinion 
that the Tuskish troops being collected 
at Salonica could, unless the uowers or 
the Balkan states interfered, reach 
Athens in a fortnight. The Greek army 
is admitted to be far below modern re- 
quirements. If the Greek army re- 
serves are remobilized, it is stated, they 
will be little better than mobs, armed 
with obsolete rifles and lacking in artil- 
lery. 

The newspapers in this city contain 
an advertisement, inserted by the 
Greek consul here, notifying all re- 
servists to present themselves at the 
headquarters of their respective regi- 
ments within two months. 

Mr. Gladstone has sent the following 
telegram to The Daily Chronicle: 

“To expel the Greeks from Crete and 
to keep as police the butchers of Armenia 
will further deepen the disgrace of the 
powers.”’ A dispatch signed by a 
hundred Liberal and Irish Nationalis 
members of the house of commons was 
sent last evening to the king of Greece 
expressing sympathy with his efforts 
and the efforts of the Greek nation and 
government on behalf of Crete. 


Greece Will Not Evacuate. 

Athens, March 5.—There is no longer 
any doubt that the reply of Greece to the 
identical notes of the powers, delivered 
on Monday last, and insisting on the 
Greek fleet and troops leaving Crete 
within six days from that date, will bein 
the negative. The reply of the Greek 
government will explain the reasons why 
Greece cannot recall her forces and why 
she considers the scheme of autonomy, 
proposed by the powers, to be inapplica- 
ble to Crete. 

After a cabinet counsel yesterday, the 
premier, M. Delyannis, had a long con- 
ference with the king. 

It is stated that the government has 
decided to call out the army reserves of 
1890, 1889 and 1888, and that this step will 
be followed by a general mobilization 
of the Greek forces. 

Meetings, in favor of war with Turkey 
and resistance to the powers, are of daily 
occurrencet especially in Thessaly. 

Reports are published here that the 
German officers in the Turkish army 
have been appolnted to command the 
troops on the Greek frontier. 

Last evening a great public meeting 
was held here to protest against the ac- 
tion of the powers. At its conclusion, 
the crowd marched to the palace, shout- 
fug: ‘‘War! war! war!” Before the pal- 
ace several persons addressed the peo 
ple, and then, in response to their urg 
ent demands, the crown prince, Con- 
stantine, Duke of Sparta, appeared on 
the terrace, wearing the uniform of a 
general, and made a short speech. He 
thanked those present in the name of 
the king, for the loyal and patriotic sen- 
timents expressed, and begged them toa 
retire, saying, at the present juncture, 
an attitude of calm best benefited the 
dignity of the nation. TT: prince was 
loudly cheere.j. 

The new minister for war, Colonel 
Mextaxes, has enjoined the greatest ac- 
tivity upon the commanding officers otf 
the Greek forces. The French volunteers 
who have arrived here are everywhere 
hailed with the greatest enthusiasm. 

Rome, March 5.—The whole Italian 
nation is in a state of enthusiasm in be- 
half of Crete and Greece. Manifesta- 
tions in behalf of the union of Crete to 
Greece are being held in all parts of the 
country and resolutions denouncing the 
bombardment of the insurgent position 
near Canea by the w@rships of the pow- 
ers are being adopted. 

The German embassies and colleges 
are being repeatedly and strongly hissed, 
and the air re-echoes with the cries, 
“Down with the Turks and their 
friends.” 


Gendarmes’ Pay Withheld. 

Canea, Island of Crete, March 5.—A 
sensation was caused here by the unex- 
pected discovery that Turkish authori- 
ties have had ample funds in hand to 
meet the arrears of pay due to the gen- 
darmes who mutinied on Tuesday, but 
that they intentionally concealed the 
fact. Governor Ismail, during the day, 
in reply to a representation from the 
needy policemen, said it was impossible 
to pay them, as he had no money for 
this purpose, and, later, he asked the 
foreign consuls to advance him the 
money necessary from the fund raised 
as an indemnity for the victims of the 
disorders of last May. Theconsuls were 
about to comply with the governor's 
request, when they ascertained, in some 
manner not explained, that the other 
Turkish authorities had ample funds on 
hand to meet the demands of the gen- 
darmes. This has led to the suspicion 
that the mutiny of Tuesday afternoon 
may have been instigated by the Turks, 


| Servian Christians Persecuted. 


Vienna, March 5.—Advices from Bel- 
grade say that murderous outrages have 
been committed by Turks and Arnauts 
during the last few days on Christians 
in various parts of Old Servia. Near 
Prilip a priest and two peasants have 
been murdered, and in the vicinity of 
Tetomo a wedding procession was at- 


tacked and 21 persons were killed or 
wounded. 


Italian Vessel Fired Upon. 
Constantinople, March 5.—While an 
Italian mail steamer was passing 
through the straits of the Dardanelles 
a shot was fired across her bows from 
one of the forts ashore, although the ves- 
sel displayed the usual signals and had 
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STATE BOARD OF CHARITY. 


Permanent Body Suggested by Special Legis- 
lative Commission. 

Boston, March 6.—The special commis- 
sion appointed in 1896 to investigate the 
charitable institutions of the state have 
submitted their report to the legislature. 
The commission recommend thata state 
board of charity be created, to which 
shall be given all the powers and duties 
which would have remained to the pres- 
ent state board of lunacy and charity, af- 
ter withdrawing from that board the 
powers and dutdes given respectively to 
the state board of insanity and the de- 
partment of children. This board of 
charity is to consist of seven members, 
to hold office for seven years, appointed 
by the governor, one to be designated a 
secretary, and to receive $3500 and his 
actual expenses, the other members to 
receive no compensation except their ex- 
penses. The board alsorecommend the 
state control of all the county prisons. 

They recommend that the distinction 
between county prisons and prisons un- 
der the control of the state be done away 
with, and that all of the prisons within 
the commonweaXh be placed under the 
control of and be maintained by the 
commonwealth. By such change, they 
say the following results may be at- 
tained: 

1. The abolition of unclassified prisons. 

2. The initiation and development of 
reformatory measures for a larger num- 
ber of prisoners who are susceptible te 
reform. 

3. Uniformity in the management ot 
the prisons and the prisoners. 

4. Uniformity in the terms of sen- 
tences and in the granting of permits to 
be at liberty. 

5. The better regulation of labor in the 
prisons. 

6. The more complete separation of the 
sexes. 

7. The abandonment of prisons now 
quite unfit for their purpose, as, for, in- 
stance, the house of correction at Soutl 
Boston, and wiser provisions of reliey- 
ing our overcrowded prisons. 

8. The more intelligent study anu 
treatment of the problems of drunken- 
ness. 


HIS HONOR VINDICATED. 


Jury Orders Restitution to Esfate of + 
Suicide 

Providence, March 5.—A jury in ths 
United States circuit court brought ir 
a verdict of $6150, the full amount 
claimed, with interest and costs, in the 
suit of the executor of the estate of Cyrus 
C. Armstrong vs. M. Steinert & Sons 
This suit has been on trial for a week 
and the evidence was quite exhaustive 
The facts in brief are that Cyrus C 
Armstrong, bookkeeper for the loca 
branch of Steinert & Sons, in 1892 was 
charged with embezzling $6150 from the 
firm, according to the books. 

Mr. Armstrong was so grieved at the 
charge that he repaid $3000 of the sun 
with money taken from the Roger Wil 
liams Trust company, of which he wa: 
treasurer. On the day before the an- 
nual meeting of the company last year 
finding that he could not realize on cer- 
tain securities which he held in time t« 
pay back the trust funds which he had 
taken before the shortage would be dis 
covered, he committed suicide. His 
executor, Warren B. Wesly, learning 
something of the way business was done 
at M. Steinert & Sons, began suit to re 
cover the money paid to the firm by 
Mr. Armstrong, which was the ful) 
amount of the alleged embezzlement 
claiming that the firm had doctered the 
books and compelled Mr. Armstrong tc 
wrongly pay over the money.

Mr. Armstrong was highly respected 
and his suicide was a shock which was

WHAT A SOLDIER IN THE RANKS SAW 
IN THE ARMY. 


An Amusing Story of a Foraging Expedi- 
tion—A Moral Goes With It—Thrilling 
Account Execution Given

In 
writing his reminiscences for a local 
newspaper, Private Theodore Gerrish of 
the Twentieth Maine aimed to tell a 
regimental story, and the result is a 
matter of fact narrative of army life. 

A sketch of that much misrepresented 
feature a bummers’ foraging expedition 
is given without gloss or other attempt 
to make it more or less than the real 


thing. ‘‘Foraging soon becomes a sci- 
ence in the soldier’s life,’’ says the 
writer. ‘‘We had just entered the army 


and did not understand it as well as 
those who had been longer in service, 
but we applied ourselves closely to the 
work, and soon became: quite expert. 
We must always remember that customs 
in the army vary from those in civil 
life, and things which in the latter 
would not be tolerated for a moment 
would be commendable in the former. 
Many laughable incidents occurred. 
“While marching through Loudoun 
valley our regiment encamped one night 
at a small village, and the following 
day a squad of us sallied forth, without 
permission, ‘to seek whom we might 
devour.’ Some few miles from camp, 
in an outbuilding on a large plantation, 
und a very large beehive, which 
ired to be well filled with honey. 
, honey and hard tack made a most 
ible diet, and we knew that we 
had found a prize; but, as I bave already 
intimated, foraging was new business 
to us and we were a little timid, and 
consequently concluded that the better 
course for us to pursue Was to return to 
camp and then come out after dark and 
secure it. We returned to camp highly 
elated at the prospects Of course our 
comrades of the regiment were to know 
nothing about it. We held asmal!l coun- 
cil of war and arranged our plans. Late 
in the evening we passed through the 
guard lines unnoticed by the sentinels 
and qnickly tramped over fences and

clew for their identity. Says he: ‘‘In 
the month of August, 1863, while our 
regiment wus encamped near Beverly 
Ford, on the Rappahannock, a report 
| was circulated through our corps that 
| five deserters had been arrested and 
would probably be found guilty and ex- 
ecuted. This caused quite a ripple of 
excitement in camp. Years before we 
had read of deserters being shot, and 


our boyish hearts had been thrilled with , 
vivid descriptions given, but we had | 


never witnessed such a spectacle. We 


had seen death in almost every form but | 


this. 

| ‘The court martial found all the de- 
serters guilty, and sentenced them all 
to be shot. The whole F¥th corps was 
paraded to witness the execution and 
the regiments massed around a hollow 
square. The lines were so formed that 


some moments we awaited the arrival 
of the solemn procession. Every detail 
had been arranged with the special ob- 
ject of making a deep impression upon 
the spectators. On a broad level the old 
Fifth corps, with its bronzed veterans 


and tattered flags, closed in solid col- | 


umns around the square. The silence 
| was not broken by a singlesound. Each 
line of soldiers looked more like a sec- 
tion of a vast machine than.a line of 
living men. 

‘*The silence was suddenly and sadly 
broken by the sounds of approaching 
music—not the quick, inspiring strains 
with which we were so familiar, but a 
measured, stow and solemn dirge¢whose 
weird, sorrowful notes were poured forth 
like the moanings of losf spirits. Every 
eye turned in the direction whence came 
the sad and mournful cadences, and then

| guard, numbering 60 men. The guard 

consisted of men detailed from the sev- 
eral regiments, and in their selection 
special regard was made to soldierly 
qualities. This detachment, as well as 
one of the same size bringing up the 
rear of the procession, was composed of 
the finest looking men that could be se- 
lected from the entire guard. Every one 
was tall and erect in form. All were 
well drilled and dressed in bright, new 
and neatly fitting uniforms. With the 
precision of trained veterans they 
marched in step with the slow and sol- 
emn music. This was the firing party. 
Next followed a black coffin carried by 
four men, and close afterit came one of 
the condemued; then another coffin, fol-

BETTER FEELING. 


Bradstreet’s Says Induction of New Adminis- 
tration Has Created It. 

New York, March 6.—Bradstreef's

The new adininistration, the certainty 
of an extra session of congress, within 
a fortnight, and the promise of a new 
tariff at an early date, which shall pro- 
Vide adequate revenue and protection, 
have done much to stimulate a better 
feeling in trade circles and increase 
confidence in the near approach of an} 
improvement in business. | 

February this year was a short month, 
22 business days, against 25 in January, 
and 23 in February a year ago. Clear- 
ings were consequently smnaller than in 
eicher of previous months mentioned, but 
compare weil with those for February 
in 1895 and 1894. Gains are few, the only 
groups reporting increases over a year 
ago being those of the New England 
and Southern cities. Total clearings 
at 74 c.ties for February aggregated 
$3,668,716,266, a decrease of 17.8 per cent 
from the January total, and 10.2 per cent 
from that for Feb: uaPy a year ago, but 
a gain of 8 per cent over February clear- 
ings, 1895, and 14.8 per cent over 1894. 
Compared with 1893 the February fall- 
ing off is 27 percent. Groups reporting 
Sains over 1396 are those in New Eng- 
land, 5 per cent, and the Southwest, 6.3 
per cent. Northwestern cities show the 
heaviest 15% per cent. Only 14 
of 77 American cities show gains, and 
only 3 of the 20 leading cities report 
February increases over a year ago. 
Total clearings for 74 cities for two 
months—$S8,146,428,592—show a decrease 
of 6 per cent but a gain 
over 1895 of 4.8 per cent, and over 1894 
of 12.6 per cent.

This same man sat at his desk in his | 
office a few days since, and those whc | 
came in contact with him, had they not 
known him well, would never have 
guessed that he had just completed 
most stupendous deal in the trade oj 
which he is the Napoleon. Yet he is the 
same Matthew Chaloner Durfee Border 
who caused the **Fall River Incident’ 
referred to and who a week ago created 
a furore in dry goods circles from one 
side of the continent to the other. At 
57 he is king of the trade which knew 
him only as a commission merchant uf 
to 1889. He has just taken out of the 
market of Fall River 750,000 pieces oi 
print cloths and thereby sent trade con 
ditions in that bustling city from the 
slough of despond to a point where pros 
perity will no doubt take the place of « 
year’s bad business. 

He purchased 87,500,000 yards oi 
cloth, which will soon make its appear- 
ance in the form of the calicoes and 
shirtings which for years have had as- 
sociated Mr. Borden’s name with them, 
and, though he spent in his purchase 
something over $900,000, his profits will! 
be enormous, for he so deeply operated 
in the market that his competitors had 
to pay an cighth of acent more for sim 
ilar goods the next day. He was aften 
1,000,000 pieces, but found only half of 
this number available for immediate 
delivery, but to clinch the position he 
found himself in he made contracts for 
250,000 pieces more, which he was dis- 
appointed not to find in the warehouses. 

Mr. Borden’s purchase represents 
nearly five weeks’ short time production 
of 2,200,000 spindles, engaged on the 
numbers of coarse yarns spun on the 
2,800,000 spindles whose work is turned 
out from the looms of the 70 Fall River 
mills that manufacture cloth. No suck 
gigantic deal was ever before completed 
in one day in our market. His deal has 
made history in the trade. The sales re 
ported from the Fall River market were 
1,196,000 pieces, the greatest on record 
for one week. 

Mr. Borden has had a remarkable ca 
reer during the past nine years. Manu- 
facturing was bred into him. In the 
forties, when he was a little shaver, his 
father was the most prominent man in 
the town of Fall River. Matt Borden 
was the fourth son, and, while his fa 
ther was operating the print works, 
building railroads, organizing steam- 
boat lines and serving in the state legis 
lature, between times Matt went to Yale 
and graduated, the most popular man 
of the class of 1862. Later he entered 
the employ of Low, Harriman & Co., 
and, after his father had turned over the 
print works to the elder 
Thomas J. Borden, the younger brother 
was the American company’s represent 
ative in the house of Bliss, Fabyan & Co. 

This business connection followed the 
failure and reorganization of tne Amer- 
ican Printing company, in 1879. Still 
later Thomus J. and M: itthew Border 
operated the American together, as their 
father and uncle had done in years gon¢ 
by, and one day Colonel Thomas Borden 
Was surprised to receive an offer from 
his brother for his share in the concern. 
This was in 1588, and M. C. D. Borden 
entered upon the ownership of the print 
ing company. Since then he has built a 
plant of four fine cotton mills, the out-

Mr. Borden boosted a falling 
market from 2 cents to 5 cents, ana 
then the Fall River manufacturers did 
something which Mr. Borden never 
quite forgave.

This made him popular 
with the 27,000 operatives who would 
have been affected, but he disclaimed 
any philanthropic motives. He said he 
couldn’t see the necessity for so doing, 
“for business reasons,’’ for he regards 
his operatives as consumers of his prod- 
uct, and the history of the trade has} 
ever been that a cut down was alw ays | 
followed by a falling off in the market 
for goods. 

Last July the silver agitation had a 
most depressing effect on the print cloth 
market, and 4,000,000 spindles were

Feb. 25, and remained over Sunday, and

al rest, awaiting the resurrection morn. 

| The visitors were all enchanted with the 
| Collegigte church, its wonderful inner 
| decorations, the silver railings, wood 
| carvings, handsome paintings and works 
| of priceless sculpture. The time allowed

can Union. They belong to that body of 
men who are of the greatest aid to 
humanity and to civilization, and who 
jealously and tirelessly labor for the safety, 
progress and security of nations,”’

Prize Fighting. 


Oa Monday, the Ist, the National House 
of Representatives had under consideration 
a bill to forbid the publication or trans- 
mission through thé mail by telegraph or 
by interstate commerce of the details or 
pictures of prize fights. Congressman 
Morse, of Massachusetts, supported the 
bill, and spoke as follows. He saig: 

Mr. Speaker, I want to say that I believe 
in this bill. I believe it is a just and 
proper bill, and I hope it will pass both 
Houses and be signed by the President and 
become a law. Every State in the Union, 
save three, makes prize fightinga crime, 
and the suppression of the details and of 
pictures of this degrading, brutal, aud dis- 
gusting business is in entire harmony with 
the laws of the States, with the laws of 
United States, and with the sentiment of 


our people. The brave stand taken by 


Governor Culberson, of Texas, whose 
father, Judge Culberson, bas been an 


honored member of this House for many 
years, won for him the praise of all the 
right-minded people throughout this great 
country. 

For a year or two past two big brutes 
named Corbett and F¥iizsimmons have 
been looking for a place to pound one 
another. Uptothis time they have done 
most of their fighting with their mouths. 
One after another, where they have at- 
tempted to have a meeting, the States have 
taken action to prevent it. In Louisiana, 
in Mississippi, in Florida, in Minnesota, 
in Texas, in Arkansas, and New 
Mexico. Then it was proposed to have 
the fight outside the country, in Mexico, 
The Mexicans are not particularly pious 
They do not object to a bull fight, but they 
drew the line on these brutes, and the 
Mexican Government said their country 
should not be disgraced by this brutal 
exhibition. Now, tothe everlasting shame 
and disgrace of the State of Nevada the 
legislature of that State has passed a bill, 
and the governor has signed it, to legalize 
this brutal, disgusting exhibition. My 
district contains 200,000 inbabitants, and 
has the misfortune to be represented on 
this floor by so humble an individual as 
myself, and has only a piece of a Senator 
at the other end of the Capitol ; while the 
State of Nevada, with 40,000 inhabitants, 
bas one Representative in this House and 
two Senators at the other end of the 
building. 

If there was any constitutional method 
by which Statehood could be taken away 
from that State, which is little less than a 
mining camp, I am sure a vast majority of 
country would favor 
such action, and would be glad to remand 
the State back io the condition of a Terri- 
tory, especially since this last disgraceful, 
humiliating, and shameful the 
legislature of that State, 

This bill, as I understand it not 
forbid a brief statement of the fight as a 
but forbids the trans- 
mission througb the mail, or by interstate 
commerce, or by telegraph, of the disgust- 
ing details, or of pictures of the brutal en- 
counter, 

I repeat, Mr. Speaker, this bill is in the 
interest of virtue and public morals. Pass 
this bill and relieve these brutal exhibitions 
of the notoriety which they are given by 
the press, and the business of the prize 
fighter will be gone, and the coanty will be 
saved from this everlasting humiliation 
and disgrace. It has been well and truly 
said here that the large and great metro- 
politan papers would be glad to be relieved 
of publishing these disgusting details, but 
they are compe'led to do it by the rivalry 
of the sensational and more unprincipled 
newspapers. For my part, I would be 
delighted if the United Press and the 
Associated Press were allowed to telegraph 
over the country at the close of the fight 
that these two big brutes had met each

The Mill Tax. 


A motion was made on Monday last, at | 
the Braintree town meeting, for the ap- | 
pointment of a committee to attend a hear- | 
ing at the state house, Boston, before the 
Committee on Education of our present | 
legislature, upon a bill which has been | 
introduced in the house, the object of 
which is to give state aid tothe public 
schools of our commonwealth, in such a 
manner as to more equally divide among | 
our towns and cities the burden of expense 
in maintaining said schools. Upon a 
point of order which was raised the} 
moderater ruled that the motion could not | 
properly be entertained, and he was ub- | 
doubtedly right in his decision. 

The OBSERVER however which is al-| 
ways alive to the interests and welfare of 
the people of this state, and of the citizens | 
of Braintree in particular, had a repre-| 
sentative at that bearing and offers to its 
readers the following report of the same. | 
Briefly summarized the bill provides for 
the levyiog of a tax of one mill on a 
dollar on al taxable property in the state, 
on the basis of the average public school | 
attendance, (not enrollment) in the towns 
and cities.

Classes of Hands From Which Small Card | 
Plain Suit Opening Is Advisable. 


XII. 

The latter day long suiter, who is on the 
borderland of short suitism, but dares not 
cross the Rubicon, is trying to discover 
what kinds of long suits are fit to open | 
and what kinds are not. This is not our | 
business. We want to know what kinds | 
of hands, in their entirety, and not what 
kinds of suits alone, are adapted to the | 
long suit form of stategy, and we find that | 
there are four main classes of hands from | 
which the small card plain suit opening is | 
advisable, as the initiative of the long suit 
game, or, as we understand it, of the at- | 
tempt to establish and bring in a long suit 
with some show of success. Our classifl- 
cation is very important, and it should be 
thoroughly understood and constantly | 
borne in mind by the student of logical 
whist. 

The first and distinctive of the 
four classes is composed of hands contain- 
ing trump strength—at least four good | 
ones and generally five or more—and a} 
weak long suit, with re-entry in a second | 
suit and nothing of account in the third. 
Examples of such hands are: 

1, Hearts (trump), A, K, J, 7, 3; clubs, 
J, 9, 3,2; diamonds, Q, 8, 6; spades, 38. | 
Lead the C 2. 

2. Hearts (trump), K, 
Q, 8, 6, 5; diamonds, A, 8, 2; 
Lead the C 5. 

8. Hearts (trump), 10, 9, 7, 
8, 7, 5, 4,2; diamonds, K, 
none. Lead the ¢ 

A variation of this class of hands, form- | 
ing a second class, which, however, is rare, 
presents the trump strength in a less de- 
with a much stronger long plain 
suit, but without re-entry—e. g.: | 

Hearts (trump), A, J, 8, 2; clubs, A, Q, 
10, 7, 6, 2; diamonds, J, 6, 5; spades, 
none. Lead the C 2. 

But it must be remembere& that with so 
good a plain suit the clubs here, and 
five trumps or more, the trump attack is 
the proper opening, since the fifth trump 
muy then be regarded as re-entry. 

The third distingt of long suit 
hands is marked by a good plain suit, with 
re-entry in = another, but with trump 
strength only of supporting value—that is, 
containing an honor or two, but not nu- 
merically long. Examples of this class 
are: 

1. Hearts (trump), A, 
J, 8,6, 5, 4 liamonds, 
none. Lead the C 3.

Light Work In Both Camps 
on Sunday. 


The Australian Defeats Corbett In Five Rounds 
in a Dream. 


Carson City, Nev., March 8.—The snow 
was a foot deep here yesterday, but bug- 
gies, wagons and sleighs began to troop 
into town from Comstock, carrying en- 
thusiastic miners, pvho took advantage 
of their weekly holiday to come out of 
their mountain fastness around Vir 
ginia City and gaze on the pugilists at 
their work. 

Both the pugilists worked again yes- 
terday, Fitz very little, in accordance 
with his usual Sunday custom, and Cor- 
bett confining himself to indoor exercise, 
on account of the sloppy condition of the 
roads, 

Jim, although he does not confess it, 
appears rather glad whenever the snow 
interferes with road travel. He is not 
particularly fond of that form of train- 
ing, and he believes that handball is a 
great deal better and much more con- 
venient. 

Corbett spent his time from breakfast 
to noon doing as near nothing as he 
positively could. Shortly after lunch he 
took up the mass of letters that comes to 
him daily and began to read the freak 
letters. He made rapid progress with 
the large amount of correspondence. 
Corbett makes it a rule to answer all 
letters unless they are of too freaky a 
nature to callforareply. He is fond of 
amusing letters, and puts in all the 
time he can at the work without de- 
tracting from his other duties. Shortly 
after 3 o'clock Corbett donned his long 
bath robe and hurried into the wood 
shed, where he toiled away at the little 
Windlass with which he develops hi. 
strength in the hands and forearms, and 
then punched the bag for 20 minutes. 
This work over, he sprinted for the hand- 
ball court and spent three-quarters of 
an hour in the hardest kind of work, all 
gone through without the slightest rest. 
ife first went at Jefferies and waded into 
him in a manner that made that gentle- 
man a trifle nervous. Then he took on 
Edgren for a round; then McVey came 
out to be knocked around the court in 
the liveliest kind of manner for three 
minutes of wrestling. Billy Woods, with 
his air cushions, was to have closed up 
the series of workers. Jim seems to 
have an especial dislike for the para- 
phernalia in which Woods encases him- 
seif, and he ioses no time in showing It. 
Woods waded into Corbett as hard as 
he could, but he did not wade extremely 
far. Corbett kept out of his way easily, 
and now and then put fn a left arm poke 
just to keep Woods stirred up. 

After the champion had gone through 
with his trainers four times each, Hamp 
ton and Joe Corbett played handbal) 
with him, several games being reeled off 
in rapid succession. All told, Corbett 
worked 2'4 hours and finished in excel- 
lent shape, not in the least distressed. 
His endurance is certainly remarkable, 
and no man not in the prime of condi- 
tion could begin to ge through with ft. 

“I never was better in my life,” said 
he, “and I will keep right on getting 
better until the time of the fight, and if 
I meet no accident such as {s likely te 
happen to any man training I will give 
avery good accountofmyself. It ought 
to be a good fight,”’ he added, musingly, 
“for it is certain that Fitzsimmons and 
myself are the two best men in the fight- 
ing business today. There is no man 
who can best either one of us, and if wa 
are ever beaten by any outsider it will 
be by ebody who is going to schoo) 
at pres I mean by that, that thé 
man who i is going to lick Fitzsimmons 
or me has not grown up yet. The thing 
lies between us two alone, and the win- 
ner of this fight, if it is won by fair 
fighting, and on no technicality, will 
have every right to call himself the best 
man in the world.’

except a brand new dream that Fitz- 
simmons turned. This is the third o1 
fourth dream Fitzsimmons has had bear- 
ing on the result of the fight, and they 
have all tended in one direction, toward 
the everlasting annihilation of one 
James J. Corbett. 

If Fitzsimmons has had any dreams 
foreshadowing his defeat he has kept 
them to himself. Up to date he has 
lost no more battles in his sleep than he 
has lost in the ring, since he landed on 
the Pacific coast for the first time. This 
dream was that Fitzsimmons had won 
the fight in the fifth round, and Fitz- 
simmons declared it was Seo blame 
vivid and distinctly like—understand 
what I mean,” that there Is no possibility 
of it going wrong with him on March 17. 

Fitzsimmons did most of his work in 
the morning, but asa usual thing he does 
less on Sunday than on week days. His 
work varied in no way from the other 
work he has done during the last 10 
days, save that he did less of it. He 
shouldered a shotgun and for a time 
tramped through the sage brush bom- 
barding the little birds and big rabbits. 

Charley White, Corbett’s trainer, con- 
fidentially expects his man to win Inside 
of 12 rounds. 

Corbett will do no more road work, ag 
he has given up all hope of the roads 
becoming passable by the time set for 
the fight. If they do become fit for run- 
ning it will not be long enough in au- 
vance of the fight to render the work of 
much benefit. 

George Green, “Young Corbett,” who 
is to fight “Mysterious” Billy Smith, had 
a narrow escape from drowning yester- 


day afternoon while boat riding on the 
Carson river near Empire. He and his 


trainer, Bob McArthur, were in the boat, 
the latter being at the oars. McArthur 
attempted to grab a small object float- 
ing on the water and failed to touch it. 
Green made a long reach for it and 
leaned too far over the side, upsetting 
the boat. He is a good swimmer, but 
he was taken with slight cramps, and 
but for McArthur’s aid must have gone 
down. Both men were exhausted when 
the shore was reached and were chilled 
through. Green says he is feeling all

The association has accomplished noth- 
ing, we believe, during, the year. If we 
are mistaken the annual reports this even 
ing will correct us. The Quincy Board of 
Trade seems to lack adirecting hand, It 
does not grasp the opportunities to ac- 
complish that for which it is organized. It 
needs a president or secretary who will be 
ever alert in the interests of the city. 
Officers who will bring new business before 
each meeting. Often no business has been 
stated in the call for the meeting, and the 
informal! talks have resulted in notbjng. 

A Board of Trade should not allow such 
@ railroad timetable to be imposed upon 
Quincy; it should not permit the Hulbrook 
Improvement Association to have more 
influence in the running of electric cars of 
this city than it can exert itself; it should 
see that something is done toward sidewalks 
in this city; it should be interested in the 
tariff on granite; it should get at the facts 
and figures relative to sewers and assess- 
ments, and possibly make suggestions to 
the City Council; it should take a stand for 


or against the Metropolitan district 
scheme. In fact there is no lack of 
subjects. 


The Board of Trade should advertise the 
city more, It should not have allowed the 
centennial of the inauguration of John 
Adams as president to have gone by with- 


out a celebration. It should encourage 
more gala days, 
A New Town. 


The committee on towns has reported a 
bill in the Senate incorporating the town 
of Nahatan, now known as West Dedham.

Mrs. Robert Treat Paine Dead, 

Boston, March 10.—Mrs. Paine, wife 
of Robert Treat Paine, died yesterday 
at her home on Joy street, of pneumonia. 
Mrs. Paine, whose maiden name was 
Lydia Williams Lyman, was a daughter 
of George Williams Lyman, a son of 
Tneodore Lyman, a distinguished Bos- 
ton merchant at the beginning of the 
century.

The insurgents at Candamo, on hear- 
ing that autonomy would be granted to 
the island, wrote to the British consul, 
Sir Alfred Billiotti, inviting him to a 
conference. 

All the Greek subjects at Retimo have 
been order to leave for Greece, and 
a man-of-war has been placed at their 
disposal. 

These measures are incomprehensible 
here, the general impression being that 
war has been declared. At a meeting 
of the captains of the foreign warships 
on board H. M. S. Barfleur to discuss the 
question of shelling the position of the 
insurgents at Akrotiri, the Russian 
commander firmly declined to fire with- 
out first giving notice. Akrotiri is sur- 
rounded ty rich monasteries, and it is 
believed that the Bashi Bazouks began 
their firing with a view to pillage.

London Dispatches. 

London, March 10.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Canea says that each side 
accuses the other of beginning the com- 
bat at Akrotiri, but the truth seems to 
be ti nas the insurgents began 
to advance the Turks began to fire. The 
captain of H. M.S. Barfleur had the in- 
surgent leader brought on board by 
Greek officers from the gunboat Alpheos, 
and warned him that unless the insur- 
gents retired to their former positions 
the necessary action would be taken to 
compel them. 

The situation is very similar to that 
previous to the bombardment, but the 
fleets are anxious to avoid firing. Great 
precaution is necessary lest the insur- 
m@nts should succeed in drawing the fire 
in order to make political capital out 
of the incident. 

The Athens correspondent of The 
Times understands that a Greek squad- 
ron is blockading several Turkish vessels 
in the Ambracian gulf. 

The Athens correspondent of The Daily 
Chronicle says: The kernel of the situ- 
ation is the fact, ‘nexplicable te every- 
body here, that Russia {s pursuing 
Greece with terrible vindictiveness,” 

The reserves continue to arrive from 
the provinces, and the greatest enthu- 
siasm is displayed. The full text of the 
Greek reply to the powers was not pub- 
lished in the Athens papers until last 
evening. It is generally approved. 

The Ephemeris, the government or- 
gan, asserts that orders have been sent 
to Commodore Sachtouris to maintain 
the position of the Greek fleet in Cretan 
waters even though the powers threaten 
to use force, and that Prince George 
himself has visited Platania to instruct 
Colonel Vassos to remain where he {fs in 
the interior of the island. 

This, however, conflicts with a report 
that Commodore Sachtouris, on board 
the Hydra, has already left Crete. 

The government has formally pro- 
tested to the powers against the expul- 
sion of the Greek consul from Crete. 

The Turkish garrison has repulsed an 
attack upon Hierapetra by 2000 Chris- 
tians, who occupied stragetic points 
near the town, 

The Greek torpedo flotilla, under com- 
mand of Prince George, has been or- 
dered to join the Eastern squadron of 
the Greek fleet. 

In the house of commons yesterday 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt asked the 
government for a promise that the Brit- 
ish forces should not be used against 
Greece before parliament had been con- 
sulted. Mr. Balfour, Arage lord of the 
treasury, declined to pledie the govern- 
ment to the course suggested by Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, but said the 
ministers wished parltament to feel that 
they were acting witha full sense of their 
responsibility and in behalf of Cretan 
liberty and European peace. 

Sir Charies Dilke invited Mr. Balfour 
to azree to make a statement on Thurs- 
fay next with respect to the plans of the 
powers in view of the nature of the 
Greek reply. 

To this Mr. Balfour answered that he 
did not think the negotiations would be 
far enough advanced to make such a 
statement practicable on Thursday.

Corbett and Fitzsimmons Decide to Do Less 
Hard Work From Now On. 

Qarson, March 10.—Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons have both decided to stop 
‘working as hard as heretofore, and 
from now on they will take only suffi- 
cient exercise to keep in their present 
fine condition. Charley White, Cor- 
bett’s chief trainer, says Jinris in bet- 
ter condition than ever before, and he 
has only to remain so until the day of 
the fight.

At least that is my experi- 
ence. 

“Corbett is the lightest big man on hia 
feet that I ever have seen,” continued 
White. “I have seen Fitzsimmons in 
all his work, and I do not think he is as 
fust on his feet as Corbett, although 
Fitzsimmons has a side step which fs as 
quick as lightning. Anybody who 
thinks Fitzsimmons is not fast on his 
feet is making a mistake, but at the same 
time he is not as fast as Corbett.” 

Fitzsimmons’ wife is now with him, 
and she is as configent as he that he 
cannot lose on the 17th. 

Mrs. Fitzsimmons took a journey 
around the ranch in the morning, to see 
where her husband had been doing his 
work, and expressed herself as being 
greatly pleased with all she saw. She 
said her husband was certain to win the 
fight. 

“I never saw him look so well” she said, 
“and I know he will win the fight surely. 
He looks better to me than when he 
fought Maher the last time, and I think 
he could have won over Corbett at that 
time. He has a splendid place in which 
to train, and I think everything arranged 
in the best possible manner. Oh, Bob 
will win that fight all right: I know he 
will, and I am never mistaken in such 

things.” 

In the afternoon Fitzsimmons 4id a 
little work in the yard, and then punched 
the bag for half an hour. He did not 
spend much time at work, however, and 
s00n returned to the house, where he 
put in the balance of the day playing 
with his small boy. Dan Stuart wis on 
the street a couple of hours in the morn- 
ing, and declares himself impfoving, 
although he {s still very pale.

Filled Her Mouth With Plaster of Paris 

Cleveland, March 10.—Nellie A. Gil-

The young woman has brought 
suit against her husband's father, Dr. 
G. H. Gilbert, for $30,000 damages for the 
alienation of her husband's affections, 
and for $20,000 for an assault. The al- 
leged assault which she declares was 
committed by Dr. G. H. Gilbert con- 
Sisted of filling her mouth with wet 
plaster of paris and permitting the sub- 
stance to harden. She alleges that she 
was found by her brother in an unoon- 
scious condition with the plaster in her 
mouth, and it was necessary to use a 
hammer to break the plaster before it 
could be removed. The allegation as 
to the alienation of her husband's af- 
fections consists of a charge to the ef- 
fect that Dr. G. H. Gilbert offered his 
son $40,000 and his practice if the latter 
would get rid of his wife. 


Sues For $100,000 Damages, 

Toronto, March 10.—Osler & Mce- 
Carthy, barristers of this city, have been 
instructed by Sydney Slocum of Hamil- 
ton to enter suit against the United 
States government for $100,000 for false 
arrest and imprisonment. Slocum wags 
arrested about a year ago and extra- 
dited on a charge of attempted murder 
at Peorla, Ills. He was tried and ao- 
quitted, after lingering in jail for sev- 
eral weeks. Before he left the court- 
room he was rearrested on a charge of 
sending obscene newspapers through 
the mails, the United States government 
officials being the complainants. After 
being incarcerated for 18 days he was 
discharged, as the judges ruled that he 
could not be tried on a charge other 
than the one he was extradited upon. 
Slocum was put toa big expense in fight- 
ing the case. 


Could Not Run on Silver Platform. 

Chicago, March 10.—A. S. Trude has 
withdrawn as a candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic mayoralty nomination. The 
announcement was made at a formal 
meeting of Democratic leaders. Mr. 
Trude made a statement bitterly at- 
tacking Governor Altgeld for forcing the 
rilver issue into the municipal campaign. 
liis withdrawal, he stated, was influ- 
enced by the fact that he could not run 
on a free silver platform, and should 
he be nominated on any other, a free 
silver Democrat would surely be put 
in nomination, causing a split in the 
party. 


Against Long Distar.e Racing. 

Springfield, Ills., March 10.—A bill has 
been introduced in the legislature by 
Representative Shannahan of Chicago, 
to prohibit continuous long distance 
bicycle racing. The bill is short and 
to the point. It prohibits any one from 
engaging in a bicycle race without a 
rest of six hours, following each 12 
hours’ racing. A penalty ofa fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $500, or 
from 30 days to a year in the county 
jail, is provided. The bill is the result 
of the protests against the alleged 
brutality of the recent six days’ races. 


Another Flood Imminent. 

Cincinnat!, March 10.—The Ohio and 
Licking valleys are again threatened 
with serious floods. Heavy rains the 
last two days have caused the rivers to 
rise rapidly and the danger of general 
inundation is very great. The Wabash, 
Missouri, Ohio, and Licking rivers are 
all up to danger points.

Washington, March 11.—In the senate 
yesterday Senator Hoar gave notice of 
his intention to move two important 
ainendments to the rules of the senate | 
at the next daily session of that body.

value of ciiy land is 58 per cent of the 
whole value of all city real estate. It 
is also demonstrated that city taxpay- 
ers pay a much smaller proportion of 
tuxes on personal property than prop- 
erty owners do outside of cities. One 
conclusion is that in its practical opera- 
tion the tax upon personal property al- 
ways bears far more heavily upon farm- 
ers than it does upon the inhabitants of 
wealthy citi-vs. 

The report continues: “Supposing a 
state to exist in which the entire value 
of the real estate were equally divided 
between cities and farms. Then under 
the system of taxing real estate at its 
full value, if taxes for $1,000,000 were 
levied on real estate, the cities would pay 
$600,000 and the farms $500,000. But if 
the assessed value of real estate were in 
each case reduced to the actual value of 
the land, excluding buildings, improve- 
ments and cultivation, the cities would 
pay $597,000 and the farms would pay 
$403,000, making a reduction of 19.4 per 
cent in the burdens of the farm.”

Interpretation of Laws Which Will 
Govern Big Prize Fight. 
Pugilists Have Week to Prac- 
tice on Changes. 


Fighting In Clinches and Breakaways to Be 


Permitted. 
Carson, Nev., March 11.—After weeks 
of wrangling, Keferee Siler yester- 


day took the bull by the horns, and sent 
to Fitzsimmons and Corbett his inter- 
pretation of the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules. Neither Corbett or Fitzsimmons 
received the communication with any 
great a migingr of joy. 

Siler’s letter to the two principals in 
the big fight is as follows 

Carson City, Nev., March 10, 1897 
James J. Corbett, Esq. 
Kobert Fitzsimmons, Esq. 

Gentlemen Herewith I hand you 
each the rules of the Marquis of Queens- 
berry, under the provisions of which 
you are to contest for the heavyweight 
championship of the world, in this city, 
on March Li, 

Accompanying the rules, I hand you 
some suggestions and _ instructions, 
These are b.sed on careful study, re- 
search, equity and fairness. You are 
the principals to what will be the great- 
est contest of modern times. You have 
both trained faithfully and assiduously. 
The principals, and the public, are alike 
engrossed to an extent never before 
made manifest in a like encounter. 

While it is a departure to issue in- 
structions to fs combatants In a bat-

tle like this, ¢ week in advance of the 
meeting, I thihk the importance of the 
affair fully warrants this move. 

I am confident that you both want to 
win, solely and wholly on your merits. 
Neither of you can afford to have the 
slightest suspicion of doubt cloud the 
title which will belong to the victor. 
To that end } herewith hand you the 
rules and certain interpretations under 
which you are to battle. 

A copy of the Marquis of Queensberry 
rules was sent with the letter, which 
continues as follows: 

The first three rules need no comment, 
as they are plain, simple and under- 
stood by almost everybody. Rule 4, 
however, requires some analysis, 4s 
some of the points are often miscon- 
strued. The rule says: 

“If either man falls, through weak- 
ness or otherwise, he must get up, un- 
assisted, 10 seconds to be allowed to do 
so, the other man, meanwhile, to return 
to his corner.” 

This of course was intended to pre- 
vent a man from standing over his fallen 
opponent; it probably never occurred to 
the framer of the rules that, at times, a 
inan either falls or is knocked down in 
his opponent's corner. If, then, the man 
on his feet retires to his corner, as the 
rules direct, he will be standing over his 
fallen opponent, and doing just what 
the rules mean he shall not do. 

To avoid all disputes on this score, I 
will simply instruct you, in case ofa 
knockdown, to retire at least 10 feet 
from your fallen opponent, to give him 


an opportunity to rise.

contest. It has been the custom of 
referees, myself among them, to inquire 
of the principals whether they chose 
to hit in clinches, with one arm free, and 
also on breakaways. Invariably the 
principals agree not to hit in clinches 
or on breakaways, but they generally 


forget all about their agreement, and 
frequently violate it. 

This, then, causes not only the seconds 
but the spectators to cry “foul” every 
time a blow is delivered ina clinch, or on 
a breakaw ay, and causes much trouble 

It also makes the 
ee arduous and disagree- 
ss him continually in hot 
Furthermore, it gives the ref- 
eree an opportunity to determine a 
contest on a technical foul, which its 
generally unsatisfactory to everybody 
concerned. Neither of you, Iam sure, 
desire to win the coming contest on a 
technicality, and to avoid any such con- 
tingency, through hitting in clinches 
with a free arm, and in breakaways, I 
will rule that you be permitted to hit in 
clinches, with one arm free, and also 
{n breakaways. With this interpre- 
tution, this rule is announced a week be- 
fore the contest. You will both have 
ample time to practice these important 
points, and will have no cause for com- 
plaint, should either of you be caught 
off his guard. Pivot blows, missing 
with either hand, and whipping back 
with the elbow, meeting an opponent 
with, or deliberately striking him with 
the elbow, on knees, are barred, and will 
be considered foul. Should any of the 
above blows have any material effect on 
the result of the contest, I shall use my 
judgement accordingly. 

Should any of the seconds of either of 
the principals enter the ring during a 
round to render any assistance to the 
fighters, or to prevent them from com- 
mitting a foul, or to throw water upon 
them, it shall be considered a foul. 

Coaching by the seconds during the 
round is objectionable to everybody, and 
{is apt to create discord and argument. 
Both of you have undoubtedly mapped 
out your plans of attack and defense, 
and need no advice from your respective 
seconds. The latter will, therefore, re- 
frain from any comment during the con- 
test. Trivial fouls may be uninten- 
tionally committed by either of you, 
which, unless they have a direct bearing 
on the result, will be overlooked by ma 
at my discretion. This, I believe, cov- 
ers all important points. Both of you 
are thoroughly familiar with the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules, not touched

The Young Men of the Quincy 
City Council. 


Councilman Field at the State House 
Today 


Against the Proposed Amendment of 
the Sewer Act. 


The proposed amendment to the Quincy 
sewer act was heard at the State House 
this morning by the Committee on 
Drainage. The following citizens were 
present: Mayor Adams, President Bryant 
of the City Council, City Solicitor Black- 
mur, Representatives Thompson and New 
comb, Councilmen Pinkham and Field, 
ex-Senator Merrill, ex-Representatives 
Graham and Federhen, Engineer Branch, 
Frank F, Prescott and others. 

Representative Thompson bricfly out- 
lined the petition, and introduced Mayor 
Adams, who requested City Solicitor 
Blackmur to present the case. 

Mr. Blackmur said the act of 1895 
authorized an expenditure of $400,000, 
That the act had been burried through the 
Legislature and less attention paid to the 
method of payment than the outlet, That 
$60,000 had been appropriated and contract 
awarded under it before it was discovered 
that the debt did not mature according to 
the act which required proportionate 
annual payments, Letters of Storey & 
Thorndike were read, giving opinion as to 
the illegality of the order passed, and also 
the one for $150,000 proposed. The amend- 
ments to the act were in the words sug- 
gested by Storey & Thorndike. He would 
have the City Coune!l decide the amount 
which should mature each year. The re- 
quest was not unusual, and recent acts 
were cited calling for annusl payments. 

E.gineer Branch represented the Sewer 
Commissioners, He said contract for pipe 
had been awarded, aud plans were ready to 
proceed with work. 

When the remoustrants were called 
Councilman J. Q. A. Field arose. He said 
the Council or committee had not seen the 
letters of Storey & Thorndike read. He 
was in favor of annual proportionate pay- 
ments. Laws for towns and cities differed 
and it was well. Town meetings were 
safer than city councils, and the taxpayers 
in towns had direct representation. City 
Councils were often unexperienced. In 
Quincy the Councils had joaded the next 
few years, The sewer act had been put 
through by young men without proper con- 
sideration. There was danger that the 
new City Council would not apportion pay- 
ments to avoid burdens. He believed in 
sinking funds in cages like this, Mr. Field 
contended that the hearing was not sufli- 
ciently advertised, not appearing in paper 
until the day before. 

Mayor Adams had no disposition, he 
said, to put the bill through without proper 
notice, but he doubted if there would have 
more present on a lovger notice, He 
doubted if this was the placeto fix when 
the notes should mature, The Legislature 
should not interfere with payments by 
cities. They could properly be left with 
the City Councils. The feeling in Quincy 
was against sinking funds, 

After further informal discussion 
hearing closed at 11,35.

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STATE TiCKEY NOMINATED. 


Rhode Island Democratic Convention Held at 
Providence. 

Providence, March 11. — The Demo- 
cratic state convention was held yester- 
day for the nominution of general offi- 
cers to be voted for at the state election 
on Wednesday, Aprilg?. 

Ex-Mayor George W. Greene of Woon- 
socket was elected permanent chairman 
and secretary. John E. Conley of the 
state central committee was made sec- 
retary of the convention. 

The following candidates were nomin- 
ated without any opposition: For 
governor, Daniel T. Church of Tiverton; 
for lieutenant governor, Fayette Bart- 
lett of Burrillville; for secretary of state, 
Miles A. McNamee of Providence; for 
attorney general, George T. Brown of 
Providence; for general treasurer, Ed- 
mund Walker of South Kingston. 

As none of the candidates were pres- 
ent there was no speech making. Of the 
21s delegates elected, only 114 were pres- 
ent, and several towns were without 
representatives. The proposition to re- 
duce the membership of the state cen- 
tral committee from 50 to 15 was de- 
feated. 


New Hampshire Legislature, 

Concord, N. H., March 11.—The senate 
yesterday passed the house joint reso- 
dution appropriating $8100 for the state 
college; a bill extending the list of securi- 
ties in which investments of savings 
banks may be made; a bill to give boards 
of education power in erection of school 
houses, and a bill to provide for proper 
care of Streets and highways. The bill 
allowing selectmen and county com- 
missioners to lay out highways for use 
a@ portion of the year only was killed. 
The house passed bills reguéaPing licens- 
ing and registration of physicians and 
Surgeons, and preventing the taking of 
ice for domestic purposes from polluted 
sources. It killed bills making terms of 
office of county commissioners six years 
instead of two, and making equal the 
share of parent and child in the estate 
of a parent deceased with one child sur- 
viving. The bill authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a commission to draft a 
statute embodying the principles of 
Torren's system of land transfer was 
referred to the attorney general with 
instructions to report to the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, March 11,—In the house yes- 
terday, Speaker Bates saved the muni- 
cipal suffrage bill, giving women quali- 
fled to vote for members of the school 
committee the right to vote on the 
liquor license question, from rejection. 
When the matter came to a vote, there 
was a tie on the rollcall, and the clerk, 
therefore, called the name of Speaker 
Bates, who voted for the bill, and against 
the adverse report, so the measure will 
go into the orders of the day for today. 
The senate killed the bill for the pro- 
motion of anatomicalscience. Thesen- 
ate ordered to a third reading the 
bill regulating the transportation of 
liquors into no-license towns. A Dill 
Was substituted for the adverse report 
on exempting 250-room hotels from the 
400-foot schoolhouse law. Governor 
Wolcott sent in two vetoes, one on the 
bill for the so-called protection of birds 
and game, and another of the bill to 
protect the estates of deceased persons 
from the prosecution of fraudulent 
clainis. 


Yale Crew Ducked Again. 

New Haven, March 11.—For the sec- 
ond time this season the Yale crew have 
been compelled to take to the water. 
This time they were two miles out in the 
harbor, when the barge began to ship 
the choppy swell that was running. It 
was very fortunate that the real state of 
affairs was realized in time, for the crew 
Was rowing over the two-mile course 
on time and would have been swampeda 
good distance from shore had not Coxs- 
wain Clarke headed the boat for shore, 
As it was some of the men were com- 
pellel to swim to the beach so that the 
boat would not swamp. The others 
then waded ashore and carried the 
barge with them. It was found impos- 
sible to row back with sweaters and 
heavy jerseys thoroughly soaked, so a 
house nearby was visited and permis- 
sion obtained to dry their drenched 
clothing. When dry once more they 
launched their shell and continued the 
afternoon's work. 


Boston Gets L. A. W. Meet. 


Boston, March 11—The annual 
spring meet of the Massachu- 
sctts division of the L. A. W. will 


be held in this city on May 31. The 
matter was decided upon at the meeting 
of the consuls last night, and $1500 was 
appropriated to defray expenses. Chief 
Consul Tippett, in his report, spoke of the 
increase in the number of local consuls 
from 182 to 208. The membership ofthe 
league in this state also shows a grati- 
fying increase. The treasurer’s re- 
port showed a healthy condition of 
finances, while the transportation com- 
mittee reported adjustments of claims 
for damages against some of the New 
England railroads. Other divisions in 
New England will be invited to attend 
the May meet. 


Adah Richmond Attacked, 

Boston, March 11.—The Stetson will 
case was replete in incidents yesterday. 
Adah Richmond-Stetson finished her 
testimony and her case closed. Lawyer 
Gaston opened for the executors of Stet- 
gon’s will. He gave a detailed history 
of Adah Richmond's life, beginning with 
the statement that her birth name was 
Bridget Sullivan. He then proceeded ta 
state that the appellant had lived with 
several men at different times in her 
career. He did not deny that Stetson 
lived with her. Stetson had a habit of 
living with women whom he did not 
marry. It was denied that~- Stetson 
ever married Adah Richmond. 


Diphtheria Epidemic at Ansonia, 

Ansonia, Conn., March 11.—The diph- 
theria epidemic which has prevailed 
here for the past several weeks has as- 
sumed such alarming proportions that 
the Ansonia board of health has deter- 
mined to resort to stringent measures 
to check its spread. A great many 
deaths have occurred, and at present 
there are 11 cases inthecity. The board 
of health, at a meeting last evening to 
consider the situation, decided to place 
a strict quarantine on all the houses 
where the disease exists, and officers will 
be detailed for duty to each house for 
the entire 24 hours of every day the 
cuarantine lasts.

Insurgents Knew Nothing of} 
Powers’ Orders. 


| Ex-Commodore Reineck Failed to Deliver In- 


structions to Leaders. 


London, March 11.—A Daily Chron- 
icle dispatch from Athens says that 
Greece has 60,000 men on the frontier, 
and that the Turkish and Greek troops 
are very close together in places. At 
Arta, the Turks hold one end of the 
bridge and the Greeks the other. A 
Greek general recently, while inspecting 
the frontier, accidently entered Turkish 
territory, and was captured by the 
Ottoman patrol, but was eventually 
rescued by his troops. Thesituationon 
the frontier is a dangerous one, and little 
would be required to set the country 
ablaze. 

The Times publishes a dispatch from 
Canea which states that during an in- 
terview with one of the officials of Can- 
damo he said the insurgents threw 200 
shells into the town and fort. The am- 
munition and bread supplies were ex- 
hausted, but the flesh food was plenti- 
ful. The garrison lost 13 killed and 25 
wounded. The British consul, Sir Alfred 
Billioti, came first alone and then sent 
for a rescue party, which arrived on 
Tuesday arfd stayed six hours below the 
town. 

The insurgents entered and pillaged 
the town before all the Mohammedans 
had gone. 

At Selino, during the embarkation, the 
insurgents who had followed assumed 
@ menacing attitude and set fire to the 
town. The marines were ordered to fire 
a volley in the air, and an Italian vessel 
fired a shell in order to drive the insur- 
gents back from the thore. 

Captain Rainier of H. M.S. Rodney re- 
ports that the insurgents acted fairly at 
Candamo, but that an armed rabble fol- 
lowed the refugees to the coast and 
tried to rush into Selino. Although the 
rescue party had been 12 hours on the 
march, it was obliged to form a cordon 
across the neck of the peninsula during 
embarkation. They were fired on and 
they replied. Some anxiety was felt by | 
Sir Alfred Billiotti, and the rest of the 
refugees who are at Trinacria will be 
assisted by the Tyne and a Turkish 
steamer that has returned to fetch them. 

The foreign admirals had a confer- 
ence with the insurgents at Akrotiri 
yesterday. It was learned that ex- 
Commodore Reineck of the Greek navy 
had never imparted to the chiefs the 
proclamation of the admirals forbid- 
ding them to attack the towns, although 
he had accepted a commission to do so. 

A dispatch to The Times from Canea 
says it turns out that the British and 
Italian transports which made their ap- 
pearance suddenly at this port yester- 
day morning are not as was then be- 
lieved, British and Italian vessels loaded 
with troops. but only vessels bringing 
food suppliessand refugees. It is re- 
ported that the Turks plundered aban- 
doned Christian houges at Selino, Retimo 
and Candia. There is no confirmation 
of the report that two Italian volun- 
teers have been killed at Kierepetra by 
shells from an Italian cruiser during the 
recent fighting. 

It is rumored that the troops of Col- 
onel Vassos in the interior are suffering 
from hunger and have been reduced tog 
diet of biscuit and oranges. 


Canea, March .—The Mussulmans 
were brought here yesterday from Can- 
damo on board an Italian warship with 
the greatest difficulty and danger. Can. 
Gamo is situated in a valley surrounde 
by forts occupied by 10,000 insurgents. 
The European force sent to the rescue 
of the Mussulmans there besieged was 
commanded by British and French offi- 
cers. The insurgents searched the Mus- 
sulmans and took their arms from them 
before they were allowed to depart. In 
all 623 men, 1047 women and children and 
452 Turkish soldiers were taken to the 
coast and embarked on board of foreign 
vessels. 


Fire Aboard Cruiser New York, 

New York, March 11.—Fire invaded the 
forward magazine of the cruiser New 
York Tuesday. Captain W. S. Schley 
was on the bridge. Admiral Bunce was 
in his cabin, €00 officers and men were at 
their stations. The vessel had been 
lying off Tompkinsville, but the anchor 
had been raised, and the New York was 
on her way to the Brooklyn navy yard 
The forward magazine is beneath the 
forward turret, and is surrounded by 


coal bunkers. In the magazine were 
2000 pounds of gun cotton and 600€ 
pounds of powder. The coal bunkers 


were filled with water and the flames ex- 
tinguished. 


Mysterious Shooting. 

Chicago, March 11.—A ballet was sen 
through Mrs. Catherine E" Bragg’s head 
as lay in bed yesterday. Her 
adopted daughter, Josephine, was sleep- 
ing with her, but did not hear the shot 
Mystery surrounds the shooting. The 
police are inclined to think Mrs. Bragg 
attempted to committ suicide. They 
arrested the adopted daughter. Mrs 
Bragg made a will some tine ago, leay- 
ing nearly $50,000 tothis daughter. Mrs 
Bragg may recover.

New York chamber of commerce to the

¢ion which met recently at Indianapolis, 
He was a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Indianapolis convention. 
A short time after he was chairman of 
the arbitration committee at Washing- 
ton. In both capacities he had excellent 
opportunities for meeting representa- 
tives from different states. The follow- 
ing is a part of his somewhat remark- 
able speech before the chamber of com- 
merce when submitting his report of the 
Indianapolis monetary corvention: 

‘‘I was surprised, sir, to find the as- 
sertion made const®tly by men from 
the far western states and the south and 
southwestern states that it was not Mr. 
Bryan and it was not silver that they 
were in favor of, but they needed some 
change to bring relief from the terrible 
condition of poverty and scarcity of 
money under which they labored. They 
felt that their condition was so extreme 
andgso painful that any change would 


be of value, and when I came to look 
into the matter and to talk ina friendly 
and kindly way with them they all 
confirmed the same feeling, which I had 
found at a long conversation in the 
treasury department, in Washington, 
that the circulation of the country is 


quite out of joint, that the lungs and 
heart are congested and that the ex- 
tremities of the country are absolutely 
Without any blood. 

“*T found that there were great sections 
of the southern and western country 
where there was absolutely no money at 
all, where the most primitive forms of 
barter obtained, where everything was 
most disorganized. One gentleman told 


me that in his county, v 
a rich agricultural ¢ ry, by some 
happy accident a $50 1 ont bill had 
come down into the county, and that he 
} had taken a horse and buggy - and spent 
four days in visiting all the towns in 
the county striving to get it changed 
into smaller bills, but had been unable 
to do so, and finally was obliged to send 
itto Richmond. There were senators

never saw a dollar of money from the 
beginning of the year to the end, with

The Science of Fire Fighting In Large 
Cities.

Besides, the progress of the 
fire engine through the streets will be 
slow. Nothing could be more deliberate 
than the Boston fire department going 
to a fire. The horses amble like rocking 
horses, and only the clanging of the 
gongs gives an air of excitement to the 
event. Boston’s business streets are s( 
narrow and so choked with traffic that 
progress through them is necessarily 
very slow. r 

The especial advantage of the auto- 
mobile engine will be its great power. It 
can throw a much higher stream than 
any horse fire engine. Boston has not so 
many skyscraping buildings as Chicago 
or New York, but the number is grow 
ing rapidly. The New York fire under- 
writers have been holding meetings re-

| cently to consider the dangers of fire in 


very tall buildings. Boston is meeting 
the difficulty practically by providing a 
new and stronger fire engine, to be sta- 
tioned in the business part of the city. 

New York is ahead in some other re- 
cent experiments in fire fighting, though, 
and Boston is watching with interest 
for the result of using aluminium hel- 
mets, the portable electric light and 
the smoke mask, which the New York 
department is testing. 

Fire fighting is almost a science now. 


In early Boston days, before fire depart- | 


ments were known, neighbors turned 
out at the ringing of an alarm bell and 
passed buckets from the pump to the 
house. Then a bucket brigade was or- 
ganized which brought the needed buck- 
ets to the burning building. Then came 
by gradual evolution the hose cart, the

Canea, March 15.—Pillaging began Sat- 
urday,at Candia, Retimo, and this place, 
and continued Sunday. The bishop of 
Nicephore remains Lere, though alone, in 
the hope of being able to save the Met- 
ropolitan church from pillage. ‘The in- 
gsurgents maintain a ceaseless cannon- 
ade at Spinalonna. They are in ex- 
eellent spirits and health, while the 
health and morals of the troops of Col- 
onel Vassos show no signs of falling off. 
The foreign admirals have not yet 
been informed as to the decision of 
the powers, on their proposal of a week 
ago. They have telegraphed their re- 
spective governments, asking that de- 
tatchments of sailors, equal in number 
to those already landed at Canea, Ret- 
imo, Candia, and Sitia, be sent imme- 
diately to relieve the present force, whose 
work is most harassing, comprising as 
it does the double function of police and 
firemen. 

The admirals have been instructed to 
confer with the consulates as to the 
best means of proclaiming the fact that 
Turkey has granted Crete complete au- 
tonomy. The hope is entertained that 
puch a measure will help to pacify the 
island. Great Britain has instructed 
Colonel Chermside and Major Borx to 
remain at Canea. In addition to the 


Italian warships, British ironclads as- 
sisted in the bombardment of the Gree 
insurgent forces, commanded by Cap- 
tain Karacas., at Hierapetra. 

Sir Alfred Billiotti has been author- 
ized to proclaim autonomy, but with- 
out details. The other consuls will 
soon receive similar instructions, A 
torpedo boat has just started to convey 
Billlotti’s instructions from the British

admiral. A Russian cruiser brings news 


that the insurgents bombarded Kisamo. 
The town was set on fire in several 
places. Desultory fire continues around 
Canea. 

Foreign men-of-war have gone to 
Spinalonga, where the insurgents and 
Greek volunteers, with three guns, are 
making an attack under Chief Coracas, 
The men-of-war will stop a further 
bombardment. No Greek steamers are 
ullowed to anchorin this port. Thetwo 
Greek men-of-war, that were out of 
provisions, have been re-victualled. The 
admirals, in communicating with the in- 
surgents find considerable difficulty, ow- 
ing to their ignorance of the language. 
It is feared that interpreters Impart only 
What pleases them. Altogether the 
administration of the Island is in astate 
of general confusicn, owing to the con- 
flict of authority. 

Should European trobps be landed to 
keep order, and the Greeks be replaced, 
further difficulties are expected over the 
language. The moslems complain that 
the Italians assault their women.

Was bornin La 1, West Ireland, and 
when 17 year ran away from home 
and joined the cavalry regiment known 
as the Seventeenth lane at Mad- 
stone, England. In the spring of 1854, 
the Crimean war broke out, and his 
regiment was sent to the Black sea, 
The famous charge of the Light bri- 
gade took place about the middle of 
October, 1854, Barney was in the charge 
when his commander, Captain Nolan 
fell. Barney leaped from his horse, 
Grew the dying captain from under his 
horse, which had fallen upon him, and 
held his head in his lap until he died. 
For this act of bra he received 
medals from the Queen of England and 
the Sultan of Turkey. After Nolan 
died, Barney remounted and joined the 
cavalry in their charge. During his 
ride up the valley he received three 
wounds, being shot in the arm, thigh, and 
through the shoulder, He never lost 
his saddle, however, and rode in the 
charge and in the retreat. When he 
returned to the camp his clothes were 
saturated with blood, and he was se 
weak that he fell from his horse. He 
Was taken to the hospital at Scutarti, 
where he lay several weeks. While 
in the hospital he was frequently visited 
by Florence Nightingale.

The week does not now promise to be 
a@ busy one in the senate, except in the 
event that the arbitration treaty between 
this country and Great Britain is con- 
sidered. Senator Davis, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations, says he 
will force the question of ratification to 
as speedy deterniination as possible. The 
treaty will be considered in executive 
session. There will be considerable op- 
position to it, even in its amended form, 
but the friends of the treaty assert that 
there will not be to exceed 20 opposing 
votes when the final result is announced. 

A number of bills, a majority of which 
will be those which failed in the last con- 
gress, will be introduced during the 
week, but as none of them can be taken 
up until they receive committee action, 
there will be but little or no legislative 
work. Considerable time during the 
week will be spent by the committees of 
the various parties in the senate in an 
effort to reach a harmonious adjustment 
of the senate committees. There is now 
talk of an agreement to fill all the va- 
cancies except those existing in the com- 
mittees on finance and appropriations. 
Both these committees are fortunately 
quite equitably adjusted, and it is feared 
that an effort to supply the vacancies 
might result in bad feeling and an en- 
tanglement which the Republicans de- 
sire to avoid on the eve of the tariff fight. 

There is only occasional reference to 
changes in the elective offices in the sen- 
ate, and there is no prospect of a con- 
troversy over this point at the present 
time.

Preliminary steps have been taken for 
securing location and charter for a new 
Street railway to extend from Forest Hills 
to Neponset. The new road is to be known 
as the Forest Hills and Quincy street rail- 
way, aud will be five miles in length.

To the Congress of the United States: 

Regretting the necessity which has re- 
quired me to call you together, I feel that 
your assembling in extraordinary ses- 
sion is indispensible because of the con- 
dition in which we find the revenues of 
the government. It is d that its 
current expenditures are greater than 
its receipts and that such a condition has 
existed for now more than three years. 
With unlimited means at our command, 
we are presenting the remarkable spec- 
tacle of increasing our public debt by 
borrowing money to meet the ordinary 
outlays incident upon even an econom- 
ical and prudent administration of the 
government. An examination of the sub- 
ject discloses this fact in every detailand 
leads inevitably to the conclusion that 
the condition of the revenue which al- 
lows it is unjustifiable and should be 
corrected. 

We find by the reports of the secretary 
of the treasury that the revenue for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, from all

Congress should promptly correct the 
existing condition. Ample revenues 
must be supplied, not only for the ordi- 
nary expenses of the government, but 
for the prompt payment of liberal pen- 
sions, and the liquidation of the princi- 
pal and interest of the public debt. In 
raising revenue duties should be so 
levied upon foreign products as to pre: 
serve the home market, so far as possi- 
ble, to our own producers; to revive and 
increase manufactures; to relleve and 
encourage agriculture; to increase our 
domestic and foreign commerce; to aid 
and develop mining and buildings; and 
to render to labor in every field of uge- 
upation the liberal wage and ade- 
rewards to which skill and indus- 
try are justly entitled. 

The necessity of the passage of a tariff 
law which shall provide ample revenue, 
need not be further urged. The impera- 
tive demand of the hour is the prompt 
enactment of such a measure, and +o 
this object I earnestly recommend that 
congress shall make é¥Yery endeavor. 
Before other business is transacted let us 
first provide sufficient revenue to faith- 
fully administer the government with- 
out the contracting of further debt or 
the continued disturbance of our finances.

Greeks are angered at the entente be- 
tween Russia and France, which fs 
thought to have been entered into at 
Greece's expense. 


Athens, March 17.—A prolonged meet- | 
ing of the Grecian cabinet was 
held yesterfay.

MONUMENT TO COLONEL SHAW. 


Unveiling to Take Place Decoration Day on 
Boston Common. 

Boston, March 17.—The monument to 
Colonel Robert G. Shaw of the Fifty- 
fourth Massachusetts regiment, which 
bas been for many years in preparation, 
is at last to be put up on Boston common. 
Colonel Shaw entered Harvard with the 
class of '60, but left college just before 
the end of his junior year. He entered 
the army at the beginning of the war, 
and served for a while in the Seventh 
New York National Guard. He soon 
exchanged to the Second Massachusetts, 
where he served until February, 1863, 
when Governor Andrews gave him the 
command of the Fifty-fourth Massa- 
chusetts infantry. The regiment was 
the first colored regiment sent to the 
At the end of May, of the same 
year, this regiment left Boston for the 
front. On July 13, 1864, Colonel Shaw 
was killed while leading the charge

A few years after the war @ private 
subscription was taken up for the pur- 
pose of erecting @ monument to Col- 
onel Shaw’s memory. The city of Bos- 
ton donated a piece of land on the 
Fark street end of the common, opposite 
the state house, as a site for the monu- 
ment.

SUCAR POURING IN. 


Strenuous Efforts of Importers to Evade 
increased Duties 

Boston, March 17.—The wholesale 

sugar market in this city has entered 

upon an interesting phase. In antici- 

pation of the new tariff bill, which Is 

expected to go into effect on May 1, the 


| sugar importers are actively engaged 


in buying up all available sugar, both 
in the marl.ets of Germany and Cuba, 
for prompt shipment to this country, In 
an effort to get the commodity into the 
market without paying to the govern- 
ment the Increased duty. 

The comparatively small sugar out- 
put of Cuba, owing to the unsettled 
condition of the island, and the inability 
of the planters to grind, has made it 
necessary to depend largely on Java 
and Germany for the product, and a 
large percentage of the article imported 
here during the past year has come 
from these two countries. 

There is now stored in Hamburg, for 
shipment to this city alone, upwards 
of 15,000 tons of raw sugar, and steam- 
ers are being sent forward as rapidly 
as they can be chartered and loaded. 

The valuation of the sugar on the way 
und booked for shipment to Boston 
alone will reach into the millions, and 


the money saved on duty, provided the 


| sugar reaches here before the new tar-

manufacturer, But as a rule there are 
not a great! many jobs that come back, 
It’s the low prices paid that hurt most. 

At the present time there are in this city |

sma!l. The larger ones with their managers, 
etc., etc., having been forced to stop for 
obvious reasons, There is brain and brain, 
and advertising, and managing, from be- 
fore the sun rises, and long after it has 
gone down, for a surety; yet if there be 
any good Samaritans in our city who want 
to lend a hand, there isa chance, There 
may even be a dollar in it yet; but in these 
times we all want good cheap articles, and 
why not good cheap monuments ? 

Certainly this must have been the case | 
at the World’s Fair. It cost the asso- | 
ciation several thousands; yet there may | 
be some who can afford to keep that sort | 
of thing up with a better prospect in view; 
granite and groceries will not maintain the |

TRAGEDY OF THE SEA. 


Steamer Goes Down Of Hatteras and 
Only Four Persons Survive. 


There Were Eighty Souls All 
Told Aboard Vessel. 


She Sprung Aleak and Then Ran Inte 
Terrible Gale. 


New York, March 18.—The steamer 
Ville St. Nazaire, which left here on 
March 6, has gone down somewhere off 
the Carolina coast, and as far as is 
known, only four of the 80 people who 
took passage on her remain alive. 

These four were rescued by the 
schooner Hilda, after having spent 
nearly a week on the water exposed to 
a frightful tempest, without food, with- 
out water to drink and in the most in- 
tense cold. 

With them in the boat were four dead 
men. There were three other boats that 
left the sinking steamer. There is 
hardly a chance that any of these have 
survived the storm, for many vessels 
traverse that part of the ocean and 
nothing has been seen of them. 

The four living and the four dead are 
all that were left of 37 men, women and 
children who took that boat when the 
steamer was settling to the bottom. 

The St. Nazaire was one of the French 
line to the West Indies. Her commander 
was Captain Jaqueneau. Her business 
was principally of freight, but she car- 
ried quite a number of passengers. Her 
crew numbered about 60 men, the pas- 
sengers bringing the total up to about 
80. She was 1043 tons burden, and al- 
though not a new vessel, was considered 
stanch, and there is more or less of a 
mystery connected with her foundering. 

The story of the shipwreck is short. 
She was not a day out from port when 
a leak was discovered. It was not sup- 
posed to be serious. The pumps were 
started, and probably the steamer could 
have been saved had she not at that 
time run into a most terrible gale. 

So weak were the four survivors that 
the Hilda found that they have not yet 
been able to tell the complete story. 

At first the steamer met the storm 
stately. As long as she responded to her 
helm they could meet the big waves and 
escape the worst of them. But as the 
leak gained on them and the vessel sank 
more and more, and the storm increased 
in violence, mountain after mountain 
of green water swept over the St. Na- 
zaire, tearing her upper works, extin- 
guishing her fires, and breaking thelimbs 
of more than one of her unfortunate 
crew. 

Tons of water crushed the doomed 
vessel, which could not, because of the 
water that came in from beneath, rise 
out of the trough of the sea. The ter- 
rible hammering drove some of the pas- 
sengers insane. 

Just how many were swept off and 
drowned before they got the boats out 
nobody will ever know. 


MARSH MURDER TRIAL. 


Witnesses Give Further Damaging Testimony 
Against Defendants. 

Montpelier, Vt., March 18.—The Marsh 
murder trial yesterday brought out con- 
siderable interesting testimony throwing 
light upon the relations between Buzzell 
aud Mrs. Marsh. Mrs. William Mc- 
Carthy testified that Mrs. Marsh told 
her that she objected to having her hus- 
band cut up after death so there would 
be no post mortem examination. The 
witness had observed familiarity be- 
tween Mrs. Marsh and Buzzell. 

Mrs. Minnie Thrasher testified that 
she heard Marsh say, during his illness, 
that every time he had been to the vil- 
lage he had found Buzzell with his wife 
when he returned. Mrs. Marsh once 
told the witness that she thought Buz- 
zell was cute to fool with. The witness 
was at the Marsh house when Mrs. 
Marsh prepared her husband some tea, 
which made him so sick that he was 
obliged to take an emetic. She had 
heard Marsh complain of stomach and 
heart trouble several months before his 
death. 

Frank Thrasher corroborated the tes- 
timony of his wife, and told of conversa- 


tion with Mrs. Marsh, after Marsh’s body | 


had been exhumed, in which she said 


arsenic would probably be found, as he | 


had taken medicine containing arsenic 
before his death. 

Mrs. Charles M. Nichols said she had 
been a visitor at the Marsh place, and 


had seen Mrs. Marsh kiss Buzzell, and | 


heard her say that Marsh would not 
live always, and if he died she would 
tell Buzzell where she went. 

Charles Ingalls testified to selling 
Buzzell and Mrs. Marsh two gills of em- 
balming fluid, containing arsenic, after 
Marsh's death. 

Hiram Henry, a neighbor, testified to 
being at the Marsh house during Mr. 
Marsh's illness, and saw Buzzell put 
a white powder into a glass of water 
which he gave to the sick man. 


Rodriguez’ Hope. 

Washington, March 18.—Senor Rod- 
riguez, the minister of the Greater Re- 
public of Central America, comprising 
Nicaragua, Salvador and Guatemala, 
nag been granted a leave of absence by 
his government, but has remained here 
In hove of negotiating a new treaty 
with the United States for the con- 
struction of the Nicaraguan canal. It 
is learned, in well informed diplomatic 
tircles, that he is anxious to negotiate 
a new treaty on the basis of the Freling- 
huysen treaty, which was pending when 
Mr. Cleveland was inaugurated in 1896, 
and was withdrawn from the senate by 
him.

William McKinley Osborne of Massa- 
chusetts to Succeed Collins, 


John K. Gowdy of Indiana 
Will Go to Paris. 


Powell Clayton, Minister to Mexico---Other 
Nominations by President. 


Washington, March 19.—The senate 
held a short open session yesterday, at 
which 330 bills were introduced. In ex- 
ecutive session the arbitration treaty 
Was taken up. Senator Morgan con- 
sumed the whole session in a speech 
Opposing the ratification of the treaty. 

President McKinley sent the following 
consular and department nominations 
to the senate. 

Powell Clayton of Arkansas, to be en- 
voy extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary of the United States to Mex- 
ico. é 

Willlam M. Osborne of Massachusetts, 
consul general of the United States at 
London. 

John K. Gowdy of Indiana, consul gen- 
eral of the United States at Paris. 

Joseph H. Brigham of Ohio, to be as- 
sistant secretary of agriculture. 

Perry S. Heath of Indiana, to be first 
assistant postmaster general. 

Sylvester Peterson of Minnesota, to be 
register of the land office at Crookston, 
Minn. 


Sketch of Willlam McKinley Osborne. 

William McKinley Osborne of Boston, 
secretary of the Republican national 
committee, is a cousin of President Mc- 
Kinley. His mother and the president's 
mother were sisters. He was born ip 
Girard, Trumbull county, O., April 26, 
1842. He was educated at the University 
of Michiganandatitslawschool. After 
being admitted to the bar he practiced 
law at Youngstown, O., of which city he 
was mayor in 1874-75. When the Civil 
War broke out he entered the Twenty- 
third regiment of Ohio volunteers, but 
Was subsequently discharged on account 
of injuries received in the service. He 
went to Boston in the fall of 1880, and 
has since lived there. In July, 1885, 
Governor Robinson appointed Mr. Os- 
borne a member of the metropolitan po- 
lice board. Three years later Commis- 
sioner Osborne was reappointed by Gov- 
ernor Ames for a term of five years. He 
was married to Frances Clara Hastings 
in April, 1878. 

After William E. Russell became gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts he removed Mr. 
Osborne and appointed a Demgcrat to 
the police board. The latter since that 
time has been engaged in political work, 
and for two years past was credited with 
conducting a thorough canvass of south- 
ern and western statesin behalf of 
Major McKinley. During the recent 
campalgn General Osborne served as 
secretary of the national committee. 

Powell Clayton's Career. 

Powell Clayton is the leader of the Re- 
publicans of Arkansas. He has been a 
delegate in Republican national conven- 
tions almost since the war, and for many 
years has been a member of the national 
committee for Arkansas. He is 68 years 
old, and a native of Pennsylvania. He 
entered the Union army from Kansasas 
a captain in 1861, and was successively 
promoted until he reached the rank of 
prigadier general. At the close of the 
war he settled in Arkansas and became 
a planter. In 1868 he was elected gov- 
ernor of the state. In 1871 he was elected 
United States senator and served until 
1877. 

Another Original McKinley Man. 

John K. Gowdy is the chairman of the 
Indiana Republican committee. He was 
an original McKinley man in that state, 
and managed the preliminary campaign, 
which gave the Ohio candidate the solid 
Indiana, delegation. Mr. Gowdy was a 
captain in the late war. He has never 
held any large office, but has held a num- 
ber of county offices. He lives at Rush- 
ville, Ind. He is about 50 years old, and 
has been more identified with farming 
interests than anything else. 

Perry Heath, Newspaper Man. 

Perry Heath is known to all newspaper 
men in Washington, and quite generally 
to public men and newspaper writers in 
all parts of the country. He lived in 
Marion, Ind., for some years before com- 
ing to Washington as a correspondent 
for several western papers. After some 
years of newspaper service here he went 
to Cincinnati as editor of The Com- 
mercial Gazette, since consolidated with 
The Commercial Tribune. On resigna- 
tion of this position he entered actively 
into Mr. McKinley's canvass, and was 
one of the lieutenants before and after 
the convention. During the campaign 
he was chief of the Republican literary 
bureau. He is fairly well to do, as the 
result of fortunate real estate invest- 
ments in towns in the Indiana natural 
gas belt. 

Wilson's Assistant, 

The new assistant secretary of agri- 
culture is a farmer, living near Delta, 
O., in the western part of the state. He 
has an excellent war record as an offi- 
cer in the Union army, and is well known 
in Ohio political circles, having been his 
party’s nominee in several hot fights. 
Among the agriculturists he is widely 
known as the master of the National 
grange, which office he held for some 
time. He has lectured to granges in all 
parts of the country, and was warmly 
endorsed by granges in all parts of the 
country for secretary of agriculture. 
He probably will be the tallest man in 
departmental life, towering 6 feet 5 
Inches in height. In the Harrison ad- 
ministration he was one of the commis- 
sioners to negotiate with the Shoshone 
and Arapahoe Indians for a cession of a 
part of the Wild river reservation in 
Wyoming. 


Draper's Appointment Delayed, 

Washington, March 19.—Congressmen | 
Moody and Gillette had a talk with | 
President McKinley yesterday and were 
practically assured that Boyd B. Jones 
would be given the district attorneyship 
and James D. Gill of Springfield the 
collectorship of internal revenue for 
Massachusetts. Friends of General 
Draper are annoyed by the delay in his 
appointment, and the Massachusetts | 


genators have decided to refrain from 
making new recommendations in the 
diplomatic and consular field until Gen- 
eral Draper's honors are finally be- 
stowed. He is a candidate for one of 
four ambassadorships, and only Ger- 
many and Italy now remain. Pennsyl- 
vania is trying to get Germany for 
Charlemagne Tower of Philadelphia 
and upon Mr. Tower and Mr. Draper it 
io generally supposed that the two am- 
bassadorships will be bestowed. 


Dingley Bill Program. 

Washington, 19.—The program for the 
tariff bill in the house was agreed upon 
by the ways and mieans committee yes- 
terday after a long and somewhat dis- 
cordant meeting, in which there was dis- 
agreement not only by the two parties, 
but among the Democratic members of 
the committee. The bill will be reported 
to the house today, debate will begin on 
Monday next and the final vote will be 
taken on Wednesday, March 31. In the} 
meantime the house will be in session 
from 11 in the morning until an indefinite 
hour at night, with a recess for dinner, 
all the time to be consumed in debate on 
the bill.

MADDENED BY THIRST, 


Survivors of Steamer St, Nazaire Tell 
of Companions’ Terrible Suffering, 


Seven Days In Open Boats 
Without Food or Water. 


Crazed oy Drinking Salt Water, Unfortunates 
Jumped Into the Sea. 


New York, March 19.—The full story 
of the rescue of the four survivors of 
the crew of 70 and 10 passengers of the 
French tine steamship Ville St. Nazaire, 
which foundered on Sunday, March 7, 
off Cape Hatteras, was told yesterday, 
but it will ®©e many days before the full 
story is told of the wreck itself, and the 
terrible suiferings that led to the death 
of 33 out of the 37 persons who started 
from the foundering ship in the boat that 
was picked up. 

As for the three other boats, and 
their passengers, which started from the 
ship at the same time, nothing may 
ever be heard. It is almost certain that 
these boats were overcome by the tre- 
mendous seas, and all their occupants 
were lost. 

The survivors who reached this port 
on Wednesday, and who had been all but 
crazed by their seven days’ experience 
In an open boat without food or water, 
seeing companions daily dying of hun- 
ger and thirst, or as raving maniacs, 
casting themselves into the sea, were 
all of them yesterday in such exhausted 
conditions that they not only could not 
add to the facts that are known, but 
their doctors shook their heads and said 
it was even uncertain whether they ever 
would be able to tell, if indeed they sur- 
vived the shock. 

The Ville St. Nazaire was one of the 
8000-ton steamers owned by the French 
line and employed in passenger and 
freight traffic between this port and the 
West Indies. The line has three boats 
In this traffic, and there are semi- 
menthly sailings. 

The Ville de St. Nazaire was discovered 
to be leaking one day out from this port. 
The leak could have been controlled by 
the pumps had not the steamer run into 
@ terrific gale. As the storm increased 
in violence the water poured into the 
hold more rapidly, and consequently in- 
creasing difficulty was experienced in 
keeping the vessel's head to the waves. 
Then wave after wave swept over the 
St. Nazaire, destroying her upper works 
and extinguishing her fires. The surviv- 
ors are unable to tell how many persons 
were swept overboard by the waves and 
drowned before the steamer sank. 

On the morning of March § there was 
#0 much water in the hold that it was 
certain the vessel could not be kept up 
and then the boats were gottenout. The 
first one swung out was struck by an 
enormous breaker that threw it back 
on the deck, crushed and splintered 
The scene was dreadful, the shrieks of 
the women and children unnerving the 
men. Orders were given to put water 
and provisions in the boats, but little 
of either reached them, as the vessel 
was settling rapidly. Barrels of water 
intended for the lifeboats were swept 
away before they could be placed, and 
the packages of food were torn from 
the hands of the sailors by the great 
waves. 


What became of the 14 persons, be-! 


sides those mentioned, can only be too 
well surmised, although there fs a re- 
inote possibility that one or more of the 
three boats in which they left the sink- 
ing steamer has been picked up bya 
sailing vessel, which has not yet made 
a port and made known the rescue. 

The steamship office was filled yester- 
day with a number of apxious friends 
of the passengers that had sailed on the 
ill-fated vessel. Several were crying. 
The agent threw open the books for the 
inspection of all who made inquiries, 
and many went away relieved at being 
unable to find the looked-for names on 
the passenger list. There were 11 pas- 
sengers on board, and the crew num- 
bered 71 men. The officers, crew and 
passengers were, With one or two ex- 
ceptions, residents of foreign ports. The 
only white persons on board, besides the 
passengers, were the officers. 

Alphonso Dumois, one of the passen- 
gers on the St. Nazarie, was a brother 
of Hippolyte Dumotls, head of the firm 
of H. Dumois & Co., fruit dealers of this 
city. 

Raymond Jimenerz, another of the pas- 
sengers, was the head of the firm of 
R. J. Jimenez & Co., contractors and 
engineers, also of this city. 


Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, March 19.—The house yester- 
day substituted for an adverse reporta 
bill to prevent fast driving on the sale 
stable streets near the Boston union sta- 
tion. The sub-committee of the commit- 
tee on metropolitan affairs reported a 
bill to the full committee consolidating 
the Boston common council and the 
board of aldermen. The first section 
provides for the election each year ofa 
president of the city council by the peo- 
ple. There shall also be elected at the 
municipal election in the current year 
12 aldermen-at-large, six for two years 
and six for one year, and at every subse- 
quent annual election six aldermen-at- 
large for a term of two years shall be 
elected. 


Turks Selling Their Arms For Food, 

Constantinople, March 19. — The Im- 
perial Ottoman bank advanced only at 
the last moment the £60,000 required by 
the porte for military expenses. The 
misery of the Turkish troops is intense. 
Their wages have not been paid for the 
last nine months, and many officers are 
felling their arms and uniforms to ge 
food.

The Different Tariffs. 

There has recently been issued by Con- 
gress a valuable book on United States 
custom laws, being a compilation of all tbe 
tariff acts passed from 1789 Lo 1895, inclu- 
ding all acts, resolutions and proclama- 
tions, modifying or changing those acts. 
The volume of nearly 600 large pages is 
very conviently indexed, and reference is 
easily made to any commodity. It shows 
that under the act of the first Congress in 
1790 there was imposed a duty of seven 
and one half per centum ad valorum on 
‘marble, slate and other stones.’’ The 
second session of the third Congress in 
1704 made the duty four and one half. In 
1846 paving stones were placed at 20 per 
cent., and building and polishing stones at 
10 per cent, 
building stones at 10 per cent in the Act of 
1862. The Act of 1883 said: ‘* Stones un- 
manufactured or undressed, freestone, 


umental stone, except marble, not specially 
enumerated or provided for in this act, one 
dollar per ton; and upon all stones as 
above, hewn, dressed or polished, 20 per 
centum ad valorem.”’ It is common knowl- 
edge that the Act of 1890 placed dressed 
granite at 40 per centum, and that the Act 
of 1894 reduced it to 30 per centum.

CRETE tS NOW BLOCKALCED., 


| Warships of Powers Will Enforoe Terms of 
| Ultimatum. 

London, March 18.—A dispatch to the 
| London Times from Athens states that 
| @ strict blockade of Crete was begun 
| Wednesday 

Apparently there will be no blockade 

of Greek ports for some time to come. 
The insurgents in the island are building 
fortifications at various strategic points, 
under the direction of Greek officers. 

The unthinking Greek multitude has 

caught the war fever in its worst form. 
It is vain to hope that the malady will 
assume a miider type, and reflecting 
people regard the future with the great- 
est misgivings, knowing that Greece can 
hardly fail to be the loser, whatever 
happens. The whole nation, however, 
is aroused in a manner never seen in 


y previous isis, and the powers 
ought to neglect no possible méans to 
secure Greek compHance. They are 
now acting as policemen; they should 


also act as justand lenient judges. They 
should insist upon the Turkish garrisons 
leaving simultaneously with the Greek. 


This would satisfy the Greek armour 
propre. King George cannot order 
Colonel Vassos to withdraw without 


risking his crown. 

If the powers would also sternly in- 
sist upon the withdrawal of both armies 
| from the Thessalian frontier, the dan- 
ger of the war would be obviated. 

The ministry of justice has published 
a decree, sanctioned by the boule, bar- 
ring all legal limitations and forced ex- 
ecutions, and suspending all civil and 
penal sentences, in the event of contu- 
minacy during the period of mobiliza- 
tion.

ALL EYES ON GRETE, 


‘Siartling Developments In Eastern 
| Crisis Momentarily Expected. 


‘Norman Says Greece Will 
Not Back Down. 


Gladstone Defends Greece and Severely De- 
nounces the Powers. 


—_—_—_——_ 


Cretan autonomy has been proclaimed 
by the powers, and Christians and Mos- 


lems are advised to lay down their arms 


and surrender the island into the hands | 


of the allies. No information is at 
hand to show how this announcement 
was received by the inhabitants. News 
comes from Constantinople to the effect 
that a Russian steamer carrying troops 
to Crete has passed through the Dar- 
danelles. If this be true, it is the first 
time that a foreign mation has sent 
soldiers through the famous straits 
since the signing of the Berlin treaty. 
The Austrian government has received 
advices to the effect that an Austrian 
gunboat has sunk @ Greek schooner 
which had Cretan insurgents on board. 
Sir William Harcourt, a British Liberal, 
on Wednesday denounced Lord Salis- 
bury in vigorous phrases for allowing the 
British government to take its cue from 
France and other powers in relation to 
the eastern situation. Such humiliating 
submission, he decrared, was unpre- 
fedented and unwarrantable. His 
entire speech seemed to show an inclina- 
tion to urge an isolated and independent 
policy in the east, regardless of all 
threatened consequences. Equally 
notable is the outburst from ex-Premier 
Gladstone. He arraigns the British 
government along similar lines, asking 
why it persists in trailing behind such 
irresponsible and selfish powers as Rus- 
sia and Germany, at whose imperial 
heads he hurls stinging sarcasm. 


CR EECE’S CHAMPION. 


William Ewart Gladstone Denounces Action of 
a the Powers. 

London, March 18.—At last a great 
defender has risen up to champion the 
cause of Greece against official Europe. 

Mr. Gladstone has issued an address 
on the eastern crisis which is almost a 
Philippic in its denunciation of the con- 
cert of Europe, and in defense of the 
modern David among the nations which 
has dared to defy six Goliaths. 

The boldness of the language of the 
Grand Old Man militant is almost start- 
ling. He does not hesitate to point out 
the weakness and eccentricities of the 
Gernan emperor, and to dwell scorn- 
fully upon the policy which allows Great 
Britain to be dragged meekly in the 
train of such a man. 

Both as an argument and as an ap- 
peal this latest and perhaps the last 
public utterance of Mr. Gladstone can- 
not fail to have a tremendous influence 
in shaping the English policy in the 
Kreat crisis which apparently is no 
nearer a solution than when the Greek 
army landed in Crete nearly a month 
ago. 

The Grand Old Man's message to his 
countrymen is in the form of a letter 
written. to the Duke of Westminister. 
It will be published as a pamphlet to- 
day by John Murray. 


Reports From Athens. 

London, March 19.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of The Daily Chronicle de- 
clares that Greece has set her back 
against the wall and is prepared for the 
worst. The commencement of the 
blockade of Greek ports would be in- 
stantly the signal for hostilities on the 
frontier, not because of any decision of 
king or cabinet, but because of the re- 
sentment of the army. The Chronicle’s 
correspondent, who is Henry Norman, 
says this opinion sums up the results of 
his visit to the frontier, and then adds: 

“The Greea fleet, which I visited, and 
whose whereabouts are unknown to the 
foreign legations, is watehing Turkish 
torpedo boats off one of the northern 
islands. I should advise the German 
warship Kaiserin Augusta to avoid this 
fleet, which is eagerly awaiting her.” 

Popular opinion in Greece, says The 
Times’ correspondent at Athens, im- 
peratively demands an early declaration 
of war with Turkey. The idea is that 
Europe would then be compelled to 
adopt a néutral attitude. It is argued 
that the Greek fleet could conquer the 
Isiands of Aegean, including Samos, 
while the Greek army, assisted by in- 
surgent bands, could rapidly overrun 
Macedonia. 

There were sharp engagements between 
the Turks and Cretans outside of Ruime 
(Retimo) yesterday. 


Greece Prepared For the Worst. 

Athens, March 19.—The official report 
of the fighting outside Candia shows 
that the insurgents attacked the mili- 
tary cordon from Yeferacha to Armyro, 
about four miles west of Candia. Re- 
inforeements were sent as they were 
needed until 11 cempanies of regulars 
and seven companies of the temporarily 
enrolled gendarmerie were forwarded. 
Aitogether 3000 men were engaged in 
the conflict, which lasted six hours. The 
losses of the insurgents are unknown. 

The fighting on Wednesday, outside 
Retimo, was provoked by the Moham- 
medans. Both the insurgents and the 
Mohammedans had five killed and many 
wounded. Fighting was continued yes- 
terday at the village of Monastire. 

Telegrams from the Macedonian fron- 

ler describe the situation as one of the 
utmost activity, and of expectation of 
War at an early date. The Greeks are 
working hard to improve the roads. 
All the outposts are connected by tele- 
Sraph with headquarters at Larissa, 
where searchlights have been fixed. 
Both Greeks and Turks are suffering 
much from the cold. The crown prince 
Is expected daily. Telegrams from the 
European capitals indicate that the 
powers are still negotiating for the joint 
occupation of Crete with 10,000 troops. 

Great quantities of provisions and 
stores have been sent to Crete. It is 
believed that they will easily run the 
blockade, especially if the weather hap- 
pens to be rough. There is no cessation 

the military preparations. The gov- 
ernment is buying all the horses it can 
Procure in Hungary or elsewhere. 

A telegram from Larissa reports that 
there have been various movements by 
the Turkish troops along the frontier, 
Two thousand of the Elassona corps 
have occupied the plain between Do- 
menico and Damassi.

| Topic.—How our bodies influence our souls. 
—Dan. i, 8-21. (A temperance topic.) 

The human body is too much neglect- 
‘ed, from the standpoint of religion and 
of Christianity. Its importance is prop- 
erly emphasized in the Bible. It is said 
there to be for the Lord, to have been 
purchased by Christ, to be the temple of 
the Holy Ghost, to be cared for by God, 
and also it is stated that it will be rais- 
ed. While all this declared in the 
Scriptures about the body, how little its 
dignity, worth and glory are emphasiz- 
ed in Christian teaching! How few ser- 
mons are preached upon the subject! 
| How few topics for religious meetings 
are along this same line! In the light of 
this neglect, it is not to be wondered at 
that the body is disparaged, vilified, 
tolerated by many as a nuisance and 
used by thousands as a creature of appe- 
tite and Just. This indifference and neg- 
lect has resulted largely in a misynder- 
standing as to the true relation of body, 
mind and soul. In thousasds of lives 
the body rules supreme, while it should 
be held in subjection—be a mere servant 
to the higher powers of man, The proper 
relation is the body in subjection to the 
mind, and body and mind in subjection 
to the soul. Thechange of the order not

| only weakens and destroys the body, but 


also the mind and soul. 

That our bodies have a tremendous 
influence upon our souls cannot be de- 
nied. Science proves it. The man is 
composed of the three parts—body, 
mind, soul—and yet he is one person.

Boston. March 20. — Representative 
Sauderson of Lynn introduced a petition 
in the house yesterday which proposes 
legislation to prevent any exhibitions in 
the state of Massachusetts of the Cor- 
bett-Fitzsimmons mill at Carson City, 
Nev., through the agency of the kineto- 
scope. 

The petition kas been signed by the ma- 
jority of the leaders of both branches. 
It proposes an amendment to the pres- 


ent law relative to prize fights [In this 
state, so that any and all exhibitions or 
representations of prize fights in any 
part of the country by means of the 


kinetoscope, miniograph or biograph 
shall be prohibited. 

The general sentiment is apparently 
strongly in favor of the proposed legis- 
lation, and there is little doubt but what 
the measure, when framed, will receive 
as hearty support as did the anti-prize 
fighting ago. The penalty 
proposed for violation of the law isa fine 
not exceeding $200, or by imprisonment 
in the house of correction for a term not 
exceeding three months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

By a decisive vote of 82 to 38 the house 
refused to transfer Bunker Hill monu- 
ment from the association of the same 
name, and through whose efforts nearly 
90 years ago the granite shaft was 
erected, to the custody of the state. 
The committee on education reported a 
bill in the house for compulsory state 
supervision of the schools of the com- 
monwealth.

Rough Experience Aboard the Overdue 
Vessel T. F. Oakes, 


Captain’s Wife Compelled to 
Take a Hand. 


She Stood at Wheel Eight Hours In a Gale 
Without Food or Water. 


Quarantine, S. I., March 22.—The long 
overdue ship T. F. Oakes, which left 
Hong Kong July 4, 259 days ago, witha 
general cargo for this port, and which 
had been given up as lost, was towed 
into port yesterday morning by the 
British tank steamer Kasbek, Captain 
Muier, which picked her up last Thurs- 
day in lat. 38.10, long. 68.44. 

The Oakes left Shanghai May 17 last, 
and after completing her cargo at Hong 
Kong sailed from that port. The crew 
were apparently in the best health, with 
the exception of Captain Reed, who had 
been ailing for some little time, but who, 
under the careful nursing of his wife, 
thoucht himself on the high road to re- 
covery. When about six days outin the 
China sea a terrific typhoon was en- 
countered, lasting several days, during 
which the fore and main topmasts were 
sprung. The vessel was obliged to run 
before the gale, which had no sooner 
blown itself out than it was followed by 
a second typhoon, which blew with great 
fury for 24 days.

One by one the other sailors were 
obliged to quit work until on March 1 
only the second and third mates, the 
captain and his wife were able to be 
about. All were well nigh exhausted, 
and when a strong northerly gale sprung 
up on that day the + woman was 
obliged to take the wheel i for eight 
hours, without re and without as 
much as a drink of water, she kept the 
ship on her course. The provisions were 
running short, and the crew were left 
without other than the barest nec 
tles. A sharp Pokout was kept for 
passing Vessels, put nothing was seen 
until the KasbeK hove in sight on the 
evening of March 14. The Kasbek 
manned a boat, ~vhich started for the 
distressed ship in « ar to make fast 
the towing but owing to boister- 


essi- 


he 'crew were unable to 
accomplish their purpose, and the Oakes 
drifted out of sight. As soon as day- 
light broke the Kasbek begun a search 
for the Oakes, and about noon on March 
15 sighted the distressed vessel. A boat 
Was again m ied, and t time the 
crew succeeded in making fast the tow. 
The crew of the Oakes weresupplied with 
food, water and clothing, and the vessel 
towed to this port. 

On arrival at quarantine the Oakes 
was placed in strict quarantine. 

Mrs. Reed, the wife of the captain of 
the Oakes, is about 53 years of age. She 
was born in New Hampshire, and is a 
descendant of General Stark of Revolu- 
tionary fame. She has accompanied her 
husband on his v es to distant ports 
for the past four years. 

Mrs. Reed, speaking of experiences of 
the voyage, said that after the vessel 
became short handed she was often 
obliged to turn to and help work the ship. 
She knew how to steer a straight course 
by compass, and she generally relieved 
her husband at the wheel, while he 
turned to with the crew and made or 
furled sail. At other times she hauled 
at the ropes with the men. “On March 
1 it came on to blow a brisk gale,” said 
Mrs. Reed, “and about 7 in the morning 
I went on deck and asked Captain Reed 
if I could heip. Mr. Anrams and Mr. 
Ragan, the two mates, and one seaman 
were aloft trying to furl the maintop- 
sails, and the Chinese servants were 
doing their best to haul the clew lines. 
Captain Reed asked me to take the wheel 
while he helped those on deck, and I did 
eo. It was bitterly cold, and I was not 
prepared for the weather, having only 
a hood on, but I stuck it out until my 
husband came aft to see how I was get- 
ting on and gave me a chance to run be- 
low to get a big ulster of his to wrap 
myself in. From that time till noon I 
was steadily at it. The work was not 
very hard for me, as I am pretty strong, 
and the ship was scudding before the 
gale, but I was pretty tired before I was 
relieved. Then we had something to 
eat, and afterward I went back to the 
wheel again. Altogether I was at it 
eight hours that day.” 

Captain and Mrs. Reed live at Haver- 
hill, Mass., where they have a married 
son and daughter. Mrs. Reed is very 
anxious to hear of her daughter, who 
was sick when last heard of.

The Bible. 


At the Universalist church, yesterday 
morning, the pastor, Rev. E. W. Preble, 
preached a timely sermon on the Bible, 
with special reference to the statement 
often made, that we must either accept it 
in full or reject it in toto. 

He showed how many peopte were influ- 
enced by this argument, and it was the 
fear of losing the whole book which pre- 
vented them from adopting more intelli- 
gent views respecting it. Many of these 
people have a genuine love for the Bible, 
and we respect them for it, but is their 
hostility towards the new views reasonable? 
It is useless to fight against these new 
views, for under the leadership of the best 
scholars and critics they are marching 02 
to certain victory. In all denominations, 
men like Dr. Lyman Abbott, are boldly 
advocating them and their ideas are bound 
to find lodgment in the popular mind. 

But does the acceptance of these new 
Biblical views necessitate the giving up of 
the whole Bible? By no means. The 
difficulty lies in the fact that we have mis- 
conceived the purpose and mission of the 
Bible, and so gone wrong from the begin- 
ning. If it exists, as some suppose, to 
reveal a plan of salvation, upon the knowl- 
edge of which the eternal destiny of our 
souls depend, then we should have an in- 
fallible book to make koown that plan 
to us. But if it is the mission of the 
Bible, to educate and instruct as in right- 
eousness, so that we may be thoroughly 
furnished for good works in this life, there 
is no more necessity that the Bible should 
be infallible than our text books of science 
and history. We do not say of these lat- 
ter books that we will accept all or none, 
nor should we so argue about the Bible. 
The Bible is not a book of uniform and 
devine authority. It is not a book of even 
and continuous inspiration. It is not a 
book of asbestos, that can be put into the 
fire of criticism and every part escape un- 
consumed. It is not a book of geology. 
It is a book of life—for religious instruc- 
tion—to incite us to high living and acting. 
It is a book for character and conduct, and 
iu reading it we must use the separator of 
our minds just as we do in reading all 
other books, It is invaluable, though not 
infallible, and used aright is still the word 
of God to human souls.

- On His Deathbed He Tells His Supposee 


Daughter She Is of White Blood. 


Superior, Wis., March 22.—The cer. 


tainty that death was near at hand led 
the old Sioux Indian chief, Three Bears, 
to make a sensational disclosure regard- 
ing the girl who has long been supposed 
to be his daughter. 

She is 22, stately and dusky, and, save 
for her bronze complexion, bears no trace 
of Indian parentage. 

“Laughing Eyes’ the old warrior 
called the girl, but the white people spoke 
of her as “the pretty little Injun girl.” 
Three Bears was a devoted father te 
her, as kind as a father could be to a 
child, and the girl was faithful and 
obedient in return. Probably it was 
his ardent devotion that prevented him 
from divulging the secret of the girl’s 
life. 

When Three Bears found he was dying 
he sent for a lawyer and made his will 
in favor of the girl. Then, in the pres- 
ence of witnesses, and while his wife and 
supposed daughter stood by his bed- 
side, he said: 

“I must die soon. 3efore I go to the 
grave I must tell Laughing Eyes she 
isnotmy daughter. Sheis the daughter 
of white people. I brought her up and 
I love her much. She was brought tc 
me many, many moons ago—over 20 
years ago—by her white father. 

“IT lived by the Big Muddy river at 
Bismarck. One day four white me. 
cam eto my tent. One great, big, fat, 
nice clothes. He carry little girl baby 
He say 3 years old. He say baby’s 
mother dead. He ask me to keep child 
till he come back, in two months. He 
going with men to Bad Lands for gold 
He give me money and I take little 
girl and squaw take care of him. Then 
he give me card with his name on, 

“The man never came back,” continued 
Three Bears withagreateffort. ‘When 
Laughing Eyes was 13 years old, Major 
McLaughlin, the Indian agent at Stand- 
ing Rock, got letter to look for little 
girl lost from her father when Custer 
was killed. He ask me about baby 
I know nothing I like Laughing Eyes 
I no want them to take her from me.

SELF iNFLATING TIRE. 


| A Description of One Which an English- 


man Claims to Have Invented, 
A self inflating tire has been invented, 


|60 it is claimed, by an Englishman. It 


is self inflating, inasmuch as the air 
comes in automatically, and also self 
deflating, because the air escapes almost 
on the same plan in which it comes in. 
Strictly speaking, the invention is an 
alternating inflating and deflating tire, 
working automatically. Instead of the 
usual endless tube which is common to 
all or most detachable tires, a piece of 
tubing of about half the diameter and 


| twice the length isemployed. This tube 


is coiled twice around the wheel ina 
direction opposite to that of its rotation, 
and each of the two ends tapers to a 
point, where it is sealed. 

These ends overlap one another to the 
extent of the tapering and so fill up the 
space. A valve of the ordinary kind is 
fitted near one end of the inner tube, 
and the first coil occupies a position in 
the hollow of the rim. This part of the 
tube is thinner and of smaller diameter 
than the other half, which is coiled out- 
side of it and is situated immediately 
beneath the tread of the tire. An outer 
cover of ordinary character and attach- 
ment is used. 

The automatic inflating is performed 
as follows: If the tire is empty or has 
little air in it, the weight of the rider 
and the machine compresses the tube, 
more especially the bore of the thinner 
part lying in the rim, to the end of 
which the valve is attached. This part 
is flattened under the pressure, and as 
the wheel goes around the pressure tray- 
els along it, leaving behind a vacuum 
into which the air flows through the 
valve. This operation goes on until the 
tire is fully inflated, being renewed at 
every revolution of the wheel. The in- 
gress of air follows the flattening of the 
tire, making the inflation of the tire an 
automatic process. The tire works 
whether there is a puncture or not, and 
the claim can also be made that it is 
noupuncturable.—Washington Star. 


Women Will Manage This Meet, 

Boston is to have a cycle race meet 
managed by women. This does not mean 
that none but women will compete. The 
events will be open to males, but men 
have no voice in the management. The 
meet is to be hetd on the Charles River 
park track on May 19, and is to be call- 
ed the Blue Ribbon meet. The idea 
originated in the ranks of the Bostonian 
Cycle club, which is composed entirely 
of women, and will be carried out by 
that organization. The races will berun 
in the evening. The track will be illu- 
minated by “lectric lights. 

There will be races for the students 
of Harvard, the bicycle clubs of Boston, 
invitation races and one for the profes- 
sionals. On the track will be three 
women, one dressed in blue, one in red 
and one in white. To the winner of a 
race the woman in blue will present a 
blue ribbon, and to the second the wom- 
an in red will present a red ribbon, and 
the one in white will present a white 
ribbon to the third. Prizes in the form 
of red, white and blue souvenir buttons 
will be given to the winners, as well as 
generous money prizes. Governor Wol-

Exhausting the Rubber Supply.

Bicycle Flying Machine. 

A bicycle flying machine is now oc- 
cupying the attention of an inventor in 
Milwaukee, and he has applied fora 
patent. The machine is to be made in 
the form of a bicycle. Connected to the 
bicycle, including the propelling, soar- 
ing and steering mechanism, is a cigar 
shaped balloon 60 feet long by 14 feet 
in diameter at the largest point. The 
object of the balloon is to reduce the 
weight of the whole machine to as few 
pounds as possible. The machine will 
cost about $3,000, but when made in 
large numbers the cost will be reduced 
to $1,000 each.—New York Times.

Work on the levee barriers Is practi- 
cally abandoned in Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi as useless. At Chicot, Ark., a 
barge load of sand bags was dumped 
into a levee break. They only served to 
widen the breach. This is the experience 
at other points, and work on the outer 
barriers is abandoned and every hand 
turned to save the inner levees. 

A dispatch from Ripley, Tenn., says 
there is a strong current through Reel 
Foot lake and the old river bayou. It 

| is feared the river will seek its old chan 
nel through the lake, which was shifted 

20 miles west by the earthquake of 1812. 

South of Helena, Ark., the levee breaks 
gre most numerous and the damage 
greatest. The five steamers employed 
by the Mempnis relief committee were 

| re-enforced yesterday by two govern- 
| ment boats towing barges. These steam- 
ers pick their way through the tree tops. 

The C. B. Bryan steamed west from 
Memphis Seturday 38 miles, and re- 
turned with 130 people and a barge load 
of live stock.

Cause of Squeaks, 

Squeaks may arise from the friction 
of the springs of the saddle. Oiling will 
stop this. But as it is difficult to locate 
springs so af- 
fected the simplest plan is to oil every 
part where there is the slightest possi- 
bility of friction.

It cannot be forgotten that many 
of those who now advocate a high tariff 
and defend the extravagance which it 
engenders did not hesitate to denounce 
the administration of President Bu- 
chanan because in its last year the ap- 
propriations excee .ed the sum of $60,- 
(00,000.

__ |THEPORTE'S PROPOSAL 


Prince George of Greece May Re 
Appointed Governor of Crete, 


Over One Hundred Armenians 
Slain at Tokat. 


Report That Great Britain Refuses to Partlci- 
pate In Blockade. 


London, March 24.—The Morning 
Leader gives prominence to a private 
telegram from Paris declaring that the 
powers have accepted a proposal made 
by the sultan that King George of Greece 
shall occupy and administer the govern- 
ment of Crete, Turkey reservinggher im- 
perial rights in the island. The pro- 
posal, the telegram adds, provides that 
King George shall nominate a hfgh com- 
missioner for the island. 

The Chronicle makes an announcement 
similar to the telegram published by the 
Morning Leader, but under reserve. 
Nevertheless, it expresses some belief in 
the general correspondence of the report 
with the facts. It is stated that the 
King of Greece will nominate his son, 
Prince George, as high commissioner. 
It is understood that the matter was dis- 
cussed at the cabinet meeting yesterday. 

The Chronicle's Athens correspondent 
Bays that the Greek government has 
learned from its own official sources 
that Great Britain refuses to take part 
in a blockade of Greece, though she has 
no objection to such a measure be 
taken by the other powers. 

The government also learns from simi- 
lar sources that the admirals of the in- 
ternational fleet in Cretan waters have 
informed their respective governments 
that their position is no longer tenable, 
and that they must receive definite in- 
structions or be recalled. 

Slockade Proclamation. 

The proclamation of blockade con- 
sists of seven articles. The first pro- 
vides that no neutral vessel nor any 
vessel belor ix powers 
shall be al ed to land stores except at 
ports occupied by the powers. The 
second provides that no armed person, 
and no person of Greek nationality, 
armed or unarmed, shall be allowed to 
land without ina authority of the senior 
naval officer on the station. The re- 
maining articles fix the blockade limits 
and state the condi ler whih 
vessels are to be sear the terms 
of the sixth article Greek ps found 
within the blockade limits will be treated 
as hostile vessels. By the seventh any 
Greek torpedo boats observed within the 
limits of the blockade will b d upon 
as soon as they come within range of the 
international fleet. 

The proclamation makes no allusion to 
exports, but as two British

Constantinople, March v4.—In conse- 
quence of the troubles at Tokat, i 
Sivas district of Anatolia, Sir Philip 
Currie, British ambassador, has sent 
to the porte the strongest remonstrance 
that has yet been addressed to the gov- 
ernment in an official communication. 

The official report on the affair said 
that 15 Armenians and three Mussul- 
mans were killed, but the embassies have 
received reliable information that fully 
100 Armenians were massacred. The 
people were killed while in church. 

During and after the massacre the 
Armenian quarter of the city was given 
over to pillage.

MAY LEAD To A 


Unexpected Changes. at Waltham Watch 
Factory Startle Workmen. 

Waltham, Mass., March 24.—There was 
a tremendous sensation among thé 2000 
employes of the Waltham Watch com- 
pany yesterday, when it became known, 
through notices posted, that the great 
factory would close on the afternoon of 
March 26, for a week, for a re-arrange- 
ment of departments, and that all finish- 
ing room employes, some 50 in number, 
would be discharged after that date, to 
be rehired at the pleasure of the com- 
pany. 

The plan which the company desires 
to inaugurate in its finishing depart- 
ment is to so apportion the work that 
it may be divided between men and 
women. The finishers are the highest 
paid workmen in the watch business, and 
as the art is somewhat of a secret, the 
men have an agreement that the trade 
shall not be taught to women. 

The men who are thus discharged, 
with practically but three days’ notice, 
claim that the company Is desirous of 
substituting women finishers for men, 
end that a number of the former have 
already been secretly taught the trade. 
A year ago there was trouble between 
the finishers and the company, but it 
Was settled by agreement, the com- 
pany making a contract for one year 
from Murch 31, 1896. 

The men believe that it is to avoid 
signing another agreement that the 
change is to be made. 

There will be a meeting tomorrow 
of the finishers to decide upon some 
plan, but in the meantime, feeling among 
the other employes is rapidly becoming 
intense against the proposed change, 

Cathedral to Cost $5,000,000. 

New York, March 24.—A meeting of 
the trustees of the Protestant Episcopal 
cathedral was held yesterday in the see 
house.

[WENTY-SEVEN SAVED 


Rescued Crew of Androsa Arrives at 
Boston on Board the Ontario, 


Men Worked at Pumps Day 
and Night Until Exhausted. 


Thrilling Tale of Storm and Rescue as Told by 
Captain Morgan. 


. 
Boston, March 25.—Twenty-seven 
happy men arrived in Boston harbor 
yesterday, glad that they were still 
counted in the land of the living. 

They were the rescued crew of the 
British ship Androsa of Liverpool, bound 
home from San Francisco, and to Cap- 
tain’ Wise of the Wilson line steamer 
Ontario they owe their lives. 

The dismantied ship was sighted about 
€00 miles from their home port. They 
had been 127 days on the vovage, and 
everything was going well until a hur- 
ricane struck them March 2. It tore 
through the rigging of the ship, stripped 
the yards and created havoc generally. 

The story of the ship's experience 
as told by Captain Morgan is one of 
thrilling adventure and suffering, and 
@n escape from death that was well- 
high miraculous He said that the ves- 
sel sailed from San Francisco for Liver- 
pool on Oct. 28, and although several 
Peavy gales were encountered the ship 
passed through nothing more than the 
ordinary Cape Horn weather until 
March 1, when she was about 400 miles 
from the Irish coast. 

“On that date,’ he said, “a strong 
northgvesterly gale set in, accompanied 
by a terrible sea. The wind steadily 
increased in fury until the 2nd it was 
biowing a full-fledged hurricane. The 
fore and main lower topsails were blown 
to pieces and shortly after this a moun- 
tainous wave swept over the ship, burst- 
ing in the poop deck, carrying away 
the three life boats and skids from the 
forward house, and all the movables 
from the deck The bulwarks were 
swept away as cleanly as if they had 
been cut byanaxe. Ail the chain plates 
were torn off, and the huge volume of 
Water had hardly swept over us when 
all the topmasts went by the board. I 
had previously ordered the crew below 
and no one was on deck but myself and 
the officers when this terrible wave 
utruck us 

“We were then in a terrible plight; the 
vessel was unmanageable. We could 
not make our way about the vessel with 
any degree of safety, but as it then be- 
came a battle for life I ordered the crew 
on deck, and we began jettisoning the 
cargo to keep the ship afloat. 

“All that night the crew was engaged 
in throwing over boxes of salmon to 
lighten the ship, and they were worked 
incessantly without food or drink until 
the next day when the weather moder- 
ated a little, but still blew a fearful gale. 
On the morning of the 3rd it was dis- 
covered that the ship was leaking, and 
the crew struggled gallantly to keep her 
on the surface of the water, 

“When the leak was discovered we 
fastened the crew to the pumps with 
bowlines around each man, and as only 
the weather-handle of the pump could 
be utilized we attached a bell-rope to 
the handle so that more of the men could 
work at once. Part of the crew continued 
jettisoning the cargo and, being unable 
to leave their work for fear the vessel 
would founder under them, they had no 
nourishment for two days and nights. 

“That night the storm increased again 
and blew furiously with no abatement 
until the morning of the 7th. 

“About 9 o'clock the morning of the 
8th a steamer hove in sight, and those 
sailors who could walk ran aft and 
hoisted the British ensign union down 
in the rigging to attract her attention. 
The steamer proved to be the Ontario. 

“Promptly Captain Wise lowered a 
lifeboat in charge of Chief Officer W. 
Saunders, who, with six men, came to 
eur rescue. Mate Saunders finally, with 
great difficulty, succeeded in getting 
alongside of our vessel. Seventeen of 
the crew jumped or were assisted into 
the lifeboat, which returned to the 
steamer, and after transferring them to 
the Ontario's deck, put off again to res- 
cue the remainder of us. As the lifeboat 
came alongside for the second time the 
heavy seas smashed the boat against 
the wreck and her side was stove in. 
Nevertheless the remaining 10 of us got 
into the boat and bailed until the 
steamer was reached, where, after we 
had been removed to the Ontario, the 
lifeboat in which we were rescued filled 
and went to the bottom.” 


DEATH WAS ACCIDENTAL. 


Medical Examiner Investigates Case of Mrs. 
Hennessy---Husband Released. 

Providence, March 25.—James Hen- 
nessy, husband of Honorah Hennessy, 
who was found dead in her tenement, 
who was held by the police to await the 
autopsy on the body, was discharged 
from custody last night. Medical Ex- 
aminer Perkins held the autopsy and de- 
cided that no sign of violence was found 
on the body. He further decided that 
the condition of the bronchial tubes was 
caused by inhalation of the fumes of tne 
flames which burned her clothing, and 
not by strangulation as was at first 
thought. The police were unable to 
find any additional facts surrounding 
the mysterious death, and Mr. Hen- 
pessy told what appeared to bea straight 
story, although generally discredited. 
The police were working on the theory 
of an assault on Mrs. Hennessy, and the 
burning of the body to allay sugzpicion

burning, and her position resulted from 
her frantic struggles to get out of the 
closet while her clothing was afire. As 
to how the fire occurred is a question 
not definitely cleared up. 


ASKED TO PAY TWICE, 


Purchasers of Valuable Land at Hampton 
Must Defend Their Titles. 

Hampton, N. H., March 25.—The 
Misses Miller of New Haven are the con- 
testants of the estate of Simon P. Towle 
in this town, and the case promises to 
be one of considerable interest. About 
100 acres of valuable land, on which are 
the principal town buildings, aggregat- 
ing a value of fully $60,000, are in- 
volved. The Misses Miller, nieces of 
the late Simon Towle, claim that he 
sold these lands, which were held in 
trust by him for them. 

Hon. Calvin Pege of Portsmouth, N. 
H., has been sacur+d as their counsel, and 
the owners of the buildings on these 
lands have been notified that unless the 
land is paid for again the cases will be 
brought up in the New Hampshire 
courts. 

The big Hampton Shoe company, 
whose factory is on the land, announces 
that it will contest the demand. Three 
churches are also located on the estate, 
and the following have buildings on it:

Rushing Work at Augusta, 

Augusta, Me., March 25.—The legis- 
lature did a rushing business yesterday, 
every move being in view to an adjourn- 
ment by Friday. 

The majority report of the committee 
on labor against the 54-hour law wasac 
cepted by the senate in concurrence with 
the house. A bill reducing the rate of 
taxation of savings banks was referred 
to the next legislature by a vote of 85 to 2. 

The resolve in favor of the Eastern 
Maine insane hospital was considered. 
The house divided, and a motion to in- 
sist was carried by a vote of 87 to 5. 

The committee on ways and means re- 
ported an order fixing the rate of the 
state tax at 2% mills for each of the 
years 1897 and 1898. This is a reduction 
of %4 a mill from the rate of 3 mills for 
1897, originally reported by the com- 
mittee. 

A bill to change the name of the state 
college (agricultural) to “The University 
of Maine’ was passed to be engrossed.

Recall of Troops From the Frontier

Athens, March 25.-—It is now believed 
the powers will shortiy enforce coercive 
measures against Greece. A collective 
note has been addressed to the govern- 
ment demanding the recall of the Greek 
troops from the frontier and threaten- 
ing that in the event of the refusal of 
Greece to comply with this demand the 
powers will blockade the Greek ports 
near the frontier. 

The Greek government is about to ad- 
dress another protest to the powers 
against the blockade of the island of 
Crete, and a formal repudiation of all 
responsibility for any consequences to 
which it may give rise. The newspapers 
which represent the ministerial opposi- 
tion in the boule denounce the proposal 
of autonomy under Prince George as a 
betrayal of Hellenic interests. 

The Ephemeris, which is obviously 
inspired by the court, confirms the state- 
ment that the sultan offered to allow 
Prince George to administer Crete in 
return for the payment of a tribute to 
the porte, but that the powers stopped 
the negotiations. It is belleved that 
Germany and Austria did their utmost 
to prevent such a friendly arrangement 
being carried out.

Rumors of Rupture of Concert. 

London, March 25.—The Times* cor- 
respondent at Athens says that all kinds 
of rumors are current there as to the ex- 
pected rupture of the European concert. 
The danger of delaying a definite solu- 
tion of the crisis increases daily. The 
Crown Prince Constantine is expected 
to start in a few days for the Greek 
cemp at Larissa, and the risk of a seri- 
ous outbreak is becoming more and more 
intense. 

Turkey Wants Three Ironclads. 

Constantinople, March 25.—The Turk- 
ish minister of marine has pledged him- 
self to the sultan to dispatch a second 
squadron to the Dardanelles in the course 
of a fortnight. 

The vali of Ezeroum has informed the 
government that two divisions of the 
Kussian army of Kars encamped on the 
Turkish frontier on Saturday last. On 
being asked to explain the movement the 
Russian consul replied that the sola 
business of the troops was to take pre- 
cautions for excluding fhe plague. The 
vali considers this explanation unsatis- 
factory, and asks authority from the 
perte to take such measures as he may 
ceem necessary in the circumstances, 

The government has ordered the Turk- 
ish embassies in Europe to open nego- 
tiations for the purchase of three iron- 
clads at the cost of a £1,500,000. 


Salisbury Starts For the Riviera. 

London, March 25.—The Daily News 
understands that all the powers have 
accepted the proposal of Russia to es- 
tablish a neutral zone, a few miles wide, 
on the Turco-Greek frontier. 

The Times says that Lord Salisbury 
will start for the Rivera today. He 
is expected to break his journey at 
Paris, for an interview with M. Hano- 
taux on the Cretan question. 

Sir Willlam Vernon Hardcourt’s at- 
tack of influenza will prevent his par- 
ticipating in the forthcoming debate 
on the foreign office estimates, when the 
Cretan matter is likely to be discussed. 

Hon. George Curzon, parliamentary 
secretary for the foreign office, will be 
puestioned today on the fate of English 
and American vessels carrying cargoes 
for Crete. 

Canea Advices. 

Canea, March 25.—The foreign forces 
here were re-enforced yesterday by the 
landing of additional French and Eng- 
lish troops. Two British vessels, which 
started for Crete before the blockade 
for the purpose of loading with oil, were 
refused permission to load by the com- 
mander of the foreign fleet. The pro- 
clamation announcing the blockade of 
the ports of Crete declares that any 
Greek vessel coming within the limits 
of the blockade will be fired upon. 

Ae Sitia the Mussulman inhabitants of 
the town are without food and are sur- 
rounded by Christians who have cut off 
all means of communication, 

An Austrian ironclad stopped a Greek 
steamer and a Griek sailing vessel 
which were trying to run the blockade. 


Anxiety About Greek Steamer. 

Athens, March 25.—Considerable anx- 
fety is felt here for the safety of the 
Greek steamer Hera, which started for 
Crete on March 19, with a cargo of pro- 
visions for the Greek troops on the isl- 
and, and has not yet returned. On 
board the steamer was the president of 
the chamber of deputies and a number 
of other prominent persons,

An increase of 157,315,023 gallons 
in four years, or over 71 per cent. 

The number of takers per mile is larger 
than four years ago, although in 1893, 
1894 and 1895 there were less than in 1892. 
In 1892 there were 42 takers per mile; in

in 1895 but 40. Now there are 43, or one 
to every 120 feet of pipe. . 

The average consumption of water has 
steadily increased. In 1892 it was in round 
numbers 18 millions gallons monthly; in 
1893 it was 22 millions; in 1894 it was 24 
millions; in 1895 it had increased to over 
|27 millions; and in 1896 was over 31 mil- 
|lions. The average for Jaly and August 
last was over 37 millions, and was higher 
by a million gallons than June and August, 
the big months of 1895. There was only 
one big month in 1894 and then it only

It is worthy of note that the average 
consump tionfor last November was up to 
the average of the year, while that of 
December was above the average.

The December average for the 
five years has been 18 millions, 20 millions, 
21 millions, 25 millions, and 32 millions; a 
very notable increase in one and two years. 

The rainfall of 1896 was about the same 
as in 1895, or 44 inches each year, but it 
| was distributed fortunately for the Quincy 
| water supply. The water io the reservoir 
| fell rapidly in 1896, more so than in the 
preceding years, but it was checked early 
| in September, the rainfall of that month 
| being unusually heavy; it was over ten 
| inches while eight inches was the highest 
of any preceding month for the five years, 
| In 1894 and 1895 the water in the 
|reservoir reached its lowest level in 
| October, while in 1892 and 1893 it was 
| November before the lowest point was 
|reacbed. In 1896 the water was lower 
| Sept. 1 than in any of the four preceeding 

years, but the heavy rain of September 
prevented the lowest levels of 1894 and 
| 1895 being reached and filled the reservoir 
early in December so that there was no 
scarcity of water. 

Since December the water has been 

running to waste over the dam. In 1896 
the reservoir was full until the middle of 
May; in 1895 until June 1; in 1804 it 
| ceased to overflow for a while in May, but 
filled and ran to waste until Jane 6. In

‘Ho wever, 
as the greater part of Japan’s trade wi 1s | 
with China and India, the two countries | 
of Asia still using the silver standard, 
the disadvantage on this account was 
not considered great. 

The silverites have lost with Japan] 
some of their best capital. Of course] 
they will tell us -how ‘‘British gold’’} 
Was used to bribe the government into 
betraying its people into the hands of 
the money power. They cannot, how- 
ever, much longer tell us that we are 
unable to compete with Japan because 
she uses the silver standard. 

The truth is that Japan got tired ot 
being a second rate nation and of work- 
ing with second rate tools, and, after] 
careful investigation, concluded to get 
rid of free ige at ordinary ratios, 
which drives gold out ¥ the country as 
fast as itcan be coinéd and which re- 
sults in the single silver standard, and 
to adopt the gold standard at a ratio 
with silver which will permit the use of 
both metals in her trade. It is a wise 
step. Japan is only one of four or five 
nations which have adopted the gold 
standard during the last 18 months,

In the south and west particularly hon- 
est thinkers are to be supplied with ma- 
terial for progressive thought toward 
sound conclusions on the money ques- 
tion. | 

Much was done in six months of | 
1895 to uproot the erroneous ideas 
planted in five years of populist agita- 
tion. Errors had flourished simply be- | 
cause they had not been confronted with 
fact. Now monetary truth is to be as} 
systematically inculcated as fallacy was, | 
and the result cannot but be most} 
wholesome.—Baltimore Sun.

Present Civil Service Crisis Discussed 
by Friends of Reform, 


President and Ex-Presidents 
Criticised. 


Distinguished Gathering at Banquet of’ Massa- 
chusetts Association. 


Boston, March 26.— “The Present 
Crisis in Civil Service Reform” was the 
general topic of discussion at the meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts Reform club 
in Young's hotel last evening. There 
was a large attendance, @nd President 
George S. Hale presided

Mr. Brosius here paid a_ tribute to 
President McKinley who, he said, 
“stands like a stone wall to turn back 
the flood of offi ekers and patronage 
purveyors, who stand ke a swarm 
about White House today.” The 
congressman said the friends of civil 
service had two kinds of mento deal 
with in public life, those men who 
thought ‘there was no safety unless the 
boiler was nearly empty, and those who 
thought they were making no progress 
unless the boiler was ready to burst. He 
belonged to the middle class, he added. 

Mr. Brosius contrasted the appointive 
system in En~land and that in this coun- 
try. He said that in the former coun- 
try not more than 20 places could be 
called a spoil after an election, and that 
here the president had hardly time to 
perform the duties of his office the num- 
ber of applicants for office was so large. 

“Why should a system carrying on its 
wings such immeasurable benefits,” the 
speaker contipued, “produce such dis- 
satisfaction? There are two sorts of 
complaints. In some instances there 
are serious rrounds for complaints, as 
the civil service system unhappily af- 
fords an asylum for the spoils system 
within the se ‘vice. The party in power 
extends favers to its own friends. The 
next admin! tration comes in, and ifa 
change in pelitical complexion puts in 
its own men if possibie. The extension 
of the competitive system {is done to 
cover friends of the party in the as- 
cendancy. Candor compels me to say 
that the changes in the last administra- 
tion were-too numerous not to have been 
made for political reasons. The re- 
movals in the departmental service at 
Washington amounted to 29 per cent of 
the whole number from March 18, 1893, 
to June 5, 1896, 15 per cent of the total 
force resigned during that time, 43 per 
cent were pramoted, and 15 per cent re- 
duced. How many removals were due 
to the proper reduction of the force, or 
how many whose resignation were re- 
finéd modes of removal, I do not know.” 

The congressman then declared with 
vehemence: “The spoils devil being 
driven from the gateway found shelter 
within the gate, and did his devilment 
within the very shadow of the altar.” 

“Politicans no longer had the oppor- 
tunity to do the work on the outside,” 
the speaker continued, “and had en- 
trenched themselves inside to do the 
work the spoils system did on the out- 
side. Until the spoils system shall be 
Gestroyed and the abuses stopped, 
periodical seasons of agitation will con- 
tinue, and sooner or later, will Stat the 
whole civil service system in peril.” Mr. 
Brosius, during his address, compli- 
mented both ex-Secretary of Navy Her- 
bert and Secretary Long. 

Hon. Lucius B. Swift of Indianapolis, 
the next speaker, arraigned President 
McKinley for “appointing men to im- 
portant positions, unfit to represent the 
people of the United States.” The ap- 
pointment of ex-Chairman Gowdy ot 
the Indiana Republican state committee 
as consul general at Paris, his choice 
of a minister to Mexico, and several 
appointments in Indlana_ were criti- 
cized at considerable length. Mr. Swift 
did not forget Senator Fairbanks in his 
general arraisnment. Mr. Swift was 
given three cheers at the conclusion of 
his vigorous address. 

The last speaker was Hon. Charles J. 
Bonaparte of Baltimore. During his 
spirited address he also scored past and 
present administrations at Washington 
for ignoring the principles of the civil 
service. 


but @annot Get Transportation. 

Boston, March 26.—The registering of 
Greek residents of New England at the 
consulate of that country in this city, 
in response to King George's action in 
calling out the reserves in case of a 
conflict with Turkey, has brought: to 
light a peculiar feature of the Greek 
laws. All male Greeks in this country 
between 21 and 58 years of age, unless 
naturalized, who are drafted for mili- 
tary service at home, are obliged to 
return to their native land, or forfeit 
property, if they have any, to their goy- 
ernment, and run the risk of imprison- 
ment if they ever return. 

Consul Timayenis of this city has cir- 
culated the order recalling to Greece 
all the reserves in this country. Tha 
order is final, and the time in which to 
respond is short. The government 
makes no prevision to help the poor 
Greeks return home, and they are un- 
able to go. Their inability to secure 
the means dces not exempt them from 
the law. Six hundred Greeks from 
Lowell, 350 from Boston, and 40 from 
Voburn have registered with the con- 
sul for service, and only six have started 
on the homeward journey. Consul Tim- 
ayenis intends to inform his govern- 
ment about what the New England 
Greeks have done, in hopes that some 
aid may be sent for their passage home,

Canea, March 26.—Fighting In the vicl- 
nity of Malaxa continued throughout 
yesterday. It was especially desper- 
ate at 3 o’clock in the afternoon in the 
village of Tsicalaria, where the insur- 
gents set fire to a number of houses. 

The fleets fired 90 shells upon the in- 
surgents around Malaxa, and some of 
these fell inside the blockhouse. Of the 
Turkish garrison, numbering 64, one 
tscaped to Nerokhuri and 18 others to 
Suda. It is believed that the others 
perished. 


News Recceived at Athens. 

Athens, March 26.—The news of the 
dynamiting of the Malaxa blockhouse 
at 8 o'clock last night as the culmina- 
tion of a day of fierce fighting and a pro- 
longed siege has made a tremendous 
sensation here. It is regarded as an 
event of far reaching importance, both 
in its effect upon the insurgents them- 
selves and upon the Greek mind at this 
stage of the crisis. 

lt confirms the belief generally enter- 
tained here in official circles, as well as 
by the people at large, that the Chris- 
tians in Crete are not in the least de- 
terred by the blockade and not in the 
least beguiled by the appeals of the ad- 
mirals or the implied arguments of the 
autonomy proclamation. 

Advices from Canea as to the details 
of the day's fighting show that the in- 
surgents displayed the most desperate 
vaior and left the Turkish garrison of 
the blockhouse no choice but flight. 
Evacuation by the Moslems was fol- 


Three-Weeks-O'd Infant Found In Seaweed. 
Mother Under Arrest 

New Bedford, Mass., March 26.—-Minnie 
Mooney, 23 years of age, and a native 
of Prince Edward Island, is under ar- 
rest on a charge of infanticide in caus- 
ing the death of her 3-weeks-old child.

the king. What happened there can 
only be guessed at, but one thing {!s 
significant, King George and the cabinet 
have given the consent they had with- 
held for the last four days to the formal 
gazetting of the Crown Prince Constan- 
tine as commander-in-chief of the Greek 
army in Thessaly, and the decree is 
published today. The crown prince did 
not wait for the actual appearance of his 
commission In print, but started for the 
frontier at 4 o'clock this morning.

Thousands of signatures are appended 
to a protest by Cretans against the 
blockade, which runs in part as fol- 
lows: 

“We, Cretans sojourning in Greece, 
protest before God and man against the 
unjust and inhuman death which some 
of the great potentates of the earth seek 
to impose by famine upon our fellow 
countrymen, whose only crime {s that 
they are seeking for freedom, as those 
potentates themselves have formerly 
done.” 


Validity of Subway Contracts, 

Boston, March 26.—A case of great im- 
port, it is claimed, having a bearing on 
the Boston subway, was heard in the 
supreme court in this city yesterday. 
It was that based on a demurrer of the 
defendant in the suit of Contractor 
Jones, of Jones & Meehan, against the 
city of Boston to recover $39,000, the 
balance due on the first section of the 
subway. The action is brought against 
the city on the ground that the con- 
tract made by the transit commissioners 
was void and illegal, inasmuch as the 
commission exceeded its authority by 
making the contracts in the name of 
the city of Boston. It is claimed the 
action is brought to test the validity 
of every contract made for subway work. 
If the court decides that the contracts 
are void, all the contractors on the sub- 
Way may then sue the city for their 
work and recover, not the low contract 
price, but a reasonable value of the 
work, which may be double the con 
tract price. If any of the contractors 
bid low figures, and lost money, they 
cvuld recover the full amount of their 
work in the event of a favorable deci- 


On the Frontier. 

Salonica, March 26.—It is still rumored 
here that Edhem Pasha, commander-in- 
chief of the Turkish forces, has re- 
signed, owing to the conflicting orders 
he receives from the palace and from 
the war minister. A well-equipped hos- 
pital has been established here with 1000 
beds. Field hospitals have been estab- 
lished at Elassonoa, Monastir and 
Janina, as well as other points. 

It is reported that an advance Is im- 
minent. Fresh divisions are mobiliz- 
ing at Prevesa and Katrina. The con- 
suls are quitting the frontier districts. 
Re-enforcements continue to arrive from 
Feredjek. Over 70,000 men are now on 
the frontier. A thgusand horses, with 
tons of provisions, tents and ambu- 
lances are going dha ard. Siege ar- 
tillery was sent to’ the frontier, but it 
broke down at Kosani, owing to the lack 
of draught horses. Ten thousand Mar- 
dni rifles have been sent to Janina.

Boston, March 26.—In the h 
day the bill to incorporate the

' Chilton Amendments Occupy Another 
Day In Senate. 


bate In House. 


Amendments Will Be Debated Under Five-Min- 
ute Rule Until Final Vote. 


——_—_— 


Washington, March 26.—The senate 
held a half hour open session early in the 
day, and then, after two hours in ex- 
ecutive session on the arbitration treaty, 
resumed the open session in order to go 
on with the bankruptcy Dill. The 
latter measure, generally known as the 
Torrey bankruptcy bill, was read at 
length, and Mr. Nelson of Minnesota 
offered a substitute, differing in a num- 
ber of particulars from the committee 
bill. The debate has not yet opened. 

Amended credentials were presented 
in behalf of John W. Henderson, ap- 
pointed by the governor of Florida to 
the seat vacated by MrCall. It brought 
out a statement from Mr. Hoar, acting 
chairman of the committee on privileges 
and elections, that action on the pend- 
ing election cases was delayed by the 
| uncertainty as to committee organiza- 
tion inthe senate. The revised creden- 
| tials were referred to the election com- 
mittee. 

The senate took up the arbitration 
treaty immediately after going into ex- 
ecutive sessiin. The Chilton amend- 
ment was still the immediate subject 
of discussion, and Senator Chilton, the 
author of the amendment, was the first 
senator of the day to speak at length 
upon it. He urged the change as nec- 
essary to protect American interests, 
and said they were not safe under a less 
explicit provision. 

The executive session was concluded 
at 3 o’clock on a motion of Senator Hoar. 
The debate on the treaty had not been 
very animated and there appeared to 
be no one prepared to continue the dis- 
cussion. Mr. Hoar, therefore, sug- 
gested that the bankruptcy bill could 
be taken up with profit, and that it would 
be wise to go out of executive session 
for this purpose. The suggestion was 
accepted without dissent. The discus- 
sion of the treaty yesterday was largely 
colloquial in character. Aside from the 
speech made by Senator Chilton, Senator 
Morgan talked at some length. The 
Chilton amendment was under discus- 
sion from first to last, and this involved 
a general discussion of the scope of the 
treaty, as amended by the committee 
on foreign relations. Senators Davis, 
Fry and Gray, of the committee, con- 
tended that the ground was entirely 
covered by the committee amendments. 
The speeches of Messrs. Chilton and 
Morgan were directed to showing that 
they did not. ‘They involved technical 
legal construction and were without 
popular interest.

We have | 
something to show them; something for | 
them to go home and talk about.” 

Galveston is very flat and low: only a| 
foot or two above the water in the gulf. | 
For a day or two before we arrived it 
rained considerably and many of the side 
Streets were full of water from curb to} 
curb, two or three inches deep. The city 
is obliged to raise its streets one or two | 
feet and pave them to have them passable, 

Galveston is situated on an island, long | 
and narrow. It is claimed that at some} 
time the city will havea population as 
large as New York has today. Its present | 
population is about 50,000. A long bridge, 
2 1-7 miles, connects it with the mainland. | 
It is the principal seaport of Texas, and is | 
said to be the fifth largest exporting city | 
in the United States, 

Galveston has many handsome public 
and private buildings and it is said to be 
the third richest city in the United States 
ip proportion to its population. The avail-| 
able assets of its eight banks are $13,600,- | 
000; and the bank clearing for 1896 amount- | 
ed to over $262,000,000. The assessed value 
of property in the city is $25,200,000. 

Daring our stay in Galveston, between 
the sessions of the convention, the city did 
everything to make it pleasant for the 
editors and their ladies. 

Ono Wednesday afternoon they were in-| 
vited to an oyster roast at Woollam’s Lake, 
which was greatly enjoyed. In the park 
by the lake, tables were set for 400, and 
decked with generous dishes of celery and 
an array of catsups, sauces and peppers 
for seasoning of the bivalves. A commit- 
tee on entertainment presided as waiters, 
and a dozen or more cooks busied them 
selves at the fires, A railroad gridiron in- 
terested the visitors and provided them 
witi roasted oysters by the bushel. 

** Eat, drink and be merry ”’ was the or- 
der of the day, and all ceremony was dis- 
pensed with. Oysters raw, oysters fried, 
oysters broiled, oysters roasted, disappeared 
with the suddenness and smacks of lips 
that clearly chronicled the fondness of the 
guests for the bivalve. Galveston brewed 
beer was dispensed and light-heartedness 
reigned supreme. 

Although it was the middle of February 
the feast was much enjoyed on the lawn in 
the park, and after all had eaten oysters to 
their heartv’s content, speeches were in 
order. To make it more enjoyable, a large | 
leather medal, nearly a foot in diameter, 
had been expressly prepared to present to 
the ckampion oyster eater. It fell to the 
lot of Benj. B. Herbert, first president of 
the Association, whom it was claimed ate 
990. 

The face of the medal bore the following 
inscription in gilt letters: ‘* National 
Editorial Association; Presented to B. B. 
Herbert of Chicago, champion oyster eater 
of the National Editorial Association. 
Woollam’s Lake, Galveston, February 17, 
1897. 

Oo returning from the park the editors 
and ladies were invited to the grounds of 
the Garten club, which were beautifully 
illuminated with faney lanterns. There} 
they enjoyed themselves in bowling, danc- 
ing, swinging etc., etc. G. W. P.

The city appropriations in the 
annual budget amounted to $227,968.00, yet 
ic was voted to raise bat $202,500 00; some 
receipts certainly must have been con- 
sidered. 

The City Council voted that $202,500.00 
should be raised; the City Auditor and 
City Treasurer have the amount 
should have been raised; yet the Assessors 
of 1896 constituted themselves a financial 
board, and saw fit to reduce the amount 
which appears to have been a legal one. 
What would have been the remedy had 
the Assessors overestimated the income, 
and the amount raised had been too small 
meet the appropriations? If 
Assessors can raise only such sums as they 
think best we must hold them responsible 
instead of the City Council for our taxes, 
this burden we never intended to lay at 
the door of the Assessors, and don’t believe 
it belongs there now; and the board is 
making a mistake to add unnecessarily to 
its burdens by assuming to be the financial 
regulators. 

If the Assessors can raise a smaller sum 
than ordered by the City Council, they can 
on the other hand raise a larger sum, pro- 
vided of course it is within the limits of 
the law, but there may be more objection 
and possibly an injunction about that time.

It would seem that they 
should be considered with the appropria- 
tion orders; that the financial position of 
the city should be known and recorded, as 
to debt limit, tax limit, balance in treasury 
from appropriations of preceding years, 
and the estimated receipts which should 
be itemized. The calculation whereby the 
Finance Committee reach the amount re- 
quired to be raised should be a matter of 
record as a guide for years to come.

One of the most beautifal and with- 
out doubt the costliest materials ever 
woven in Lyons is the magnificent and 
unique brocade manufactured for the 
German empress. The ground is silvery 
white silk, and the highly raised design 
consists of bold sprays of flowers and 
foliage, among which bright plumaged 
birds disport themselves. Every petal, 
leaf and feather is perfect, and the 
whole stands out in such strong relief 
that at a distance the effect is as though 
the pattern was laid lightly upon the 
silk beneath. 

One weaver alone was capable of pro- 
ducing this masterpiece, and it took 


100 francs (320) per yard, the eventual 
price of the brocade being 600 francs 
($120) per yard. The stutt had been spe- 
cially ordered for a state gown for the 
empress, but when her majesty beheld 
it she instantly exclaimed that it was 
far too beautiful to cut up and gave the 
command that curtains should be made 
of it instead of utilizing it for the pur- 
pose originally intended. Up to that 
date the most expensive material on 
record was the cloth of gold bought by 
Louis XIV for a dressing gown, which 
cost, according to modern reckoning, the 
respectable sum of 414 francs per meter.

Mr. Noble has served the city tlitee 
successive terms, and was re-elected last 
month by a large majority.

The Russian volunteer fleet is now 


available to transport troops whenever 
required. 

The Dally Mail's Rome correspondent 
says today that Admiral! Canevaro, com- 
manding the international fleet in Cre- 
tan waters, has wired the Italian gov- 
ernment to send immediately a large 
land force, which is imperatively neces- 
sary to cope with the Cretan insurgents. 

The correspondent of The Times at 
Athens says that a vigorous movement 
has been set on foot against the pro- 
posal to establish Crete as a prinaipality 
under a Greek prince. The Ethnike 
Hetairia has published a manifesto de- 
claring that this is the most impracti- 


cable solution yet proposed, and conceals West Quincy, Wollaston, 


a deliberate design to separate the isl- 
and from the Greek race and to subject 
it to foreign control. The manifesto 
Says: 

“All the calamities that could be in- 
volved fn the defeat of the Greek army 
would be preferable to the internal con- 
vulsions which the acceptance of such 
a project would entail.” 

The Daily Graphic understands that 
the British proposal to Greece and 
Turkey to withdraw their armies from 
the frontier actually originated at 
Athens.

According to The Dally 
Graphie the Greeks proposed a simul- 
taneous withdraw in erder to be able 
to capture these positions ty a rush at- 
tack after making a feint of compli- 
ance. 


News From Athens. 

Athens, March 28.—The Crown Prince 
Constantine has arrived at Volo. Dur- 
ing the passage of the canal Egripos, 
Prince George went on board and bade 
his brother a touching adieu. 

The ministers of the powers held a con- 
ference yesterday and, {t Is stated, drew 
up the terms of a collective note to the 
Greek government requesting that the 
Creek troops be recalled from the fron- 
tier. It is understood that a similar 
note will be presented to the porte, and 
that if either power refuses its principal 
ports will be blockaded. 

A meeting of the Cretan delegates will 
be held shortly at Athens to draft a re- 
ply to the admirals’ proclamations of 
autonomy. 


Minister Terrell'’s Fears. 

Constantinople, March 29.—Owing to 
fears of further disturbances in the 
vilayet of Sivas, United States Minister 
Terrell has asked the porte to resume 
the military guards at the residences of 
the American missionaries. There ts a 
feeling of uneasiness here because of the 
rumor that the Armenians who partici- 
pated in the attack on the imperial Ot- 
toman bank have returned to the city. 
The fact that the authorities have ma- 
terlally increased of late the military 
precautions against outbreaks indicetes 
that they share in the feeling of appre- 
hension.

Prize Whist. 

Judge Carter of Haverhill, who raised 
the hopes of the crusaders against prize 
whist, has dashed them as suddenly, by 
qualifying what be said. In an interview 
he says: 

“In some way I have been misunder- 
stood, for I did not say that all whist play- 
ing for prizes contained all the elements of 
gaming. If a hostess invites her friends to 
come to her house and play whist, and pro- 
cures her own prizes, this form of whist 
contains none of the elements of gambling. 

“It is the practice of the ladies chipping 
in at the end of a session from ten to fifty 
cents each to procure the prize for the nex! 
meeting that makes their pastime iHegal. 
This they do in many cases, not thinking 
that it is against the law or that it isa form 
of gambling. My idea is that this form 
does contain all the elements of gambling. 
They might just as well play for the 
money. It is the same as the game of 
loo, where men chip in and the winner 
takes the stakes. They might jast as well 
put the money on the board and play for 
it. 


“Gambling generally embraces the con- 
dition of gain and loss—gain from others, 
and loss to self. Where money is contrib- 
uted by each player there is a hope of gain 
and the risk of loss, It is not so where the 
hostess procures the prizes, for the offering 
of prizes is nothing more or lees than an 
incentive to good play. It is just the same 
in sports and horse racing. The purse

DEVASTATING WIND. 


Texas Visited by Cyclone Which Wrecks Many 
Buiidings. 

Austin, March 29.—This city and the 
surrounding country 
terday by a terrific cyclone that did 
great damage to property. The wind 
came from the southwest, and blew 


about 60 miles an hour for nearly 20 
rainutes, Several large electric Hght 


towers were blown down and a number 
of houses in the residence portion of the 
city were demolished. In several cases 
narrow escapes from death have been 
reported. The residence of Burt Mc- 
Donald crashed against the home of 
William Vining, knocking in one side of 


the building. Two little children who 
were in a room playing narrowly es- 
caped death. The wind be» piles of 


lumber in,every direction and scattered 
ruin and waste on every side. The roofs 
of a number of houses were torn off. The 
state university suffered seriously. The 
force of the elements lifted the roof off 
a dormitory, letting the rain drive with 
full effect into the four-story building. 
Great damage was done to the building 
and property of the 200 students therein, 
many of whom fied for their lives when 
the crash came. The roof was carried 
109 yards, crushing in the top of a cot- 
tage in which were four people. No one 
was injured, though they were entombed 
by falling debris. A church just to the 
north of the university had its entire 
east wall destroyed, and was unroofed, 
the debris being carried a block away. 
The residence of Dr. Graves was lifted 
from its foundation, twisted completely 
around and set down in the same place, 
ro badly damaged, however, that none 
of the doors uld be opened to permit 
the escape of the frightened inmates. 
The smal! town of Clarksville, near this 
city, was swept by the winds and many

Mr. George Randall, whose burial took 
place in Attleboro today, claimed his 
home in Quincy, as he grew up from

Undoubtedly the needs for currency

much as in Canada, but the cost of buy- 
| ing bonds at a high premium on which 
notes can be issued only to 90 per cent 
of their par value, the red tape neces- 
sary to obtain these notes from the goy- 
ernment and the tax on circulation 
make a delay and cost in increasing the 
circulation which practically prohibit 
| an increase until the need for such in- 
crease is past. Therefore interest rates 
in this country run up rapidly in An- 
| gust and September without appreciably 

affecting the supply of currency. 
In Scotland and Canada the machinery 
necessary to increase the supply of cur- 
rency is simple and is entirely in the 
hands of the banks; hence the cost and 
} delay necessary are much less than with 
us. Thus in Canada a few big banks 
With numerous “‘branch banks’’ supply 
| all parts of the country with currency. 
When more money is needed in any 
province —as in Manitoba when the 
wheat crop is being harvested—rates of 
interest begin to rise. The profits of sup-

Washington, March 29.—On Wednes- 
day p. m. voting on the Dingley 
tariff bill will begin. Closing arguments 
on the measure will be made by Mr. 
Dingley, for the bill, and Mr. Bailey 
of Texas, in opposition. Each speaker 
will have an hour in which to present 
arguments. The bill will undoubtedly 
pass by aparty vote. It is known that 
four Southern Democrats, and perhaps 
a Populist or two, will vote for the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

Mr. Dingley, who has engineered the 
bill through the eddies of debate with 
great skill, will devote his energies to 
pressing the consideration of the bill 
forward with the utmost expedition 
in order to complete it before the vote 
is taken. But the Democrats are pur- 
Sulng a course which has thus far 
rendered progress extremely difficult.

| SIXTEEN PICKED UP. 
|More Survivors of Ville St. Nazaire Rescued 
| From Smail Boat. 


| London, March 29.—The British steam- 
lship Yanariva, Captain Weston, which 
left Newport News, Va., on March 10, 
bound for Glasgow, arrived at Green- 
ock last night. The captain reports 
that on March 12, while in lat. 31, lon. 71, 
he picked up a smal! boat containing 16 
survivors of the steamship Ville De St. 
Nazaire, foundered in the great storm 
on the Atlantic coast of March 7 and 8, 
off the Virginia capes. 

They had been without food and water 
for four days and were in a state of ex- 
treme exhaustion, a state bordering on 
madness. The officers and crew of the 
Yanariva did all in their power for the 
unhappy victims of an ocean horror, and 
finally learned their pitiful story plece 
by piece. 

They say that four boats were 
launched, two containing 29 each, the 
third 17, and the fourth six. The boat 
picked up by the Yanariva was one of 
the two that took off 29, but 13 of these 
succumbed to exposure, hunger and 
thirst. ‘Phe last the survivors saw of 
the other boats was on the day the ves- 
sel foundered, when they descried two 
of them lashed together and empty. 

For some time after the rescue, the 
captain of the Yanariva kept an officer 
at the masthead. sweeping the horizon 
with a glass, in the hope of getting some 
trace of the other boats, but there was 
no sign of them. , Light was falling 


rapidly, and the nd wind were in- 
creasing, with mist and rain, the Yana- 
riva proceeded. The second officer of 
the Ville De St. Nazaire is among the 
rescued, who will be taken in charge 


by the French consul at Glasgow.

City Expenses. 

The appropriations of the city of Everett 
will be of interest at this time, while those 
of Quincy are under consideration. The 
following have passed the board of alder- 
men of Everett: 

Aavertising, $500 ; contingent expenses, 
$1500 ; engineers’ department, $500 ; City 
Hall maintenance, $2700; labor service, 
$100; law department, $1000; city debt, 
$48,105.59; extra clerk hire, $250 ; fire de- 
partment, $14,500; health department, 
$5200 ; hydrants, $1484 ; insurance, $1000; 
interest on ordinary debt, $6500 ; interest 
on sewer bonds, $9000; observance of 
Memorial day, $200; military aid, $50; 
parks, $1500; police department, $13,500 ; 
poor department, $5500; printing and 
stationery, $2000; Public Library, $2200; 
salaries, $11,650; support of school's, 
$35,000; maintenance and repairs of 
streets, $17,500 ; new street signs, $100 ; 
street construction, $3000, allowing $500 to 
each of the six wards ; side-walks, $1000 ; 
soldiers’ relief, $506 ; crosswalks, $500 ; 
street lighting, $11,000 ; street watering, 
$2500 ; total, $248,042.59. 

It will be noticed that this small city 
appropriates more for streets than Quincy, 
if the special sums are included. 


The Question of Branch Banks, 

If small national banks are to be en- 
couraged in the more sparsely settled 
portions of the country, the question 
arises whether they should be purely 
local organizations or branches of the 
great metropolitan banks. The old Unit- 
ed States bank had branches which, by 
virtue of their connection with a large 
central institution, had some advan- 
tages over the local banks with which 
they competed, but were in more than 
one instance the objects of adverse state 
legislation. This spirit of local hostility 
to a bank located in another city, and 
perhaps another state, left memories 
which still survive and which account 
in part for the opposition to branch 
banks. 


But the experience of England and} 


Scotland, Canada and Australia, is 
strongly and uniformly in favor of large 
central banks with many branches. The 
banks of Canada are able to maintain a 
singular uniformity in the rates of in- 
terest in the great commercial centers 
and in the remote agricultural regions 
because the banks of Montreal and To- 
ronto have their branches in Manitoba 
and the Pacific region and can transfer 
the surplus capital of one locality to 
meet the deficiency in another as it can- 
not be done by wholly independent 
banks. The conditions in Canada are 
very m ch like those of the United 
States, and the success of the Canadian 
banks in doing what we recognize the 
importance of having done is entitled to 
great we®zht in our considerations. In 
Scotland it is well known that the 
branch system has greatly favored those 
agricultural interests which in ourown 
country are so much in need of financial 
accommodation. 

The preponderance of financial testi- 
mony is decidedly in favor of the branch 
system, most of the opposition to which 
comes, or would come, from local finan- 
cial interests, jealous of strong outside 
‘competition. There is a feeling of dis- 
trust of all banks which is born of ig- 
norance. It increases rapidly with the 
increase of a bank’s capital and the ex- 
tension of its operations, which are sup- 
posed to prove the bank to be a monop- 
oly.—Iron Age. 


Killed by Stray Spanish Bullet. 
Havana, March 30.—C. E. Crosby, 
correspondent of the Chicago Record, 
was killed at an engagement which took 
place recently at Arroyo Blanco, in the 
Sancti Spiritus district of the province 
of Santa Clara, between a Spanish force 
under Colonel Arjons, and a body of 
insurgents commanded by General Max- 
{rno Gomez. Mr. Crosby was in the 
camp of the insurgents, from which place 
he was watching the fight through field 
glasses, when he was killed by a stray 

bullet fired from the Spanish ranks, 


Dr, Luiz Sentenced. 

Baltimore, March 30.—Dr. Luiz of the 
Cuban junta, convicted of violating the 
United States neutrality laws in send- 
ing an expedition to Cuba, has been gen- 
tenced to 18 months’ imprisonment and 
fined $500. The case will be appealed 
to the United States supreme court.

SHORT WHEEL NOTES. 


When buying a bicycle, it is a good 
thing not to forget to take a receipted 
bill. 

George H. Orr of Toronto has been 
selected president of the Canadian Wheel- 
men’s association. 

For originality the French cannot be 
beaten. A bicycle club composed en- 
tirely of actresses has recently been 
formed in Paris. 

A visit to a secondhand bicycle shop 
is the best thing in the world for a man 
who wants to study the advances made 
| in bicycle construction. 

Previous to the introduction of Amer- 
ican bicycles into New Zealand lady 
riders were a rare sight. Now they are 
almost as numerous as male riders. 

The New York park board has asked 
the city government for an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 for the construction of 
additional cycle paths in the park sys- 
tem.

wheel was considerable.

A band of 15 or 20 North Carolina 
full blood Cherokee Indians passed 
through Mansfield, Mo., the other day, 
en route to the Indian Territory, where 
they expect to visit among their west- 
ern brothers and to try to induce some 
friendly tribe to sell them a body of 
land that they can hold in common, as 
they have become dissatisfied with their 
allotment back east and desire a change. 

Some of the red men were afoot, some 
on ponies and others on bicycles. A 
novel feature of the bicycle brigade 
| was two old squaws, one in the latest 
cut bloomers and the other wearing on- 
ly a breechcloth. Each carried a little 
black eyed papoose, strapped strongly 
to its mother’s back, and, although the 
thermometer was hoverng between the 
freezing and zero mark, it had no ap- 
parent effect upon their good nature, for 
all the while the little fellows were 
busy jabbering at each other in their 
native tongue.—Kansas City Times, 


A Variable Chain. 

It is often the case that a chain be- 
comes tight and slack as it runs around 
the sprocket wheels. If the alteration 
takes place with each revolution of the 
pedals and if there is no dirt on the 
periphery of the front sprocket wheel, 
very probably the crank axle is not fixed 
centrally in the rear sprocket, in which 
case & competent repairer may perhaps 
put matters right. But there is no need 
to trouble about it unless the defect is 
considerable. On the other hand, if the 
alteration is observed to have some rela- 
tion to the position of the chain or with 
each half revolution the cause probably 
depends partly on whether the chain is 
new or not. If itis new, there may be 
@ stiff link which does not properly 
straighten out after leaving the sprocket, 
but may work loose in time.—Boston 
Globe.

New England Republicans Criticise 
Dingley Wool and Cotton Rates. 


House Proceedings Livened by 
Republican Break. 


President Sends More Diplomatic Appoint- 
ments to the Senate. 


Washington, March 30.—The consider- 
ation of the tariff bill in the house yes- 
terday recalled former times when tarifz 
bills were under discussion, and the de- 
bates were always attended with more 
or less political feeling on both sides. It 
was also noteworthy as bringing several 
of the Massachusetts members into the 
debate and presenting the rare spectacle 
of two Republican members from Massa- 
chusetts protesting and denouncing the 
extreme protection of the bill. 

The most interesting feature of the 
day occurred toward the close of the ses- 
sion when Mr. McCall and Mr. Lovering, 
two Massachusetts Republicans, suc- 
cessively assaulted the bill, the former 
charging that the duties were higher 
than necessary, and the latter that the 
manufacturers wanted a tariff that 
would live “We do not want to be 
stranded by free trade,” said he. 
“Neither do we want to be smothered by 
protection.” 

This was the first Republican break 
over the party traces, and led to some 
very plain words from the Republican 
leaders. It was a family row which 
the opposition enjoyed hugely. Mr. 
Russell, one of the members of the ways 
and means committee from Connecti- 
cut, poured hot shot into the camp of 
the Massachusetts dissenters, exposing 
the fact, in the course of his remarks,

MORE NOMINATIONS. 


President Sends Batch of Diplomatic Appoint- 
ments to Senate. 

Washington, March 00.—In the open 
gession of the senate yesterday a resolu- 
tion by Pettigrew of South Dakota, ask- 
ing the interior department for informa- 
tion regarding national forest preserves, 
Was agreed to, as was Gallinger’s resolu- 
tion regarding civil service matters. 

The president sent to the senate the 
following nominations: 

Charlemagne Tower, Jr., of Penn- 
sylvania, to be envoy extraordinary and 
Ininister plenipotentiary of the United 
States to Austria-Hungary. 

Anson Burl ame Johnson of Colo- 
rado, to be consul of the United States 


i of Penn- 
sylvania, to be second assistant post- 
master general. 

James D. Gill of Massachusetts, to be 
collector of internal revenue for the 
third district of Massachusetts. 

Thomas Ryan of Kansas, to be first 
assistant secretary of theinterior, 

Henry Clay Evans of Ts nnessee, to 
be commissioner of pensions. 

The first phase of the tariff in the sen- 
ate made its appearance in a resolution 
by Mr. Allen of Nebraska, declaring that 
tariff taxes on articles of daily consump- 
tion should not be laid so as to enrich 
one class at the expense of the masses. 
It went over. 

Mr. Hoar, from the judiciary commit- 
tee, reported favorably the bill to pre- 
vent kinetoscope exhibitions of prize 
fights in the District of Columbia and the 
territories, and to prohibit the shipping 
of material for the exhibition. Mr. Mor- 
gan of Alabama submitted a minority 
report on the bill for a commission to 
settle the Centrai Pacific railroad in- 
debtedness to the government. The bill 
Was passed for the settlement of an ac- 
count between Arkansas and the United 
States. It involves a payment by the 
state of a balance of $160,000. The rest 
of the day was spent in executive session. 

Upon going into executive session, the 
senate promptly took up the arbitration 
treaty, and Senator Bacon of Georgia 
took the floor in advocacy of his amend- 
ment to exempt claims against South- 
ern states from the operation of the 
agreement. He spoke at some length, 
going into the general merits of the 
treaty. 


McKinley's Cuban Agent. 

Washington, March 30.—The announce- 
ment that President McKinley had de- 
cided to send a special commissioner 
to Cuba received full confirmation by 
the presence in this city of Judge Will- 
ium R. Day, a well known lawyer of 
Canton, O., and a close personal friend 
of the chief executive. This is the gen- 
tleman selected by the president for the 
important mission. Judge Day goes to 
Cuba officially and specifically for the 
purpose of representing the United 
States in the proposed judicial investi- 
gation of the alleged murder of Dr, Ruiz. 


Fall River Officials Resign, 

Fall River, Mass., March 30.—Alder- 
man John F. Johnston and Councilman 
Charles KE. Baker of ward 8 resigned last 
night. Mr. Johnston ts a plumber, and 
resigns so that he may bid for city con- 
tracts. Mr. Baker resigns to run for 
alderman. Both are Republicans. 


THE WEATHER INDICATIONS.

Admirals Will Distribute Supplies, 

London, March 31.—In answer to a 
question in the house of commons yes- 
terday as to the steps taken to relieve 
those suffering from lack of food in 
Crete, George N. Curzon, parliamentary 
secretary for the foreign office, said that 
the admirals in command of the fleets 
of the powers in Cretan waters were 
fully alive to the food necessities of the 
peaceful inhabitants of Crete, and have 
arranged to distribute supplies where 
they are most needed. 

Mr. Curzon remarked that the recom- 
mendations of the admirals relative to 
the speedy appointment of a European 
governor of Crete and the gradual with- 
drawal of the Turkish troops from the 
island have the entire support of het 
majesty’s goternment, which, he added, 
has lost no opportunity of urging their 
importance. Mr. Curzon assured the 
house that these recommendations are 
now under the consideration of the pow- 
era. 


Cretans Appeal to Powers, 

T.ondon, March 31.—A_. dispatch from 
Athens to The Times says that a com- 
mittee of the Cretan delegates at Athen 
has addressed an appeal to Queen Vic- 
toria, President Faure, Emperor Will- 
iam, Emperor Franz Josef and the czar, 
imploring them to revoke the cruel de- 
cision of the admirals of the interna- 
tional fleet, who would “compel 300,000 
Cretans by the tortures of famine to ac- 
cept a constitution which would expose 
them to fresh sufferings in the future.” 

The appcal concludes wih the de- 
mand that the Cretans be allowed to 
unite with Greece, where all {s flourish- 
ing. 

The Times’ correspondent at Constan- 
tinople says that the sultan believed 
implicitly in the fulfillment of the pre- 
diction that an Armenian dynamite 
demonstration would occur in Constan- 
tinople on Friday, Saturday or Sunday 
last. Highly amusing accounts are given 
of the perturbation of the imperial tenant 
of the Yildiz Kiosk. His abject terror 
necessitated a sleepless vigil of 56 hours 
by all the members of the palace house- 
hold, who strove in vain to allay the 
fright of their master. As nothing oc- 
curred at the palace everything is serene 
there now. The whole scare was a tricy 
of certain Hamidians to maintain thel, 
ascendency over the cowardly and 
superstitious sultan. 


Suspicious of Russia. 

Athens, March 31.—It is rumored here 
that Russia has intimated that she will 
not participate in a blockade of Greek 
ports. This apparent change of front 
is viewed with suspicion in Greek offi- 
cial circles. 

It is understood that the admirals have 
called on their respective governments 
for more warships, as well as more 
troops. 


Revising Rhode Island Constitution, 

Providence, March 31.—The commis- 
sioners appointed by Governor Lippitt 
to revise the constitution of Rhode Isl- 
and met yesterday, and upon recom- 
mendation of a sub-committee, headed 
by United States District Attorney 
Gorman, voted to give a series of public 
hearings on the different points of the 
constitution as a preliminary to the work 
of revision.

THE BOULEVARD. 


Quincy Well "Represented at 
Today’s Hearing. 


A Good Case in Favor of the 
Petition Presented. ‘ 


The Route from Boston to Squantum 
and Blue Hills. 


The petition of Mayor Adams of Quincy 
for a boulevard or parkway from Squantum 
Head to Boston and via Merry Mount park 
and Quincy tothe Blue Hills reservation 
came up fora hearing today at the State 
House before the Committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs. 

The hearing was scheduled for 10 A. M. 
but the committee did not get together 
until 10.45 and then disposed of three 
other matters first, so that it was after 11 
o'clock before the Quincy petition was 
reached. 

Mayor Adams said that the petition had 
received favorable attention !ast year, but 
not having a specific appropriation the 
appropriation for Metropolitan parks and 
boulevards was spent in other ways, on 
work already begun. 

Mayor Adams contended it was a peti- 
tion of interest to the Metropolitan district, 
not to Quincy alone, It was in the line of 
the takings of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission, and was contemplated as early as 
1895. He quoted from reports of the 
board in the years since, 

In the district north of Boston was the 
Middlesex Fells and on the south the Blue 
Hills reservation. The north had also the 
fine Revere Beach reservation, but on the 
south not a foot of sea shore was reserved 
for public use, bathing etc. 


A map was exhibited showing the pro-} 


posed boulevard and its connection with 
Franklin Park of Boston, and the Blue 
Hills reservation. ‘The main object of the 
petition was to reserve the seashore front, 
said Mr. Adams, 

Mayor Adams submitted an 
estimate of the made by H. T. 
Whitman, the civil engineer. The 
distance of the boulevard was seven and 
four-tenths miles, of which one and one- 
quarter miles were over public streets. 
Two miles and one-half were along the 
water front. A roadway 40 feet wide with 
a green on either) side was contemplated. 
The land damages were estimated at 
$110,000, and the entire cost at $275,265. 
The reservation along the Neponset river 
between Atlantic and Milton Lower Mills 
would add $100,000 if deemed expedient to 
take. 

When asked if the project could not well 
be postponed one year without materially 
increasing the expense, he said that at 
present there were many large holders of 
land, but there was a demand for the 
shore front, and it was being sub-divided, 
Now the land would be largely given. 

Whether more than the land taking was 
desired this year, Mayor Adams said the 
land would not be given unless boulevard 
was to be constructed right away. They 
naturally had aright to expect some re- 
turn for their gift, 

Mayor Quincy, of Boston, was introduced 
and gave his endorsement. He said it was 
a very desirable thing todo and that now 
was the time. Each year’s delay en 
dangered the prospects as well! as increased 
the cost. This sea shore reservation would 
balance the Revere Beach taking on the

| SEWER HEARING. 


City Solicitor Blackmur Before Com- | 
mittee of Legislature. 


Committee on Metropolitan Affairs gave 
a public hearing at the State House last 
evening, on the bill to take from Boston its 
outlet and sewerage p'ant and put the same 
into the hands of the Metropolitan Sewer- | 
age Commissioners. 

Quincy is in the bill against its wishes, 
The city was represented by City Solicitor 
Blackmur and Mayor Adams, 

Mr. Blackmur put in as evidence the 
city of Quincy’s contract with Boston, 
which is a perpetual one; and submitted 
plans showing Quincy’s system and its| 
shore line, Also, where the system of| 
sewerage is connected with Boston; 
together with the report of the State Board | 
of Health, giving authority and endorsing | 
Quincy’s present system. 

The arguments on behalf of the cities | 
and towns were opened by Mr. Blackmur, | 
who said in part, ‘‘That Quincy opposed 
the bill in the first place because she be- 
lieves that Boston was the proper custodian 
of the outlet at Moon Island, because of 
the great interest which she had in the 


preservation of her barbor and shore front 
from the careless and improper discharge | 
of sewage matter at the outlet. That 
Quincy shore line was adjoining, which 
was composed of deep bays and indenta-) 
tions, along which was considerable valua- 
vle shore property, and that in view of the 
short-sighted policy of the Metropolitan 
Commissioners discharging sewerage at all 
tides in order to save expense, across the 
barbor on the north side, the city of 
Quincy felt safer to leave the management 
of the outlet in the hands of the city of 
Boston. Furthermore Quincy was _ per- 
fectly satisfied with the contract which she 
bad made with Boston, by which she had 
agreed to pay to Boston her proportion of 
the expense of cost and maintenance of so

iN PATH OF CYCLONE. 


Many Killed and Hundreds Wounded tn 
Oklahoma Town. 

Kansas City, March 31.—A special to 
The Journal from Guthrie. O. T., says: 

At 6 o’clock last evening a terrific 
tornado, followed by hail and fiood, swept 
through the town of Chandler, 40 miles 
eastofhere. Three fourths of the resi- 
dences and business houses of the place 
were totally wrecked or badly damaged; 
scores of people were injured and many 
were killed. 

Darkness at once came on and the 
work of rescue was carried on under the 
greatest difficulties. 

The telephone office was destroyed, and 
at 10 o'clock last night a telephone was 
connected with the wire two miles away 
and a message was sent here for assist- 
ance. Up to that time Mr. and Mrs, 
Woodman, Mrs. Henry Mitchell, Mrs, 
Thomas Smith, Attorney John Dawson 
and two unknown persons had been 
found dead, and fully 150 people were 
known to be badly injured. 

A large number of physicians and 
citizens have left for the scene with 
surgical instruments, drugs and other 
supplies. <A later message states that 
a large number of people known to have 
been in business buildings are missing 
and it is feared they are decd under the 
ruins. 


Levees Give Way. 

Memphis, March 31.—There are now 
three breaks in the levee that protects 
the Mississippi delta. One is seven 
miles below Greenville, Miss., at Way- 
side, which is 1200 feet wide; one 40 miles 
north of Greenville, at the head of the 
Delta, which is 1000 feet wide, and cut- 
ting rapidly at the water rushes through,
